He commenced D. D. July 5, 1697, performing all the offices required 
to that degree publicly, and with great applauſe. He was made vicar of Deptford in 17033 
fucceeded Dr. Hooper as dean of Canterbury the ſame year; and was thrice choſen prolo- 
eutor of the lower houſe of convocation, His uncommon diligence and induſtry, aſſiſted by 
His excellent parts, enriched him with a large ſtock of polite, folid, and moſt uſeful. 
learning. His diſcourfes from the pulpit were equally pleaſing and profitable ; a beau-- 
tiful intermixture of the-cleareſt reaſoning with the. pureſt dition, attended with all the 
graces of a juſt elocution.

Hereupon I got 
the ' bookſellers to meet me again; who, underſtanding tbat our common patron was 
departed, this life, and no money left for payment of the copies his lordſhip intended 
to. buy, would by no means enter into any further deliberation or covenant about 


printing the book, but flew off from it utterly. When I found this, I thought myſelf 
like w iſe diſcharged from it.

In June 1767 he had an attack of the St. Anthony's 
Fire; in Auguſt was afflicted with the yellow jaundice+; in April 1772 had an at- 
tack of the ſtone in his kidney; and in October 1573, he thus deſcribes himſelf: My 
i complaints are the ſame as yours, owing to the ſame cauſe, much fitting Kill. Forty 
«© years,ago I drank nothing but water for ſeveral years; but Dr. Boerhaave told me 
4 that when I-grew old I muſt come to wine, which I find to be true; ſo that now I 
% have bid adieu to water and all its works, except chocolate, which with eggs, and 
milk are my chief ſupport: one bottle of wine ſerves me four or five days. He 
continued to correſpond with Mr, Bowyer till within à few weeks of his death; when. be 
was prevented by a ſevere attack of the gout, attended with a fever, which put an end 
to his exiſtence in this world July 4, 1776. on a braſs * in Dot church is 
the following epitaph, by Dr. Heberder :

+ Fohn Selden, the famous Antiquary, was deſcended from a good family, and born 


Dec. 16, 1584, at Salvinton in Suſſex ; educated at Chicheſter free-ſchool, and admitted 
of Hart. Hall, Oxon. in 1.598 ; removed to Clifford*s Iun in 1602, to ſtudy the law ; ad- 


mitted of the Inner Temple in May 1604 ; ; and drew up a Treatiſe of the Civil Govern- 
ment of this Iſland in 1606. His firſt friendſhips were with Sir Robert Cotton, Sir Henry 
Spelman, Camden, and {//her, all of them learned in antiquities; which was alſo Mr. 
Selden's favorite object. In 1610, he began to diſtinguiſh himſelf by publications in this 
way, and put out two pieces that year; Jani Anglorum facies altera; and Duello, or the 
Original of ſingle Combat. In 1612 he publiſhed notes and illuſtrations on the firſt 
eighteen ſongs in Michael Drayton's Poly-Olbion, and the year after wrote verſes in 
Greek, Latin, and Engli/h, upon Browne's Britannia's Paſtorals ; which, with divers 
Poems prefixed to the works of other authors, occafioned Sir John Suckling to give him 
* place in his Seſſion of the Poets. Purſuing ſuch ſtudies, he ſoon acquired ſuperior 


© eminence. | Mr. Selden, though .not above three and thirty years of age, had ſhewn 


himſelf a great philologiſt, antiquary, herald, and linguiſt ; and his name was ſo won- 


derfully advanced, not only at home, bur in foreign countries, that he was actually 
then become, what he was afterwards uſually ſtyled, the great dictator of learning to 


the Engliſb nation. In 1618, when he was in his 34th year, his Hiſtory of Tithes“ 
was printed in 4to. in the preface to which he reproaches the clergy with ignorance and 
Aazineſs, with having nothing to keep up their credit, but beard, title, and habit, their

was begun in 15 22, and finiſhed in 1726, very highly to 


though he allows the clergy's title to them by the laws of the land. This book alarming 
the clergy, and offending king James I; it was ſuppreſſed, and the author forced to make 
public ſubmiſſion. - He again offended- that monarch in 1621 by an opinion he gave 
againſt the crown as counſel in the houſe of lords, and was committed into the cuſtody 
of the ſheriff of London; but was releaſed in five weeks by the favour of the lord keeper 
Williams. He was choſen member for Lancaſter that year; but neglected all public bu- 
fineſs to apply. himſelf to ſtudy. In 1624 he was appointed by the Inner Temple reader 

at Lyon's Inn, but refuſed. to accept that office. ' In 1625 he was choſen burgeſs for Great 
Bedwin, Wiltſhire, and again in 1626, when he was an active manager againſt the duke 

of Buckingham, In 1627, he was counſel for Mr. Hampden, and in the third parlia- 
ment of king James was again elected for Lancaſter, and had a conſiderable hand in the 
Petition of Rights. - After the prorogation in June, retiring to Mreſt in Bedford/hire, - 
he finiſhed his Commentaries on the Arundelian Marbles. In the next ſeſſion he warm 
ly oppoſed the court, and was committed to the Tower, and had his ſtudy ſealed up, - 
March 24, 1628. He was cloſely confined three months, but magnificently ſupported 
at the king's expence; and being afterwards allowed the uſe of ſuch books as he defired, - 
he proceeded in his ſtudies, In Hilary Term, 1629, declivtiing to give ſecurity for his 
good behaviour (as unwatrantable by law), he was committed to the King's Bench priſon; 
He was releaſed the latter end of the year, though it does not appear how ; only that 
the parliament in 1646 ordered him 5000. for the loſſes he had ſuſtained on that occaſion. 
In 1630, he was again committed to cuſtody, with the earls of Bedford and Clare, Sir 
Robert Cotton, and Mr. St. John, being accuſed of having diſperſed a libel, intitled, 
« A Propoſition for his Majeſty's ſervice to bridle the impertinency of Parliaments;“ 
but it was proved, that Sir Robert Dudley, then living in the duke of Tuſcany's domi- 
nions, was the author. All theſe various impriſonments and tumults gave no interrup- 
tion to his ſtudies ; but he proceeded, in his old way, to write and publiſh books. Ia 
1640 he was choſen member of parliament for the univerſity of Oxford; and though 
he was againſt the court, yet in 1642 the king had thoughts of taking the ſeal from the 
lord keeper Littleton, and giving it to him. In 1643, he was appointed one-of the lay- 
members to fit in the aſſembly of divines at Meſiminſter, in which he frequently per- 
plexed thoſe divines with his vaſt learning, About this time, he took the covenant ; and 
the ſame year, 1643, was by the parliament appointed keeper 6f the records in The 
Tower. In 1644, he was elected one of the twelve commiſſioners of the Admiralty ; and 
the ſaine year was nominated to the'maſterſhip of Trinity College in Cambridge, which 
he did not think proper to accept. In the beginning of 1653, his health began to de- 
eline; and he died the zoth of November that year at the Friary Houſe in White. 
Friars, where he had reſided for ſome years, being poſſeſſed of it in the right of Eli- 
zabeth counteſs dowager of Kent, ho had appointed him executor of her will, having 
before, from the firſt of her widowhood, committed the management of her affairs to 
him. He was buried in the Temple church, where a monument was erected to him; and 
archbiſhop Uſher preached his funeral ſermon. He left a moſt valuable and curious li- 
brary to his executors, Matthew Hale, John Vaughan, and Rowland Fewks, eſqrs; 
which they generouſly would have beſtowed on the ſociety of the Inner Temple, if a proper 
place had been provided to receive it; but, this being neglected, they gave it to the uni- 
verſity of Oxford. Mr. Selden was immenſely learned, and ſkilled in Hebrew and oriental 
languages beyond any man: Grotius ſtyles him the glory of the Engliſb nation.“ He 
was knowing in all laws, human and divine, yet did not greatly trouble himſelfwith the 
practice of law: he ſeldom or never appeared at the bar, but ſometimes gave council in 
his chamber.

have mentioned that Dr: Taylor was too buſy a man to be idle+ This is too ſhining a 
particular in the Doctor temper and abilities not to be a little more inſiſted upon. H 
you called on him in College after dinner, you were fure to ſind him fitting at an old oval 
walnut- tree table entirely covered with books, in which, as the common expreſſion runs, 
he ſeemed to be buried: you began to make · apologies for diſturbing a perſon ſo well em- 
ployed; but he immediately told you to advance; taking care to diſturb, as little as you 
could; the books on the floor; and called out, Jobn, hn, bring pipes and ylaſſes 3” * 
and then fell to procuring a ſmall ſpace for the bottle; juſt to ſtand on, but which could 
hardly ever be done without ſhoving off an equal quantity of the furniture at the other 
end]; and he inſtantly appeared as chearkil, · good-humoured, and degagé, as if he had 
not been at all engaged or interrupted. Suppoſe now you had ſlaid as long as you would, . 
and been entertained by him moſt agreeably, you took your leave and got half way dowa 
the ſtairs ; but, recollecting ſomewhat, that you had more to ſay to him, you go in again; 5 
the bottle and glaſſes were gone, the books had expanded themſelves ſo ag to re-occupy the 
whole table, and he was juſt as much buried · in them as when you firſt broke in on bim. I 
never knew this convenient faculty to an equal degree in any other ſcholar. He loved and 
played well at cards; was fond of carving, which he did with much elegance; an agreeable :

well. He always appeared handſomely in full ,dreis as a clergyman, was grand in 
his looks, yet affable, flowing, ,and-polite ; latterly he grew too plump, with an ap- 
pearance of doughy-paleneſs, which ogcafioned uneaſineſs to thoſe. who loved him, Wwhoſe 
number, I think, - muſt be conſiderable.

He excelled in many ſmall accompliſhments : wrote'a large, fair, 
elegant hand; was a perfect maſter of Dr. Byrom's ſhort- and, which he looked upon as 
barely ſhottof perfection, an d which he taught to as many as choſe to learn, for the benefit 
of his friend. He never made a blot in his writing: always, befide tris Adverſaria, kept 
a proper edition of moſt books for entering notes in their margin, as the Louvre Greek 

' Teſtament in folio, Theſe were what Dr. ſtew was mtitled to by his will, befides his 
common-place books, which, I think, in his open way of writing, for de never ſpared 
paper, amounted before he left College to forty votames in ſolio; in thoſe he had put 
down a vaſt variety of philological learning, without neglecting matters of pleaſantry ;'

When we uſed to joke with him on the badneſs of his furniture, 
which conſiſted of the table aforeſaid, and three or four ordinary chairs, and they always 
Mled with books, he uſed to ſay that his room was better and more expenſively furniſhed 
than any of ours; which was moſt certainly true, as he ſat in the midſt of an excellent 
library, containing a very fine collection of philological, claſſical, and juridical 'books, 
which formed the proper furniture of a ſcholar's room, though I cannot ay that it is the 


uſual or faſhionable furniture of the times, This fine and large collection he increaſed greatly 


after he got to London, as #ll thoſe, who knew it in Amen Corner, will bear me witneſs. 
Fhis was the more neceſſary for bim to do, as he no longer had the command of the 
well - furniſhed libraries of Cambridge; and, as it was his taſte and paſſion to do fo, he 
was enabled to gratify them by his goodly income, which had he lived, would have been 
very fufficicnt, even though it had. received no further incteaſe. His te ſtamentary diſ- 
poſition of this valuable library gave me leſs ſatisfaction than any other act of his life. 
The general fault conſiſted in not keeping them together, thereby depriring his admi- 
rers of the ſuite and connexion of his ideas, as he had put them down in different books, 
but with references backwards and forwards. It is plain that he could net be actuated 
by the low fears and policy of Ciljacius, who, to preveat this, ordered his books to be 
2 rde ; becauſe the Door. entruſted the compleat ſett with Dr. Age, 
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college. Tomtom, printed by nh, Bowyer, Jun! me- 


chere atty thing of this kind might be practiſed with more likelihood of ſucceſs and ſecre - 
ey, than if depoſited in a public library, where every perſon that conſulted them would 
know. the uſe that was made of them by others, He probably meant well, and thought 
| that the furoſt-way of keeping them tagether for. a long time was to place them in his 
learned friend's princely collection. Hut the futility of this proviſion quickly. appeared; 
and it would have much the ſame whether the hammer had ſounded over them wumedi= 
ately on his death, or in the very few ypars after * when. it did. The folio Terentianus: 
| Mawrus+, Madiolani 1499, which coſt the Doctor fgur guineas out of the Harleian collec- 
nion, and which, I dare ſay, long before he was in eaſy circumſtances, an hundred would not 
have got from 'him, was purchaſed for twelve guineas by Dr. Hunter, and 1s for the pre- 
ſent at leaſt ſafely lodged · in that noble repoſitory of curĩoſities all kinds. Nor do Fmuch” 
mare approve of his diſpoſal of the other part; had he given one, two, or three ſets of 
the moſt uſeful Claſſics, with Dictionaries, &c. to the ſchool, this would have re- 
mained a teſtimony of his gratitude, and been very ſerviceable to the maſters, ſcholars, 
and neighbourhood, without any prejudice to the Univerſity, which is well, ſupplied with. 
theſe writers; not ſo with the many curious articles that he had picked up ingly at a 
great expence from foreign parts as he could hear of them. Theſe are not likely to be 
of much ſervice in the country; but might probably have been looked into in the Uni- 
verſity, which alſo would have been the proper place for diſtant Literati to have inquired 
for them, where acceſs would be remarkably eaſy and agreeable. Upon. this oc- 
caſion one can hardly help mentioning, that when he heard of Dr. Newcome's:death, 
whom. be did not love (and, as we hope his averfions were hot many, they might be 
the ftronger) be inquired how he had diſpoſed of his books; and though it was a, very 
good one, he received the account with an air of contempt.; upon which one of the com- 
pany-faid, © Then, Doctor, do you now take care to do:better * upon which he ſunk into 
ſeriouſneſs, and ſaid ſoftly, I wiſh I may!“ He was ſilent in large companies, but 
fond of dealing out his entertainment and inſtruction before one, two, or three perſons. 
He entertained his friends with an hoſpitality and generofity that bordered upon muni- 
ficence; and enjoyed himſelf: in the convivial hours. It may be a means of prolonging- 
ſome worthy man's days, to mention, that he ſhortened his own by a modeſty or ſhyneſs 
that prevented him from making his caſe fully known, and ſubmitting himſelf to the 
diretion of a phyſician, though he was intimately acquainted with ſeveral of the moſt emi-- 
nent in the profeſſion, He one day meutioned to me with ſome peviſhneſs, that be was 
coſtive ; B aſked him why he would not conſult Dr. H. He faid, How can I do ſo? he: 
will not take any thing,. I replied, that he would certaialy give him the beſt advice out 
of friendſhip and regard; but that there were dthers to whom he might apply, who might 
not have the. ſame delicacy. The mis ſortune Was, that he had applied. to three, and; 
ſmuggled a receipt for a purge from each, and uſed them all alternately and almoſt with- 
out intermiſſion, at leaſt in a mauner they never intended; I think there were 175 charg-- 
ed in the: Ann s bill fer the laſt year,, This calamity had hardly happened, bad he. 
lived in a family, L mean with friends. and relations about him, and not ſervants. only, as;

Mr. Williams's well ſelected library was purchaſed by William Jones, eſq. one of the laſt of thoſe 
2 mathematicians, admirers, and contemporaries of Newton, who cultivated and improved the 
iences in the preſent century. Mr. Jones was a teacher of the mathematicks in Loxdox under the pa- 
tronage of Sir Haas and had the honour of 8 late earl of Hardwicke in that ſcience; who 
gratefully enabled him to lay aſide his profeſſion, by beſtowing on him a ſinecure place of about zool. 
à year; and afterwards obtaining for him amore beneficial office in his Majeſty's Exchequer, which he 
enjoyed for the laſt twenty years of his life. The lord chancellor Macclesfield and his fon (who was 
afterwards preſident of the Royal Society) were alſo among the number of reſpectable perſonages who 
received from him the rugiments of the mathematicks. The friendſhip of Sir Iſaac Newton he obtained 
by publiſhing, when only twenty-ſix years old, the“ Synopſis Palmariorum Matheſeos,“ a maſterly and 
rfpicuous abſtraft of every thin uſeful in the ſcience of number and magnitude. Some papers of Collins

With the author's conſent and affiſtance, Mr. Jones uſhered this tract into the world, with three other 
trafts on analytical ſubjects; and thus ſecured to his illuſtrious friend the honour of having applied the 
method of infinite ſeries to all ſorts of curves, ſome time before Mercator had publiſhed his quadrature 
of the hyperbola by a fimilar method. Theſe admirable works, containing the ſublimeſt ſpeculations 
in geometry, were very ſeaſonably brought to light in the year 1711, when the diſpute ran nigh be- 
twern Leibnitz, and the friends of Newton, concerning the invention of Huxions; a diſpute which this 
valuable publication helped to decide.

ö to two hundred pounds; and, by the ſale of the work, he raiſed fifteen hundred pounds more. 
He gave ſixteen hundred pounds to lord Fewer ſham, for an annuity of one hundred pounds per annum; 
which he enjoyed for fifty years. Thus he roſe, by degrees, to very eaſy circumſtances ; which were 
made ſtill more ſo by the Fre 1 which his agreeable and edifying*converſation procured him among 
great people, with many of whom ix was his cuſtom to live for ſeveral months at a time. He was oc 
nally rous to ſome of his relations in France. He had two fitters who were buns; and in 1976 
had a br living at Paris in the profeſſion. of the law, to whom he gave a e gold ſnuff-box, 
Which had been preſented to him by Queen Caroline. His works were many, and all in French, He ' 
trauflated Sleidan's Hiſtory of the Reformation j and wrote a fecorld defence” in ſupport of his firſt, 
againſt the — of the Jeſuits; father Harduin, cardinal Tentin, &c. In difcourfing about re- 
ligious ſubjects, he was reſerved aud enutjous, avoiding controverſy as much as poſſible. He never 
pad any good opinion of Beaver, who cane over hither to write his Hiſtory of the Popes : he accuſed 
him of pretending to collect from books which he had never ſeen ; and ſaid he was a dark myſterious 
man, of a very ſuſpicious character. Soon after his retirement to England (it is ſaid) he went to a piieft 
of the Romiſ® church for confeſſion, and told him who he was. The _ dared not take his con feſſion, 
becauſe he was [excommunicated ; but adviſed him to conſult his Superior of St. Geneviewe. What 
was the iſſue of this application, we know not; but it is certain, that when in Landon, he made it his 
prattice to go to maſs; and, when in the country at Ealing, whither he frequently retired for pri- 
Facy; he conſtantly attended the ſervice of the pariſh church, declaring, at all times; that he had great 
_ ſarisfaCtion in the prayers of the church of Exgland. The Jeſvits were his worſt enemies; yet when 
that order was ſuppreſſed, his great humanity lamented the fate of many poor men, who were thrown 
out of their bread, and caſt, in a helpleſs ſtate, upon the wide world. He died Ofober 17, 1776, after 
two days illneſs, at the gene age of 95. At his own deſire, he was buried in the cloyſter of Weſlminfler 
Adbey, by Dr. Beil, chaplain to the princeſs Amelia.

But the iqſolence of his miſtreſs, who employed him in ſervile drud- 
gery, quickly diſguſted him, and he went up to London in queſt of more ſuitable em- 
ployment. He was recommended to a ont merchant at the Bank: ſide, and while he 
was there on liking, is ſaid to have given hopes of great mercantile abilities; but this 
place he ſoon left, I know not for what geaſon, and was erg apprentice to Mr. Collins, 
a printer of ſome reputation, and deputy alderman. is was 4 trade for which men 


nere formerly qualified hy a literary education, and which was pleaſing to Cave, becauſe 


it fiirniſhed ſome employment for his ſcholaſtick attainments. Here therefore he re- 
folved to ſettle, though his maſter and miſtrgſs lived in perpetual diſcord, and their houſe 
could be no comfortable habitation. From the inconveniences of theſe domeſtick 
tumults he was ſoon releaſed, haying i in only two years attained ſo much ſkill in his art, 


and gained fo much the confidence cf his maſter, that he was ſent without any ſuperin- 


tendant to conduct a printing-houſe at Norwich, and publiſh- a weekly paper. In this 
undertaking he met with ſome oppoſition, which produced a publick controverſy, and 
procured young Cave reputation as a writer, His maſter died before his apprentice- 
ſhip was expired; and, as he was not able to bear the perverſeneſs of his miſtreſs, he 
quitted her houſe upon a ſtipulated allowance, and married a young widow, with 
whom he lived at Bow, When his apprenticeſhip was over, he worked as a journey - 
man at the printing-houſe of Mr. Barber, a man much diſtinguiſhed and employed by 
the Tories, whoſe principles had at that time ſo much prevalence with Cave, that he was 
for ſome years a writer in 4; fs Fournal, which (though he afterwards obtained, by 
his wife's intereft, a ſmall place in the Poſt- Office) he for fome time continued. But as 
intereſt is powerful **, and converſation, however mean, in time perſuaſive, he by degrees 
inclined to another party; in which, however, he was always moderate, though ſteady 
and determined, When he was admitted into the Poſt-Office he ſtill continued, at his in- 
tervals of attendance, to exerciſe his trade, or to employ himſelf with ſome typogra- 
phical buſineſs. He corrected the Gradus ad Parnaſſum, and was liberally rewarded 
by the Company of Stationers. He wrote an account of the - criminals, which had for 
fome time a confiderable ſale; and publiſhed many little pamphlets that accident brought 


into his hands, of which it would be very difficult to recover the memory. By the cor. 


reſpondence which his place in the Poſt-Office facilitated, he procured country neus- 
papers, and fold their intelligence to a journaliſt of London, for a guinea a week. He 
was afterwards raiſed to the office of clerk of the franks, in which he acted with great 
ſpirit and firmneſs ; and often ſtopped franks which were given by members of parlia- 
ment to their friends, becauſe he thought ſuch extenſion of a n aj illegal.

This raiſed many complaints; and having ſtopped, among others, a frank given to the 
old Ducheſs of Marlborough by Mr. Walter Plummer, he was cited before the Houſe, as 
for breach of privilege, 'and accuſed, I ſuppoſe very unjuſtly, of opening letters to detect 
them. He was treated with great harſhneſs and ſeverity ;- but declining their queſtions 
by pleading his oath of ſecrecy, was at laſt diſmiſſed. And it muſt be recorded to his 
honour, that when he was ejected from his office, he did not think himſelf diſcharged 
from his truſt, but continued to refuſe to his neareſt friends any information about the 
management of the office. By this conſtancy of diligence and diverſification of employ- 
ment, he in time collected a ſum ſufficient for the purchaſe of a ſmall printing-office, and 
began the Gentleman's Magazine, a periodical pamphlet, of which the ſcheme is known 
wherever the Exgliſb Tanguage is ſpoken. To this undertaking he'owed the affluence in 
which he paſſed the laſt twenty years of his life; and the fortune which he left behind him, 


which, though large, had been yet larger, had he not raſhly and wantonly impaired it by 


innumerable projets. Mr. Cave, when he formed the project, was far from expecting 
the ſucceſs which he found; and others had ſo little proſpe& of its conſequence, that 
though he had for ſeveral years talked of his plan among printers and bookſellers, none 
of them thought it worth the trial, That they were not reſtrained by their virtue from 


the execution of another man's defign, was ſufficiently apparent as ſoon as that deſign be- 


gan to be gainful; for in a few years a multitude of Magazines aroſe; and periſhed : only 
The London Magazine, ſupported by a powerful aſſociation of bookſellers, and circulated 
with all the art and all the cunning of trade, exempted itſelf from the general fate to 
Cave's invaders, and obtained, though not an equal, yet a conſiderable ſale*. Cave now 


began to aſpire to popularity; and being a greater lover of p6etry than any other art, 


he ſometimes offered ſubjects for poems, and propoſed prizes for the beſt performances. 
The firſt prize was fifty pounds, for which, being but newly acquainted with wealth, 
and thinking the influence of fifty pounds extremely great, he expected the firſt authors 
of the kingdom to appear as competitors; and offered the allotment of the prize to the 
Univerſities, But when the time came, no name was ſeen among The writers that had 
been ever ſeen before; the Univerſities and ſeveral private men rejected the province of 
aſſigning the prize. At all this Mr: Cave wondered for a while ; but his natural judg- 
ment, and a wider acquaintance with the world, ſoon cured him of his aſtoniſhment, as 


of many other prejudices 'and errors. Nor have many men been ſeen raiſed by accident 


or induſtry to ſudden riches, that retained leſs of the meanneſs of their former ſtate, 


He continued to improve his Magazine, and had the ſatisfaction of ſeeing its ſucceſs pro- 


portionate to his diligence, till in the year 1751 his wife died of an aſthma : with which 


though he ſeemed not at firſt much affected, yet in a few days he loſt his fleep and 


his appetite ; and; lingering two years, fell, by drinking acid liquors, into a diarrhoea, 
and afterwards into a kind of lethargick inſenfibility, in which one of the laſt acts of 


- reaſon he exerted, was fondly to preſs the hand which is now writing this little narra- 
tive. He died on January 10, 1754, æt. 62, having juſt concluded the twenty-third |

| This excellent Abthyoary ied Jan. 13, 1727. A ſhort note of his writings has 
been given in p- 313 which deſerve, however, to be farther enlarged on. Mr. Madox, 
with a moſt indefatigable induſtry, collected and explained, at different times, a vaſt 
number of records relating to the ancient laws and conſtitution of this country; the 
knowledge of which tends greatly to the illuſtration of Engii/s hiſtory. He has, by his 
unwearied labours in this way, obliged the readers as well as the compilers of ſuch hiſtory : 
for whoevet would ſucceed in writing a general hiſtory, ſhould be intimately acquainted 
with the minuter parts of which it conſiſts, a competent knowledge of which is neceſſary, 
in every reader that ſeeks for more than bare amuſement. Mr. Made, in the trea- 
tiſes he publiſhed himſelf, and in this poſthumous piece juſt now put into our hands, 
has ſupplied both with a noble apparatus. It was in the year 1502 that he firſt. dic 
tinguiſhed himſelf in theſe toilſome reſearches; when, under the patronage of the 
learned and polite lord Samers, he preſented the early fruits of them to the world, in 
Collection of antique Charters and Inſtruments of divers Kinds taken from the Origi- 
| nals, placed under ſeveral Heads, and deduced (in a Series according to the Order of Time) 
from the Norman Congueſt, to the End of the Reign of King Henry VIII . He was, 
prompted to this work, by conſidering that there was no methodical Hiſtory or 5yſtem of 
ancient Charters and Indruments of this nation then extant ; and that it would be ac- 
ceptable to curious perſons, and uſeful to the publick, if ſomething were done. for ſup- 
plying that defect. Having entertained ſuch a deſign, and being furniſhed with proper 
materials from the archives of the late Court of Augmentations, he was encouraged to, 
proceed in it, eſpecially by the above-mentioned lord; and thereupon proſecuted it with.

but there is likewiſe prefixed to it a long prefatory epiitle to the lord Somers; in which.

He obſerves, that though ſome treatiſes had been written concerning the Exchequer, yet , 
no hiſtory of it had been yet attempted by any man. He tells his lordſhip, that he had 
purſued his ſubject to thoſe ancient times, to which, he thinks, the original of the Ex- 
chequer in England may properly be aſſigned. From thence he has drawn down ati or- 
derly account of it through a Tong courſe of years. And, having conſulted, as well the 
books neceſſary to be peruſed upon this occafion, as a very great number of records and

fetched edi thante; which vouchers . are ſubjoined td in each page, except 
where their extraordinary length made it impracticable. The records which he here at- 
teſts were, as he adds, taken by his own pen from the authentic membranes, unleſs 
where it appears by his references to be othetwiſe. He has contrived throughout the 
whole (as far as the ſubject - matter would permit) to make uſe of ſuch memorials, as 


ſerve either to make known or to explain the ancient laws and uſages of this kingdom. 


For which reaſon, as he notes, this work may be deemed, not merely a Hiſtory of the 
Exchequer, but likewiſe a Promptuary towards a Hiſtory of the ancient Law of England, 
He afterwards acquaints his lordſhip in what method he began and proceeded in com- 
piling this work. Firſt,” he made as full a collection from records as he could, of ma- 
terials relating to the ſubjet, Thoſe materials being ranged-orderly in ſeveral books of 
Collectanta, he reviewed them, and weighing what they imported, and how they might 
be applied, he drew from thence a general ſcheme of his deſign. - When he had pitched 
upon the heads of his diſcourſe, he took materials for them out of the aforeſaid fund, 

and digeſted them into their proper rank and order. In doing this, it was his practice for 
the moſt part to write down, in the draught of this bock, the reſpeCive records or teſ- 
timonies firſt of all; i. e. before he wrote his own text or compoſition ; and from them 


formed his hiſtory or account of things ; connecting and applying them afterwards, as 


the caſe would admit. At the end of this hiſtory (as we have expreſſed it in the title) 
Mr. Madox has publiſhed a copy of the treatiſe concerning the Exthequer, written in 
the way of dialogue, and generally aſcribed to Gervaſius Tilburienfis. "This treatiſe is 
certainly very ancient, and intrinſically. valuable. Our author introduces it by an epiſ- 
tolary. diſſertation, in Latin, to the then lord Halifax. The dialogue is followed by 
another epiſtolary diſſertation, in the ſame language, addreſſed to the lord Somers, re- 
lating to the Great Roll of the Exchequer, commonly ſtiled The Roll of Duinto Regis 
Stephani. No hiſtorical account has been given in this volume, of the records repoſited 
in the Exchequer. Mr. Madox thought that might be more properly done, if there was 
occaſion for it, hereafter, in a continuation of this work ; which he ſeems to have had 
ſome intention of performing himſelf, when he publiſhed this part; or hoped ſome other 
hand would ſupply, if he did not, But the laſt chapter of the hiſtory is a liſt of the 
Barons of this court from the firſt year of Milliam the Conqueror to the 2oth of Edward 
II. The laſt work this laborious Hiſtoriographer publiſhed himſelf, was The Firma 
Burgi t, or Hiſtorical Effay concerning the Cities, Towns, and Boroughs of Eng- 
„land. Taken from Records.” This treatiſe was inſcribed to his late Majeſty. The 
author warns-his readers againſt expecting to find any curious or refined learning in it ; 
in regard the matter of it is low. It is only one part of a ſubject, which however is 
extenſive and difficult, concerning which, he tells us, much bas been faid by Engliſb 


writers to very little purpoſe, ſerving rather to entangle than to clear it. When he firſt 


entered upon the diſcuſſion of it, he found himſelf encompaſſed with doubts, which it 
hath been his endravour, as he ſays, to remove or leſſen as he went along. He has 


throughout mixed hiſtory and diſſertation together, making theſe two to ſtrengthen and 
diverſify each other. However modeſtly Mr. Madox might expreſs himſelf concerning 


the learning of this work, it is in reality both curious and profound, and his enquiries. 
very laudable and uſeful. - The civil antiquities of this country would, in all probability, 
have been further beholden than they are, to this ſkilful and induſtrious perſon, if his

* Milliam Richardſon, ſon of Samuel Richardſon, B. D. youngeſt fon of Mr. John 
Richardſon (vid. Calamy, vol. II. p. 451), was born at Wil/hamſted in Bedfordſhire, 
where his father was vicar, on July 23, 1698. He was educated at Oakham and ef- 
min/ter ſchools, and at Emanuel College, In 1726 he publiſhed, from Mr. Bowyer's 
preſs, the Prælectiones Eccleſiaſtic of his learned uncle · John Richard/on, B. D. 
well known by his maſterl y Vindication of the Canon of the New Teſtament,“ againſt 
the artiſices of Mr. J. Toland, in his Amyntor. In 1730 he publiſhed four ſermons on 
the neceſſity of Revelation; and in 1733 an occaſional ſermon - preached at the confecra- 
tion of the new parochial church of St. John, Southwark, being at that time leQurer of 
the pariſh. church of St. Olave. There he married, in 1928, Anne only daughter 
and heir of Mr. Mialiam Howe, of an antient family in the county palatine of Chefter, 
and El;zabeth his wife, only daughter and heir of Mr. Humphrey Smith, of Walton upon 
Thames, Surrey. Having undertaken, at the requeſt of the Biſhops Gibſon and Potter, 
to publiſh a new. edition of Godwin de Præſulibus, he returned to Cambridge in 
1734 for the convenience of the libraries, and in 1735 proceeded D. D. After the death 
of Dr. Savage in 1736, he was choſen maſter of Emanuel College, of which he had never 
been fellow, a rare and almoſt unprecedented compliment to a man of letters. He pub-

| liſhed at Cambridge his valuable edition of Godwin, with a continuation to the preſent time, 
in 1743. He ſerved the office of Vice · chancellor in 1738 and 1769. He became Præcen- 
tor of the cathedral church of Lincoln in 1760 ; that dignity being an option of his late 
learned friend and . patron Archbiſhop Potter, which was recovered from his Grace's 
executor Dr. Chapman, by a decree of the houſe of lords, after the reverſal of a decree 
of the lord keeper Henley, He was chaplain to their Majeſties from 1946 to 1748, when 
he retired; but was called forth at an advanced period of life, by the friendſhip of Sir 
Jobn Ci, to preach before the Houſe of Commons, on Fan. 30, 1764; this ſermon is 
alſo printed. He died March 14, 1775, and was buried in the ſame vault with his wife, 
under the litany deſk in the chapel of his college. He was many years an honour to 
the Society of  Antiquaries : and left in MS. many valuable collections relative to 
the conſtitution of the Univerſity of Cambridge ; many biographical- anecdotes prepara- 
tory to an Atbenæ Cantabrigienſes, which he once intended to publifh, and an ac- 
curate alphabet in his own writing of all the graduates of the Univerſity from 1500 to 
1735 incluſive, His only ſon Robert Richardſon, D. D. FR. S. and S. A. is now pre- 
bendary of Lincoln, rector of St. Anne's, Meſiminſter, and of Wallington, Herts, He is alſo 
chaplain to the earl of Gainsboraugh, and the fourth of the five perſons of his name, men- 
tioved in this note, who have held that honourable connection with the family of Noel. 


* This excellent Antiquary, ſon of a father of both his names, vicar of Market La- 
vington in Milts, was born in 1674, became a ſtudent in Queen's College, Oxford, in 
Michaelmas term, 1689 ; admitted clerk in that houſe 1690; B. A. 1693 ; entered into 
Holy orders at Chri/tmas 1694 ; and became chaplain of All Souls College in January fol- 
lowing ; choſen Fellow of 2ucen's, 1697; Chancellor of Norwtch, and rector of Thorpe 
near that city, 1701; inſtalled Prebendary of Ely, Sept. 10, 1713 (which he quitted 1723) ; 
Archdeacon of Norwich, Dec. 7, 1721; Canon of Chrift Church, Feb. 3, 1723-4; pro- 
locator of the lower houſe of convocation convened anno 1727, to which honour he was 
unanimouſly elected on account of his great abilities, however contrary to his own in- 
clinations ; conſecrated Biſhop of St. Aſaph, Fan. 23, 1731-2; died at Chrift Church, 
Oxford, Dec. 4, 1735 ; and was buried in the nave of that cathedral, near the pulpit ;

His eldeſt ſon John Anftis, eſq. who had been educated as a gentleman commoner at 
Corpus Chriſti College, Oxford, was, at the revival of the order of the Bath in 1725, 
joined to his father in the office of Garter ; and had the additional office of genealogiſt and 
regiſter of the Bath.

The eſteem in which 
he was held by the Literati procured him admittance into the Republica, Littereria di 
Arcagia, and the particular intimacy of the Marquis Scipio Maffei; who afterwards 
vifited him at his ancient manor and ſeat at Tottenham in fiddleſex.

1 Sir Peter Thompſon, knt. F. R. and A. S. S. third ſon of Captain Thomas Thomp- 
fon, of Poole, in the county of Dor ſet, in which town Sir Peter was born, Of. 30, 
1698, and died OF. 30, 1770. James his elder brother died at Poole, March 8, 
1739-40. Sir Peter was engaged in mercantile bufineſs more than forty years, during 
which period he chiefly reſided in Milliſtreet, Bermondſey, in the county of Surrey, and 
was in the commiſſion of the peace. He was appointed high ſheriff for the ſaid county 
1745; and, upon the breaking out of the rebellion in Scotland, preſented to the king a 
toyal addrefs and affociation from that county; and upon that occakion received the ho- 
nour of knighthood. He repreſented the borough of St. Alban's in parliament from, 
1747 t01754. He made it his choice in 1764 to withdraw from the engagements of com- 
mercial affairs, that he might enjoy the pleaſures of ſtudious retirement and reflexion, 
the converfation of his friends, in the place of his birth; where he lived reſpected by all 
ranks of people for his affability and benevolence ; and where, in an agreeable ſituation, 
he had built a handſome houſe, and, at a great expence, formed a capital callection 
of books, manuſcripts, foflits, and other literary curioſities. This valuable library and 
muſeum, by the bequeſt of Sir Peter in his laſt will, became the property of his kinſman 
and heir Peter Thompſon, eſq. now a Captain of the company of grenadiers in the Surrey 
militia : by whoſe indulgence, free acceſs to this collection is readily granted to his in- 
timate friends, and any other gentlemen who may defire fatisfaction as to matters of 
hiſtory and antiquities.

Mr, Jaſeph Birch en- 
deavoured to bting up his ſou to his own buſineſs ; but fo ardent was the youth's paſſion. 
for reading, that he ſolicited bis father to be indulged in this inclination, / promising, 

in that'ceſe, to peovide for himſelf., The ftſt ſchool he went to was at Hemel- rmfed a 


ia Hertfordſhire, It way kept by Jobn Owen, a rigid Quaker, for whom Mr. Birch 
afterwards officiated ſome little while as an uſher. The next ſchool was kept by one; 
Melly, near Turumillſtreet, Clerkemwell, who never had above eight or ten ſcholars at a 
time, whom he ptofeſſed to inſtruct in the Latin tongue in a year and a half. To him 
Mr. Birch was, likewiſe, an uſher; as he alſo afterwards was to Mr; Beſſe, the famous. 
Qua ker, in George's Court in St. John's Lane, who publiſhed the poſthumous.works of - 
Clariagr. It is farther; ſaid, that he went ts Ireland with Dean Smedley® z but in what 
year, and how long be refided with the Dean, cannot now he aſcertained. He was in- 
defatigable in his application, and ſtole many hours from flecp. to increaſe his ſtock of 
knowledge. By this unremitting diligence, though he had not the happineſs of an uni- 
verſity education, he ſoon became qualified to take holy orders in the church of England, 
to the ſurprize of his acquaintance. We do riot preciſely know when this event took 
place; but it muſt have been as early as in 1728. In the ſame yeat he married the daugh- 
ter of the Rev. Mr, Car, to whiom he was curate ; but his felicity was of ſhort dura- 
tion, Mrs. Birch dying of a puerperal fever in leſs than twelve months after their mar- 
riage . In 1732 he was recommended to the friendſhip and favour of the late Lord High 
Chancellor: Hardwicke, then Attorney General; to which noble Peer, and to the pre- 
ſent Earl of Hardwicke, he was indebted for all his prefermentꝭ . The firſt proof he 
experienced of his patron's regard, was the living of Ulting, in the county of Eſex, 
in the gift of the crown, to which he was preſented 1732. In 1734, he was appointed 
one of the domeſtic chaplains to the unfortunate Earl of Xilmarnort, who was beheaded , - 
1746. Mr. Birch was choſen a member of the Royal Society, Feb, 20, 1734-5; and of 
the Society of Antiquaries, Dec. 11, 1735, of which he afterwards became Director till. 
his death. Before this the Afari/cthal College of Aberdeen had conferred. on him, by 
diploma, the degree of Maſter of Arts. In 1743, by the intereſt of lord Hard- 
wicke, he was preſented by the crown to the finecure rectory of Landewy Melfrey in 
the county of Pembroke; and in 1743-4, was preferted, in the ſame manner, to the 
rectory of Sidington St. Peter's, in the county and dioceſe of G,. We find no 
traces of his having taken poſſeſſion of this living; and, indeed, it is probabſe that he 
quitted it immediately, for one more ſuitable to his inclinations, and to his literary 
engagements, which required his almoſt conſtant refidence in town; for on the 24th f

He was one of the 
truſtees of Briti/h Muſeum *, for which honour he was probably indebted to the | 
preſent Earl of Hardwicke ; as he was for his laſt preferment, the rectory of 'Depden 
in Eex, to which he was inducted Feb. 26, 1761. In the latter part of his life he was 
chaplain to the Princeſs Amelia. In 176g, he reſigned his office of Secretary to the 
Royal Society, and was ſucceeded by Dr. Morton. His health declining about this 
time, he was ordered to ride for the recovery of it; but being a bad horſeman, 
and going out, Jan. 9, 1766, he was unfortunately thrown from his horſe, on the 
road betwixt London and Hampſtead, and died on the ſpot, in the 61ſt year of his 
age, to the great regret of the Doctor's numerous literary friends; and was bu-- 
ried in St. Margaret Pattens. Dr. Birch had, in his life-time, been very gene- 
rous to bis relations ; and none, that were nearly allied to him, being living at 
his deceaſe, he bequeathed his library of books and manufcripts, with his picture paint- 
ed in 1735, and all his other pictures and prints not otherwiſe diſpoſed of by his will, to 
The Britiſb Muſeum. He, likewiſe, left the remainder of his fortune, which amounted 
to not much more than five hundred pounds, to be laid out in Government Securities, 
for the purpoſe of applying the intereſt to increaſe the ſtipend of the three aſſiſtant 
librarians : thus manifeſting at his death, as he had done during his whole life, his 
reſpect for literature, and his defire to promote uſeful knowledge.

17 Lam furniſhed with materials to do juſtice to this excellent character, from a little 
tract printed by his worthy friend Dr. Fothergill;: 177, under the title of Some 
Account of the late Peter Collinſan, Fellow of the Royal Society, and of the Society 
« of Antiquaries in London, and of the Societies of Berlin and Up/al. In a Letter to a 
< Friend. The family of the Collinſons is of antient ſtanding in the North: Peter 
and James were the great grandſons of Peter Collinſon, who lived on his paternal eſtate 
called Huga!-Hall, or Height Hugal, near Windermere Lale, in the pariſh of Stavely, 
about. ten miles from Kendal in Meſtmoreland. Peter, whilſt a youth, diſcovered his 
attachment to natural hiſtory, He began early to make a collection of dried ſpecunens 
of plants, and had acceſs to the beſt gardens at that time in the neighbourhood of Len- 
don; and became early acquainted with the moft eminent naturaliſts of his time; the Do- 
tors Derham, IVooadward, Dale, Lloyd, and, Sleane, were amongſt his friends. Among 
the great variety of articles which form that ſuperb collection, now (by the wiſe diſpoſi- 
tion of Sir Hens and the munificence of parliament) The Britiſb Muſeum, ſmall was 


the number of thoſe with whoſe hiſtory Mr. Callimſon was not well acquainted; he being 


one of thoſe few who vilited Sir Hans at all times familiarly ; their.inclinations and pur - 

ſuits in reſpect to natural hiſtory being the ſame, a firm fiiendſhip had nearly been eſtab- 
liſhed between them. Peter Collinſon was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society on the 1:ath 
of December, 1728; and perhaps was one of the moſt diligent and uſeful members, not 


only in. ſupplying them with many. curious obſervations himſelf, but in promoting and 


preſerving a moſt extenſive correſpondence with learned and ingenious foreigners, in all 
countries, and on every uſeful ſubject. Beſides his attention to natural hiſtory, he mi- 
nuted tyery ſtriking hiat that occurred either in reading or converſation ; and from this

fource he derived much information, as there were very few men of learning and inge- 
nuity, who were not of his acquaintance at home; and moſt foreigners of eminence in na- 
tural hiſtory, or in arts and ſciences, were recommended to his notice and friendſhip. His 
diligence and ceconomy of time was ſuch, that though he never appeared to be in a hurry, 
he maintained an extenfive correſpondence with great punctuality; acquainting the learned 
and ingenious in diſtant parts of the globe, with the diſcoveries and improvements in natural 
ki in this country, and receiving the like information from the moſt eminent per- 
ſons in almoſt every other. His correſpondence with the ingenious Cadwallader Col. 
dien, eſq . of New York; and the juſtly celebrated Dr. Franklin: of Philadelphia, furniſh 
inſtances of the benefit reſulting from his attention to all improvements *. The latter of 
theſe gentlemen communicated his firſt eſſays on electricity to Mr. Collinſon, in a ſeries of 
letters, which were then publiſhed, and have been reprinted in a late edition of the Doctor's 
ingenious diſcoveries and improvements. Perhaps, in ſome future period, the account pro- 
eured of the management of ſheep in Spain, publiſhed in the Gentleman's Magazine for 
May and June, 1564, may not be confidered among the leaſt of the benefits accruing from 
his extenſive" and inquiſitive correſpondence. His converſation, chearful and uſefully 
. - entertaining, rendered his acquaintance much deſired by thoſe who had a reliſh for na- 
- tural hiſtory, or were ſtudious in cultivating rural improvements; and ſecured him the 
intimate friendſhip of ſome ef the moſt eminent perſonages in this kingdom, as diſtin- 
guiſhed by their taſte in planting and horticulture, as by: their rank and dignity, He 
was the firſt who introduced the great variety of ſeeds and ſhrubs, which are now the 
principal ornaments of every garden; and it was owing to his indefatigable induſtry, 
that ſo many perſons of the firſt diſtinctiou are now enabled to behold groves tranſplant- 
ed from the Weſtern continent flouriſhing ſo-luxuriantly in their ſeveral domains, as if 
they were already become indigenous to Britain. He had ſome correſpondents in almoſt 
every nation in Eurape; ſome in Aſia, and even at Pekin; who all tragſmitted to him 
the moſt valuable ſeeds they could collect, in return for the treaſures of America. The 
great Linneus, during his reſidence in England, contracted an intimate friendſhip- 
with Mr. Collinſon, which was xeciprocally increaſed by a multitude of good offices, and: 
continued-to the laſt. Beſides his attachment to natural hiſtory, he was very converſant in: 
the antiquities of our own country, having been elected amember of the Society of Anti- 
quaries April 7, 1737; and he ſupplied them often with many curious articles of 
intelligence and obſervations, reſpecting both our own and other countries. His per- 
ſon was rather ſhort than tall; he had a pleaſing and ſocial aſpe&; of a temper open 
% Tn 1730, a ſubſcription · library being ſet on foot at Philadelphia, he encouraged the de ſign by 
« making ſeveral very valdable preſents to it, and procuring others from his friends: and as the 1i- 
« brary-company had a confiderable ſum WG annyally ro be laid out in books, and needed a 
'« judicious friend in Landon to tranſact tlie buſineſs for them, be voluntarily and chearfully under- 
« took that ſervice, and executed it for more than thirty years ſucceſſively; aſſiſting in the choice of 
« books, and taking the whole care of collecting and ſhipping them, without ever charging or accepting 
« any conſideration for his trouble. The ſucceſs of this Ii rary (greatly owing to his kind counte- 
4% nance and good advice) encouraged the erecting others in different places on the ſame plan: and it 
& js ſuppoſed there are now vpwards of thirty ſubſiſting in the {everal colonics, which have contri- 
« huted greatly to the ſpreading of uſeful knowledge in that 1 of the world; the books he recom- 
« mended being H of that kind, and the catalogue of this firſt library being much reſpe@td and fol- 
« lowed by thoſe libtaries tht ſucceeded. Durirg the ſame time he tranſmitted to the directors of the 
% library the earlieſt accounts of every new European improvement in agriculture and the arts, and 
« every philoſophical diſcovery ;, among which, in 1745, he ſent over an account of the new German 
c experiments in electricity, together with a glaſs tube, and ſoine directions for uſing it, fo as to re- 


1 pcat thoſe experiments. Letter from Mr. R. Franllin t Michael Callinſan, EI and

and communicative, capable of feeling for diſtreſs, and ready to relieve and ſympa- 
thize. Excepting ſome attacks of the gout, he enjoyed, in general, perfect health, 
and great equality of ſpirits, and had arrived at his 75th year; when, being on a viſit to 
lord Petre, for whom he had a fingular regard, he was ſeized with a total fuppreſſion 
of urine, which baffling every attempt to relieve it, proved fatal on the 11th of Auguff, 
1768, Mr. Collinſon left behind him many materials for the improvement of natural 
hiſtory ; and the preſent refined taſte of Horticulture, may in ſome reſpects be attributed 
to his induſtry and abilities. The late lord Petre, thelate duke of Richmond, and others 
of the-firſt rank in life and letters, were his friends, and he was continually urging them 
to proſecute the moſt liberal improvements. An excellent portrait of him, by Miller, is 
prefixed to Dr. Fothergiil's Letter. | Rare 
Mr. John Nickolls, F. R. and A.SS. a Quaker, in partnerſhip with his father of the 
ſame name, a capital mealmart at Mare in Hertfordſhire, and of Trinity pariſh near 
Queenhith, London. He was choſen F. A. S. Fan. 14, 1740; and poſſeſſed the eſteem of 
a teſpectable number of friends, who were deprived'of him by a fever at the age of 34, 
Fan. 11, 1745. His remains were depoſited in the buryal ground at Bunbill Fields 
on the 16th. Mr. Nictolls publiſhed “ Original Letters and Papers of State, addreſſed 
© to Oliver Cromwell, concerning the affairs of Great Britain, from the year 1649 to 
„ 1658, found among the Political Collections of Mr, John Milton; now firſt publiſhed 
« from the Originals ** ; 1743,” folio. inſcribed to 4 tbur Onflow, eſq. He was the 
firſt +4 zEGULAR collector of Engli;/h heads 11. His noble collection of about 2000 
heads, four volumes in folio, and fix in quarto, neatly let-in (which furviſhed Mr. Ames 
with his valuable catalogue), came ſoon after his death into the library of Dr. Fotherg:l/, 
who purchaſed it for eighty guineas. Dr. Fothergill purchaſed likewiſe a pretty large 
collection of tracts which Mr. N:cko/s had picked up in his purſuit of heads, written 
by thoſe of his own perſuaſion from their firſt appearance ; which the benevolent poſſeſ- 
ſor intends to leave to the Meeting to which he at preſent belongs, in Peter's Court, 
Weftminſter. Beſides theſe collections, he had ſeveral views by great maſters ; ſome of 
which fell alſo into the hands of Dr. Fothergill. The catalogue of his library, in his 
own hand-writing (including 332 volumes of tracts in folio, 4to. and 8vo.) is in the

gyman, NOR Hewit, who was then ales of a oublic ſchool at Layton/toneg EY after 

vitting the ſchool, he was placed with another miniſter of the eſtabliſhed church at 
Fr 3 and being deſigned by his parents for buſineſs, was put apprentice to a 
tradeſman in Fenchurch Street. About the middle of his apprenticeſhip, Dr. Nicholas, 
a phyſician of eminence, and a relation. of his maſter, died: and his books having 
been, removed from Covent Garden to an apartment then occupied by our young 
naturaliſt, he availed himſelf of this unexpected incident, and paſſed all the le ſure 
of the day, and, not unfrequently, a conſiderable part of the night, in turning over 
this large collection of natural hiſtory, arts, and antiquities. On the expiration of 
his time, he conceived a deſign to travel into foreign countries, to improve his taſte, 
and enlarge his mind. In 1916 he ſpent a month in Holland. In 1718 he went to 
Norway, at the invitation of a gentleman, , whoſe nephew was maſter of the veſſel in 
which he embarked. In his excurfion to Frederick/tadt, he was not diſtant from the 
fiege of Frederick/hall ; where Charles XII. loſt his life. By this circumſtance he was 
diſappointed of viſiting that country, as the Swediſh army was particularly aſſiduous 
in confining ſtrangers; and, notwithſtanding all his precaution, he was confined by 
the Dani/h guard, who ſuppoſed him a ſpy. In 1719 he viſited France, and during his 
ſtay there, he made two journies of one hundred miles each; the firſt to Chalons in 
Champagne, in May 1720; the ſecond on foot to Orleans and Blois, | in diſguiſe to eſcape 
being robbed. An edi& happened at that time to be iſſued, to ſecure vagrants, in 
order to tranſport them to America, to people the banks of the M '/ifippi ; and Mr. 
Edwards narrowly eſcaped a weſtern voyage. On his arrival in En land, he cloſely 
purſued his favourite ſtudy of natural hiſtory, applying himſelf to Irawing and, co- 
louring ſuch animals as fell under his notice. Birds firſt engaged his pirticular atten- 
tion; and the curious encouraged the young naturaliſt, by paying a good price 
for his early labours. Among his firſt patrons and denefactors may be mentioned 
James Theobald, eſq. of Lambeth, F. R. and A. S. a gentleman zealous for the pro- 
motion of ſcience,” - In 1731, with two of his relations, he made an excurfion to 
Helland and Brabant, where he collected ſeveral Tearce books and prints. In December 
1733, by the recommendation of Sir Hans Sloane, bart. prefident of the College of Phy- 
ſicians, he was choſen their librarian, and had apartments in the college. This office 
was peculiarly agreeable to his taſte. The firſt volume of his Hiſtory of Birds” was pub- 
liſhed in quarto, 1743 ; the ſubſcribers to which exceeded even his moſt ſanguine expecta- 
tion; and a ſecond volume appeared in 1747.” The third was publiſhed in 15 50, and in 
' 1751 the fourth. This being the laſt he intended at that time, he ſeems to have conſi- 
dered it as the moſt perfect of his productions in natural hiſtory ; and therefore with devout 
_ gratitude offered it up to the great God of nature. Our author, however, con- 
tinued his labours under a new title, Gleanings of Natural Hiſtory,” in 1758; another 
volume in 1760; the third part, which made the ſeventh and laſt volume of his works, 
in 1764. Thus, after a long ſeries of years, the. moſt ſtudious application, and the 
moſt extenſive correſpondence to every quarter of the world, he concluded a work which 
contains engravings and deſcriptions of more than ſix hundred ſubjects in natural hiſto- 
ry, not before deſcribed or delineated. He likewiſe added a generical index in French 
and Engliſh, which is now perfectly compleated with the Linnæan names, by that great 
naturaliſt Linnæus himſelf, who S honoured him with his friendſhip and cor- 
Ione Some time after Mr. ee had been reer library keeper to the

College of Phyſicians, he was, on St. Audreu's day, 1750, preſented by the Royal 
Society With the gold medal, in conſideration of his natural hiſtory juſt then com- 
pleted. A copy of this medal he had afterwards engraved and placed under the general 
title in the firſt volume of his Hiſtory, He was a few years afterwards elected fellow of 
that Society and of the Society of Antiquaries, and alſo a member of many of the 
Academies of Europe. His colle&ion of drawings, which amounted to upwards of 
nine hundred, were purchaſed by the earl of Bute, who would confer a favour on.the- 
255 by cauſing engravings to be made from them, as they contain. a great number of. 
1i/þ as well as foreign birds and other animals hitherto not accurately delineated or 
deferibed. After the publication of the laſt work, being arrived at his oth year, and find: 
ing his fight begin to fail, he retired to a ſmall houſe which he had pirchaſed: at Plaiftow ; 
previous to which, he diſpoſed of all his copies and plates of his works. Having 
completed his goth year, emaciated with age and fickneſs, he died July 23, i773, de- 
ſervedly lamented by a numerous. acquaintance, His remains were interred in the 
church-yard of Vel Ham, his native pariſh, where his executors have erected an 
inſcription to his memory. The Linneian Index, his papers from the Philoſophical 
Tranſactions, and Memoirs of his Life, were publiſhed in 1776, in a proper fize to bind 
with his other works. A print of him, engraved by J. S. Miller in 1754, after a 
painting by Dandridge, is a molt ſtriking likeneſs.. He left two fiſters, to whom he be- 
queathed the fortune acquired by affiduous application to his favourite purſuits ; they 
died lately, within a few hours of each other, and were buried together. | 
* Charles, third ſon of Sir Thomas, and brother to George firſt lord Lyttelton, educated 
at Eaton, went from Univer/ity College, Oxford,, to The Inner Temple, and be- 
came a barriſter at law; but entering into holy orders, was collated by the venerable 
Biſhop Hough to the rectory of Alvechurch in Worceſter fire, Aug. 13, 1742.

&« literary merit with the Society received an additional luſtre from the affability of his 
«© temper, the genrleneſs of his manners, and the benevolence of his heart; which 
« united every member of the Saciety in eſteem to their Head, and in harmony and 
„ friend{bip with each other. A principle ſo eſſentially neceſſary to the proſperity, and 
„even to the exiſtence of all communities, efpecially thoſe which have arts and litera- 
6 ture for their object, that its beneficial effects are vifibly to be diſcerned in the pre- 
„ ſent flouriſhing ſtate of our Society, which I flatter myſelf will be long cantinued under 
«© the influence of the fame agreeable principles. I ſhall conclude this -imperfe& ſketch 
of a moſt worthy character, by obſerving, that the warmth of his affeRion to the So- 
c ciety continued to his lateſt breath; and he has given a ſignal proof of it in the laſt 
„ great act, which a wiſe man does with reſpet to his worldly affairs; for, amongſt the 
% many charitable and generous donations contained in his will, he has made a very 
« uſeful and valuable bequeſt of manuſcripts $ and en books to the Society, as a 
< token of his affection for them, and of his earneft defire to promote thoſe laudahle 
% purpoſes for which they were inſtituted.” The Society expreſſed their gratitude and 
reſpect to his mamory by a portrait of him engraved at their expence in 1770. 

* Hrian Fairfax, eſq. F. S. A. uncle to the lord viſcount Fairfax of Ireland, and 
one of the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms. ' He died Fan. 9, 1749, and bequeathed a very 
conſiderable .fortune. to the Hon, Robert Fairfax, who in ane parliament was member 
for Maidftene.

+ This learned and ingenious Divine, ſon of a clergyman in York/hire, was born at 
Richmond in that county, on the 27th of December, 1683. His father, being poſſeſſed - 
of an eaſy fortune beſides his preferment in the church, gave him a liberal education; 
aud at ſeventeen years of age, he was ſent to Trinity College in Cambridge, of which in 
1706 he was choſen fellow. In 1707 he commenced maſter of arts; and two years 
after joined with ſeveral other fellows of his college in a petition to Dr. More, then 
biſhop of Ely, as their viſitor, againſt the celebrated Dr. Bentley their maſter. In the 
early part of his life, he was not thought to poſſeſs any very extraordinary talents ; and 
his attention was more devoted to mufic than to ſtudy, at the time he engaged in the con- 
troverſy with Bentley. This occafioned Bentley to call him in contempt a fidler; and 
probably to this ' ſarcaſm the world may be indebted for the many excellent works he 
afterwards produced. However, he had no ſooner joined in the proceedings againſt 
Bentley, than he withdrew himſelf from his juriſdiction, by marrying Mrs. Drake, 
daughter of Mr. Morris, of Cak-Morris in Kent, and widow of counſellor Drake of 
Cambridge, a lady of ample fortune. After his marriage he took a ſmall reQory in the 
Ne of Ely, which was in the gift of his wife; but reſigned it in little more than a year, 
probably becauſe he thought it not worth keeping. In O#ober 1717, when king 
George I. vifited the univerſity of Cambridge, he was created, with ſeveral others, 
a doctor of divinity by mandate; and was the perſon who. gave the firſt motion to 
that famous proceeding againſt Dr. Bentley, which made fuch a noiſe in the nation. 
Upon the great enlargement of the public library at Cambridge, by: the addition 
of biſhop More's books, which had been purchaſed by the king for 6000 guineas ||, 
and preſented; to the univerſity, the erection of the new office of principal libra- 
. rian, was firſt voted, and then conferred upon Dr. Middleton, as I have already 
mentioned in p. 62 5. After the deceaſe of his firſt wife, he travelled through France

Much leifure, with an in- 
firm ſtate of health, was the cauſe of his journey to /taly ; where, though his 3a 
racter and profeſſion were well knawa, he was yet treated with particalar yeſpeft by 
perſons of the firſt diſtinQion both in church and ſtate, The author of his life in the 
old“ Biographia Britannica,” relates, that on his. fitſt caming there, he himſelf 
introduced in his character of principal librarian to his hrother · lihrarian at be Ve at ican, 
who received him with great politeneſa; but, upon his mentioning Cambridge, ſaid, 
he did not know before that there was any univerſity in England of that name, and at 
the ſame time took notice, that he was no ſtranger to that of Qxferd, for which he ex- 
proſſed a great eſteem, Our new librarian took ſome pains to convince his brother 
not anly of the real exiſtence, but of the real dignity of bis univerſity of Cambridge. 
At laſt the keeper of The Vatican acknowledged, that he had indeed heart of a cele- 
brated ſchool of that name in England, where youth were prepared for their admiſſion 
at Oxford ; and Dr. Middleton left him at preſent in that ſentiment &. But this unex- 
pected indignity made him reſolve to ſupport his reſidence at Rome in ſuch a manner, as 
mould be a eredit to his ſtation at Cambridge; and accordingly he agreed to give 490l. 
per annum for a hotel, with all accommodations, fit: for the reception of perſons of the 
firſt rank in Rome; which, joined to his great fondneſs for antique curioſities, occa- 
fioned him to treſpaſs a little upon his fortune. He returned through Paris in the year 
1726. ln December 1731 he was appainted A gadtuardian profefior ; and in Fuly 1732 
a | Publiſhed his inauguration ſpeech, Reading lectures vpon foſſils was nat an employ- 
ment ſuited to his taſte, or to the turn of his ſtudies; and he reſigned it in 1734. 
Soon after this, he married a ſecond wife, Mary, the daughter of the Rev. Canyers Place, 
of Dorcheſter ; and upon her death, a third, Anne, daughter of aba Paell, eſg. of 
Boughroyd, near Radnor. In 1735 he. publiſhed A Diſſertation concerning the Origin 
of Printing in England,“ of which I ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak further hereafter. 
In 1741 came out his great work, „The Hiſtory of the Life of M. Tullius Cicerg,” 
zin two volumes, 4to. publiſhed by. ſubſeription, and dedicated to lord Herues, who 
was much the author's friend. In December 1748 he publiſhed his ** Free Inquiry 
into the Miraculous Pewers, which are ſuppoſed to have ſubſiſted in the Chriſ- 
tian Church from the earlieſt Ages, through ſeveral , fycceſfive Centuries,”* In- 
numerable anſwerers now appeared againſt him; twa of whom, Dogdyvel! and Church, 
diſtinguiſhed. themſelves with ſo much zeal, that they were camplimented by che uni- 
verſity of Oxford with the degree of doctor in divinity. It dees not appear that he 
originally intended to reply to any of them feparatgly, for he was. meditatigg a ge-

.Church and Dodwell, as the two moſt conſiderable of his adyerſaries, and employed 
ſueh an occafion; but ſo high did party run, and ſo low had it deſcended, that che very mob in the 
ſtreet hooted them all their way home.

Dr. Middleton fuperintended in his own houſe the education 
of two ot three young gentlemen of rank, among whom was the pteſent Lord Montford, 
Bt whoſe. fathet he purchaſed à valuable library, fince diſperſed by a bookſeller's marked 
catalogue. The Doctor's antiques, which he deſcribed in “ Germana quædam Antiqui-

* Samuel Chundler, D. D. F. R. and A. S. eldeſt ſon of Mr. Henry Chandler, many 
years miniſter of a congtegation of Proteſtant Diſſenters in Bath, was born Sept. 20, 1693, 
at Hungerford in HBerłs, where his father was then tniniſter. He was deſcended from 
anceſtors heartily engaged in the cauſe of Nonconformity; his grandfather (a tradeſ- 
man at Taunton) having much injured his fortune by his principles. His early genius 
for learfirig was carefully cultivated; and he was placed under a maſter with whom he 
made a great proficieney ih claſſieal teaching, and partieulatly in the Greek language. He 
was ſent with a view to the miniſtry to the academy of the Rev. Mr. John Moore at Bridge- - 
Water ; whente he was ſoon removed to Gloucęſter, under the tuition. of the very 
leariied and ingenious Mr. Samuel Jones, Who had the honour of educating Atchbiſhop + 
Secker, Biſtiop, Butler, and the late lord Bowes chancellor of Trelard. In this 
ſeminary Mr. Chandler acquired a tich fund of literature and ſcience, particularly of 
critical, biblical, and oriental learning; and formed an acquaintance and friendſhip 
with the great perſonages juſt mentioned, Which was continued with reciprocal in- 
ſtatices of eſteetn and tegard to the end of life. He left the academy, and began to 
preach about July 1714, with increafing reputation. The Preſbyterian congregation at 
Peckham ete&ed: him their miniſter in 1716. While he was employed there, he was - 
called upon to preach in conjunction with Dr. Lardner, for the winter half year, 
a weekly evening lecture at The Old Fewry, on the evidences of natutal and revealed 
religioh: When this lecture was dropped, another of the ſame kind was ſet up, which 
was preached by Mr. Chandler alone.

Mr, Chandler, that as to himſelf, . he was not only uſefully. entertained, but 
5 edified by it.” I he reputation gained by this publication made way for his being 
choſen, in 1726, affiſtant to Mr. Thomas Leaveſley*, then paſtor to the bebe, 
tion in The Old Fewry. He was ſoon after appointed co- paſtor with Mr. Leaveſ/iey, and 
ſucceeded him as ſole paſtor 1728. In the courſe of . this . miniſtry he formed the 
deſigu of a fund for the widows, and orphans of Diſſenting miniſters, and received 
without folicitation, the. diploma of D. D. from the two univerſities of Edinburg and 
Glaſgow. The high reputation which he had gained by his defences.of the Chriſtian 
religion, -procured him from. ſome prineipal perſons of the eſtabliſhed church the offers 
of conſiderable preferments, and particularly of a living worth four hundred pounds a 
year, which he conſtantly declined. In the younger part of life he had been ſub- 
ze& to frequent and dangerous fevers. ;-but by the -uſe of a vegetable diet twelve 
years, obtained ſo happy an -alteration in his conſtitution, that he enjoyed an un- 
commen ſhare of vigour and, ſpirits till 20 after which he experienced frequent 
returns of a moſt painful diſorder, which. he bore with great reſignation till his deceaſe, 
May 8, 1766, in his 3d year. A chronological account of his writings, drawn up by 
Dr. Hlexman, is annezed to his Funeral Sermon, which was preached at The Ola 
Jeury by Dr. Amory +, May 18, 1766, and prefixed (with ſome corrections) to his 
Poſthumous. Serfnhons, 1769. The moſt material of them are enumerated below +. 
We learn by the Preface. to the Poſthumous Sermons, that Dr. Chandler, amon 
other learned and uſeful deſigns, had begun a Commentary on the Prophets ; 2 
left behind him in an interleaved Bible a large number of notes for illuſtrating the ſacred 
writers, He alſo left in MS. many obſervations in the manner of Elſuer and Ra- 
phelius, which Dr. Furxeaux had taken ſome pains to digeſt, and which are now the pro- 
,perty of Dr. Kippis, Mr. Farmer, Dr. Price, and Dr. Savage, and are intended to be 
publiſhed, .I have much reaſon to regret that I cannot trace out the preſent poſſeſſor of 
a copy of the firſt edition of Mr. Bowyer's ©* Conjectures an the New Teſtament,” 1763, 
which I. am informed was filled with obſervations by Dr. Chandler, and ſold in 1466 
by auction at Mr. Baker's. At the fame time were ſold ſeveral other books with the 
Doctor's MS. notes; particularly, Milion's Paradiſe Loft (bought by Mr. May for 18

 friars Bridge. In the latter part of life, Mr. Mores (who had long turned his thoughts to 
the ſubject of early Printing) began to correct the uſeful publication of Mr. Ames, I have 
a tragſcript of his'few corrections on that book. Onthe death of Mr. John James of Bar- 
 tholomew Cloſe (the laſt of the old race of letter · founders) in June 1772, Mr. Mores pur- 
chaſed all the curious parts of that immenſe collection of punches, matrices, and types, 
which had been accumulating from the days of Myalys de Morde to thoſe of Mr. James. 
From theſe a large fund of entertainment would probably have been given to the curious, 
if the life of Mr. Mores had been prolonged. His intentions may be judged of from his 
valuable Differtation ou Typographical Foundeys and Founderies ;*” a performance on 
which I have the leſs oecaſion to enlatge in this place, having ventured to give my opinion 
of it in a ſmall Appendix to the work itſelf. As no more than 80 copies of it were 
printed, it will at leaſt be conſidered as a typographical curiofity; Mr. ores was 
a moſt indefatigable calleQor, and poſſeſſed great application in the early part of his life, 
but in the latter part gave himſelf up to-habits of negligence and diſfip@ion, which 
brought _ to his end by a mortification in the 49th year of his age, at his houſe at Lo-

William was rector of Stanton gt. Fobn in Suffolk, where he was buried in 1677, His 
father William was rector of Great Livermere, and preacher or curate of St. Mary's 
(and conſequently miniſter of the ſchool and hoſpital) in Thetford, both in the fame 
county. He married E/:zabeth only daughter of Mr. Thomas Burrough, of Bury St. 
Edmunds, and aunt to the late Sir James Burrough, maſter of Caius College, Cambridge; 
and dying 1721, aged 71, was buried in Livermere chancel, where his ſon Thomas 
erected a monument for him, his mother; and their. children, then all dead except him- 
ſelf, Thomas was the ſeventh of nine children, and was probably educated at Thetford. 
In 151 5 he had been ſome time clerk to his brother Robert, an attorney there, but ſoon 
ew weary of that employment. He was at an early period an affiſtant to Mr, Le Neve *, 
in compiling his Monumenta Anglicana, 1918-19.” In 1722 he married Sarah widow of 
Mr. Thomas Hopley of Thetford, by whom he had eight children. She died November 15, 
1731. He very ſoon, however, repaired this loſs, by marrying Frances, the widow of Peter 
Le Neve, Rortoy, who had not been long dead, and to whom he was executor, By this 
lady he came into the poſſeſſion of a very valuable collection of Exgliſbh antiquities, pic- - 
fures, &c. She bore him alſo about as many children as his former ſpouſe, four of 
whom, as well as five of the others, arrived at manhood; He ſurvived his ſecond wife, . 
and dying March 7, 1771, was buried, with others of his family, in Palgrave church 
porch, where no epitaph as yet records the name of that man who has ſo induſtrioufly = 
preſerved thoſe of others. As an antiquary, he was moſt ſkilful and indefatigable. He 
had,the happieſt uſe of his pen, copying, as well as tracing, with diſpatch and exactneſs, 
the different writing of every æra, and tricking arms, ſeals, &c. with great neatneſs. 
About the year 1736 he drew up with his own, hand an accurate.and compleat catalogue 
and index to all the ancient deeds, charters, records, &c. of Eton College, where they now 
(1980) remain. His collection of antiquities, particularly of ſuch as relate to Suffolk, was 
very conſiderable, greater than probably ever were before, or will be hereafter, in the- 
poſſeſſion of an individual; their fragments have enriched ſeveral private libraries. His 
diſtreſſes obliged him to diſpoſe of many of his books with his MS. notes on them in 
bis life-time, 1769. A catalogue of his library was printed after his death at Lynn, 
in 8vo. 1771, in hopes of diſpoſing of the whole at once. Mr. Forth, chemiſt, at 
Difs, F. S. A. purchaſed the reſt, with all his other collections, for 6ool; The 
printed books he immediately fold to Booth and Berry of Norwich, who diſpoſed of them 
in a catalogue, 1773. The pictures and leſſer curiofities Mr. Morth fold by auction at 
Diſs; part of his MSS. in London, in April 1713, by Mr. Samuel Baker ; and by a ſe- 
cond fale there in May 1774, MSS. ſcarce books, deeds, grants, pedigrees, drawings, 
prints, coins, and curiofities.

In 1742, a third method was adopted, and the Society 
choſe to become their own bookſellers; The experiment 
was tried with A/ian * De Animalibus,” 4to. in 1743. 
A few months were ſufficient to demonſtrate the imprac- 
ticability of the attempt; and before the year was at 
an end, they again had recourſe to three bookſellers, on 
a plan in ſome degree enlarged. Thus. circumſtanced, 
they publiſhed Biſhop. Tanner's © Notitia Monaſtica,” fo- 
lio, in January 1743-4; and Profeſſor Stuar!'s Engli/h 
tranſlation of Sir 1/aac Newton's © Quadrature of Curves” in 
September 1745. But their finances were then become 
almoſt exhauſted, after having expended a ſubſcription of 
nearly two thouſand pounds. By A Memorial of the 
“ preſent ſtate of affairs of the Society, April 17, 1746,“ 
it appears they had incurred ſo conſiderable a debt as to 
be deterred from proceeding any further. The Biblio- 
« theca Britannica” of Biſhop Tanner was, however, com- 
pleted under their patronage in 1748. 

On the 27th of December, 1737, Mr. Bowyer loſt his 
father at the age of 74; and it is evident, from his ſcat- 
tered papers, that he ſeverely felt this affliction ; applying 
to himſelf the beautiful apoſtrophe of Aineas to BEN:

not what to ſay to it. He muſt ſurely have a great love for tranſlation, to think of un- 
dertaking ſuch a work + ; or perhaps he might imagine that it would give him a con- 

ſiderable figure among his brethren of the quorum, and ſhew.that he was acquainted 
with our laws in their firſt original, and able to take them, as Ralpho did firſt matter, 
all alone, before ont rag of form was on. I believe Dr. Wotton never thought of making 
any improvements to this work, and might poſſibly believe that it wanted none. He 
made a preſent of it to Dr. Hictes, as a compliment for the great pains he had taken 
in opening a way to the Northern Literature. I have ſome letters of Dr. Hickes*s by 
me; but I think none of them worth printing; beſides, they have all of them ſome 
little private affairs not worth communicating to the publick. Dr. Hickes took care 
of the impreſſion, and the notes (Which 1 believe is a ye are all his, except-thoſe 
upon the Saxon coins by Mr. Thwaites, This Dr. Hickes had no mind to have known, 
that it might not look too much like puffing ; and therefore they have been generally 
quoted for Dr. Motton's, as in Waterland's Hiſtory of the Atbanaſian Creed, page 129, 
ſecond edition. By this you will ſee, that Pr. Wotton could never think of any addi- 
tions to this work: it was carefully examined by the author of the Theſaurus, and 
made ſuch as he would have it; a little ſketch of his deſign, to raiſe the curioſity of the 
reader to further inquiries, or (as you would ſay in the trade) to call-in cuſtomers, 
It would be of no uſe to let your friend in Suffolk be acquainted with this ſecret, who 
perhaps would like the work never the better for thinking Dr. Hictes had ſuch a 
hand in it. As to the queſtion about juries, Dr. Hickes (as you know) had taken 


much pains to ſhew that compurgators and juries did (as he expreſſes it) toto cœlo 


differre; and for no other reaſon that I can ſee, but becauſe juries were anciently uſed 
in Scandinavia, and were in ſome reſpects differently-modeled from the old compur- 
gators ; but I till. think, that the Welſb laws have a manifeſt agreement between 
them in ſo many particulars, that the original of juries muſt be accounted for in that 
manner.

ſect. 3. If the thing in queſtion, or the damage ſuſtained, was valued at above four 
marks, then twelve compurgators were neceſlary; if not, a leſs number were ſufficient. 
And, to guard more effectually againſt fraud and perjury, the Saxons introduced two 


ſorts of compurgators to determine the ſame queſtion, called the greater and leſſer oath. 


How this was, is indeed not fully explained in what remains of the Saxon conſtitu- 
tions; but among the YYei//A, who had the ſame cuſtom, it is very clear. The greater 
oath conſiſted of compurgators who were gentlemen ; the leſſer oath of comput gators of 
ordinary condition. Their number was generally the ſame, but the nature of their 
oath different; the gentlemen were to ſwear that the defendant*s oath appeared to them 
moſt probable ; the common people, that they believed the defendant's true; and with 
this moſt remarkable difference, that the oath of the leſſer cumpurgators, unleſs all 
their number agreed in it, was of no force; but the oath of the greater compurgators 
was valid if a majority of their number agreed in it. There was therefore among theſe 
compurgators almoſt every cuſtom that is remarkable among our grand and petty juries, 


They were called ſo, not from the number of the jurors, or the nature of their office, 


but from the condition of the perſons who ſerved in them; their verdit? or oath was 
exactly correſpondent to that of the juries now in uſe; for, in the verdict of a petty 


jury, all of them muſt be agreed; but the grand jury can accuſe or acquit the party, 


though all of them ſhould not agree in their opinion. Why therefore muſt the original 
of juries be aſcribed to Milliam the Conqueror? or what did he do that could intitle 
him to be the author of them? Why he fixed them to the number x11, and not 


„ leſs; for grand juries are now (I believe) always more than twelve. [Delatoria

© juratis inqurfitoriis.) Was not twelve (or more than twelve) frequently, though not con- 


ſtantly, the rivmber of compurgators in the Saxon times? and was it not the original 
number in the old feudal laws? But the Normans,. though by no means the authors of 
this cuſtom, acted very politickly inthe management of it; compurgators (for any thing 
that appears to the contrary) might be any perſons of a proper rank, whom the de- 
fendant could procure to appear and ſwear for him. This did not ſo well anſwer the 


Norman purpoſes in their firſt ſettlements here; the Saxens would have ſueceeded 


much better in their civil diſputes with them, than it was intended they ſhould, if 
the old cuſtom of the defendant's finding his compurgators had continued: they were 


„therefore from this period placed in the nomination of the crown, and by that means 


„% the Normans had a greater influence upon them. This I take to be the true ſtate of

He afterwards 
taught with fucoeſs in the clas of Humanity f ſtudents who- were recommended to him by the Pro- 
feſſor thereof. On the a2ad of May 1734, he received a teſtimonial from the heads of the Univerſity, 
certify ing that he was a fit perſon to teneh Humanity in any ſchool or college whatever :. and in 1742 
was recommended by Mr. Patrick Cuming and Mr. Colin Maclanrin, Profeſſors of Church Hiſtory and 
Mathematicks, to the Maſterſhip of the Grammar School at Dundee, then vacant.

Mr. Benſon was the ſon of Sir William Benſon, formerly ſheriff of London. He was born in 
the year 1682; and in the reign of Queen Anne made a tour abroad, during which he viſited 
Hanover and ſome other German courts, and Stockholm, In r11o he was high ſheriff of Wilts, 
and ſoon after wrote his famous letter to Sir Jacob Banks of Minebead, by birth a Swede, but natura- 
lized ; wherein he ſet forth the miferies of the Swedes, after they had made a furrender of their liberties 
to arbitrary power, which was then making great advances at home, Bring ſummoned for this letter 
| before the Lords of the Privy Council, he owned himſelf to be the author of it, in defiance of a proſe- 
- cution then ordered by the Queen's Attorney General, and put his name to all the ſubfequent editions, 
of which not leſs than 100000 copies were fold in our own and foreign languages. He was member 
for the Borough of Shafteſoury in the firſt parliament of George the Firſt, who in the year 1938, made 
him Surveyor General of his works, in the place of Sir Chrifopher Wren, by which he vacated his ſeat 
In parliament. He reſigned this poſt not long after, to oblige the then miniſter. The commentator 
on the Dunciad, B. III. ver. 325, relates, that Mr. Benſon gave in à report to the Lords, that their 
houſe and the painted chamber adjoining were in immediate — of falling; whereupon they met in 
a committee to appoint ſome other place to fir in while the houſe was taking down ; but it being pro» 

ſed to take the opinion of ſome other builders, they found it in very condition ; upon this the 
{orgs were going to addreſs the Rog gens Benſon for ſuch a miſrepreſentation; but the Earl of Sun- 
derland, then ſecretary of ſtate, gave them aſſurance that his Majeſty would remove him, which was done 
aceordingly.

By many family misfortunes, and his own writings, which in a manner realiſed every 
feigned diſtreſs, his nerves naturally weak, or, as Pope expreſſes it, *©* trerhblingly alive 
«© all o'er,” were ſo ubhinged, that for many years before his death his hand ſhook, he 
had frequent vertigoes, and would ſometimes, have fallen had he not ſupported himſelf 
by his cane under His cat. His paralytic diſorder affected his nerves to ſuch a degree 
for a eonliderable time before his death, that he could not lift a glaſs of wine to his 
mouth without aſſiſtance. This diſorder at length terminating in an apoplexy, de- 
prived the World of this amiable man and truly original genius, on July 4, 1761, at 
the age of 72. He was buried, by his own direction, with his firſt wife, in the middle

Secker, then rector of St. Jamess, and afterwards archbiſhop of Canterbury. He begin 
his Travels into the Eaſt id 1447, returned in 1742, and was made precentor of Water- 
ford in 1344. In 1743, he publiſhed the firſt part of thoſe Travels, under the title 
of ** A Bettription of the Eaſt, and of ſome other Countries, vol. I. Obſervations on 
&< Eyypt,( In 1745 he printed the ſecond vslume under the ſame title, Obſervations on 
FHalſt ine or the Holy Land, Syria, Meſopotamia, Cyprus, and Candia, which he 
dedicated to the Earl of Chefterfield, then made lord lieutenant of Ireland; attended his 
lordſhip - thither as one of his domeſtie chaplains, and was ſoon after appointed by 
his lordſhip Archdeacon of Dublin. In March 1756 he was promoted by the Duke of 
Devonſhire (then lord Iieutenant) to the Biſhoprick of Ofſory, 'vacant by the death of 
Dr. Edward Maurice. He was tranſlated by the King's letter from Ofjory to. Elphin in 
June 1765, Biſhop Gore of Elphin being then promoted to Meath; but Biſhop Gore, 
finding a great ſum, was to be paid to his predeceſſqr's executors for the houſe at Ard- 
bracean,' declined taking out his patent, and therefore Biſhop Pococłe in July was tranſ- 
lated by the Duke of Northumberland directly to the fee of Meath, and died in the month 
of September the ſame. year, ſuddenly, of an apoplectic ſtroke, whilſt he was in the courſe 
of his viſitation $.—See an elogium of his Deſcription of Egypt in .

+ Martin Folkes, eſq. (fon of in Folkes, eſq. dricher of Grays Inn, and —— 
thy ſecond daughter $ and coheireſs of Sir Milliam Hovell, kunt. of Hillington Hall in 
the county of Norfolk, ) was born in the pariſh of St. Giles in the Fields, in the city of 
Neſtminſter, October 29, 1690. He laid the foundation of that learning which rendered 


him ſo conſpicuous in the republic of letters at Clare Hall, in the Univerſity of Cambridge, 


where he was placed under the tuition of that eminent mathematician Dr. Laughton. 
On the 29th of July 1714, he was elected a member of the Royal Society, and, about 
I -. years after, Vice-prefident of that learned body. Nor were theſe honours unjuſtly 
' beſtowed ; for Mr. Folkes was not only himſelf indefatigable in obſerving the ſecret 
operations and aſtoniſhing objects of nature, but alſo ſtudious to excite the ſame vi- 
gilance in others. In 1723, ſoon after the death of that ſagacious obſerver of the minute 
creation, the great Anthony Van Leeuwenhoek, who, after having been a valuable corre-

In the year 1946; he 
was created Doctor of Laws by the Univerſity of Oæſord; and, on the death of Algernon 
Duke of Somerſet, 1749-50, was choſen Prefident of the Society of Antiqua ries; who 
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#4 having obtained a charter in 1751, he was -confitmed Preſident, conformably to that 

But he did not long enjoy theſe honours ; for, about the latter end of the 
14 - fame year 1751, he was ſtruck with a palſy, of which he never recovered; and, finding

He alſo bequeathed to that learned body an 
original portrait of lord Baron, It has been thought ſomewhat: ſingular, ' that this 
gentleman, who at the time of his death was Prefident of the Society of Autiqua- 
ries, ſhould leave them not the ſmalleſt token of his regard. Mr. Folkes was a 
man of great modeſty, affability, and integrity; a friend to merit, and an ornament - 
to literature, His capital wbrk was his View of the Exgliſß gold and ſilver 
. *" coinage,” which he meditated ſo early as 1731. In 1736 {fee p. 95) he publiſhed 
a ſheet and a half, intituled A Table of Exgliſh Gold Coins,” &c. This makes table 
XXXVII. of the firſt volume of the Society's © Vetuſta Monumenta,“ and was reprinted 
by them in 1736 in eight pages 4to v. and 1767 in their book of coins, Mr. Folkes had him- 
felf reprinted” it with ſome additions in 1745, and there was annexed to it a larger and 
more confiderable work by him, intituled, A Table of Engli/h Silver Coins from the 
« Norman Conqueſt to the preſent time, with their weights, intrinfic values, and 
4 ſomeremarks upon the feveral pieces. London, printed for the Society of Antiquaries,”  . 
4to. This alfo they reprinted 1763 in their woxk before-mentioned, ' In order further to 
illuſtrate his deſign, Mr. Folkes engraved 42 plates, containing near 480 coins, but not 
intirely filled up, and in 1745 exhibited it to the Society of Antiquaries. They then 
reſolved to complete it, and Mr. Polkes furniſhed the plan of plates, and letter-preſs 
for so, offering his aſſiſtance, and to make np his own plates, and give them to the 
Society. Upon his death, they purchaſed his 44 plates and copy for 1 201. the mere coſt of 
engraving! and Mr. William Folkes gave them ſome of his brother's MS, papers. Thus 
was Mr. Foſters valuable defign carried into execution by this learned Body, by repub- 
liſhing at their own expence his tables and plates, with explanations, in 4to. 1763. 
Many coins were added to his plates. Twenty additional plates were engraved, contain- 
ing ho leſs than 700 coins, including many not known to Mr. Folkes,” together with ſix 
ſupplemental ones, conſiſting of coins omitted in their proper place; and as others have 
occurred fince, the Society have it in contemplation ſtill to augment them. The 
coin of. Euſtace, pl. I. fig. 2, engraved anew from the original in Dr, Hunter's cabinet, 
in Arch. vol. V. p. 481, is otie proof of many that might be adduced of the inaccuracy 
with which this valuable defigh was conducted. As Mr, Folkes's. book publiſhed in 
1745 (excepting only an appendix containing the coins ſtruck in Scotland between the 
acceffion of James I. and the union under queen Anne) related wholly'to the Hiſtory of 
the Engli/hþ Mint, the Society ſubjoined a particular deſcription of the ſeveral coins, 
their weights, legends, &c. by Dr. John Ward, then director, who drew up great part. 
of the letter-preſs for Mr. Foltes, and on his demiſe by Dr. Andrew Gifford, This new 
edition of both his pieces was completed from his corrected copy of his own edition, to 
which copy Profeſſor Ward, Dr. Gifford, Dr. Ducarel, and Mr. Colebroot, had iu 1756 
largely contributed their obſervations. Upon the deceaſe of Profeſſor Mard, the conduct 
of the new edition devolved on his coadjutor Dr. Gifford. The plates were begun to be 
completed by James Green, who had before been appointed engraver to the Society +, 
and on his refignation of that office, on account of ill health, ſome of them were given to 
I} ood the engraver. At length, at the deſire of the editor, the execution of the whole en - 
graving was committed to Francis Perry (of whom ſee Brit. Top. vol. I, p. 164), who

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finiſhed his work in 1458, and received for it 39l. 118, The explanations ſubjoined, and 
the improved copy of Mr. Folkes's work, were not put to preſs till 1761, in which. year. 
the firſt 25 ſheets were printed in 14 weeks +. But unexpected delays ariſing on the 
part of the conductor, the next 14 ſheets took up 39 weeks to print; and the new 
edition was not publiſhed. till 1763, under the title of Tables of Exgliſh Silver 
« and Gold Coins : firſt publiſned by Martin Foltes, eſq. and now reprinted, with 
plates and Explanations, by the Society of Antiquaries, London, 1763, 4to. 
The advertiſement in two pages was drawn up by Dr. Taylor, then director. The 
ſupplement in 40 pages, with a poſtſcript of four more and fix plates, were by Dr. 
Gifford. During a long interval between the commencement and completion. of this 
great work, the public was ſurprized, and the Society more ſo, by the appearance of 
44 plates of Engli/h ſilver coins, engraved by Francis Perry above-mentioned, publiſhed 
by the late Mr. Thomas Snelling, evidently copied from the Society's plates, though not 
continued beyond CromwelPs protectorate. Mr. Folkes's account of the ftandard 
meaſures preſerved in the capitol at Rome is printed in the Phil. Tranſ. Ne 442. 
His obſervations on the Traian and Antonine pillars, at Rome (which he vifited 
with his lady) were read before the Society of Antiquaries, Feb. 5, 1735-6, and. Wee 
in their Archzologia, vol. I. p. 117. And in the ſame volume, p. 122, are his obſerva - 
tions on the braſs equeſtrian, ftatue at Rome, occaſioned by a ſmall braſs model of it found 
| near London; which-were read before the Society, April 7, 1336. He ſhewed them the ſame: 
year a caſt of the Farneſe ſphere on the back of Atlas, ſuppoſed to be the moſt exact repre - 

ſentation of it in antiquity. The colure paſſes through thoſe parts of the aſteriſms hy 
which it is ſaid to have paſſed in the days of Hipparchus; but the interſection of the equa- 
tor and ecliptic is not at the colure, but at ſome diſtance, whence Bianchini, who. 
intended a diſſertation on it, refers it to the time of the Antonines. The figures 
all turn their backs, becauſe the ancients ſuppoſed the conſtellations looked on the earth, 
and fo they would appear to do, if viewed from without the ſtarry ſphere ;. and Ptolemy,, 
deſcribing their appearance on a celeſtial globe, places them on the. backs of the figures, 
which was not rightly underſtood by ſome. moderns. A portrait of Mr. Folkes was painted 
in 1736 by Vanderbanł, and the following year ſeraped in mezzotinto by, Faber; again 
in 1741 by Hogarth, from which Faber alſo ſeraped a mezzotinto plate in 1742; a third 
time by Hud/an, from which there is a mezzotinto print by M. Ardell, with the title of 
© Prelident of the Royal Society.” James Anthony Daſſier ſtruck a medal of him i in 
1740, and two years after another was ſtruck at Rome. The ſale of his library in 1756. 
laſted forty-one days; his prints and drawings, eight; mathematical inſtruments, gems, - 
pictures, buſts, urns, &c. two; coins and medals, five. Mr. Folkes had, amongſt other 
curioſities, two editions of Plinys Natural Hiſtory, printed at Venice, one by Spire g, 
1469, and the other by Jenſon, 1472. Dr. Aſkew. bought them both, the former for 
eleven gnineas, and the latter for ſeven guineas and a half ; on the Doctor's deceaſę they 
were again ſold, the edition of 1469 (now in The Britiſh Muſeum) for .431-..and the 
bother for 231). Among the literati patronized by Mr. Folkes, was Mr. Norden, the 

delebrated Dani/> traveller, whoſe firſt account of his travels to the public was a Letter 

addreſſed to the Royal Society, giving an account of the ruins and coloſſal ſtatues at 
Thebes in Egypt, with drawings, 1742, 4to. afterwards incorporated into his ſecond vo- 
lume in folio.

Temple afterwards lord Cobham, was educated at Eton and at- Oxford, with a view to 
the church ; but obtaining from his uncle a commiſſion either in a regiment of dragoons 
or dragoon guards, entered into the army, where he continued till his appointment into the 
office of lord Townſhend, ſecretary of ſtate, with whom he attended the king to Hanover.

nor.could it ſecure him from the calamities of life : he loſt his only ſon in 1755, and 
on the 26th of March, 1756, a ſtroke of the palſy (to uſe the words of the incompara- 
ble writer from whom I have borrowed the greater part of this note) ** brought to the 
grave one of the few poets to whom the grave needed not to be terrible.“ |

After taking the degree of batchelor of arts with great reputation, he returned to 
Wigton, and was ordained by Dr. Fleming, biſhop of Carliſle. His firſt preferment 
was to a minor canonry and lectureſhip of that cathedral. He remained in obſcu- 
rity at that city ſeveral years till the rebellion 1745, when he acted as a volunteer 
at the ſiege of the caſtle, and behaved with great intrepidity. In 1739, he took the 
degree of M.A, and ſome time after was preſented to the living of Morland, in the 
county of Meſmorland. He reſigned his preferment in the cathedral of Carliſie in 
diſguſt, On Mr. Pope's death, he wrote The Eſſay on Satire,“ addreſſed to Dr. War- 
burton, who immediately introduced him to his friend Mr, Allen and others, and by his 
intereſt with lord Hardwicke procured him the living of Great Horkeſley in Eſjex. He 
took his degree of D. D. in 1755 f. In 1757, he publiſhed his celebrated Eſtimate of 
the manners and principles of the times, a work which was run down by popular cla- 
mour, but not anſwered. Obtaining the vicarage of St. Nicholas, Newcaſtle, he reſigned 
his living in Eſſex to Lord Hardwicke, between whom, as well as Dr. Warburton and him, 
there had fome time before been a coolneſs. He received no higher preferment, which to a 
perſon of Dr. Brown's ſpirit muſt have been a great mortification. In the latter part of life, 
he had an invitation from the empreſs of Ruſſia to ſuperintend a grand defign which ſhe had 
formed of extending the advantages of civilization over that great empire.. He accepted the 
offer, and actually prepared for his journey; but finding his health in too precarious a ſtate 
to admit of his fulfilling his intention, he was obliged to relinquiſh it. This and other diſ- 
appointments were followed by a dejection of ſpirits which he had often been ſubje& to. 
In an interval of deprivation of reaſon, he was prompted to do violence to himſelf, and on 
the 23d of September, 1766, cut his throat in the fifty-firſt year of his age. Such of his 
writings as were printed by Mr, Bowyer will be mentioned under their ſeveral years.

in that ſeat of learning [Oxford] which with diſtinguiſhed honours rewarded the 
merit of Dr. Mead; and in the Preface acknowledges his obligations to Dr. Douglas, 
to „his honoured friend Mr. Green, ſurgeon to the Hoſpital of Chri/t Church and that 
* of St. Bartholomew ;*” and to ** his late worthy maſter Mr. Ferne, ſurgeon to St. Thos 
„% mas's Hoſpital.” To this volume was added, Syllabus, five Index humani corporis 
partium Anatomicus 4, in xxxv Prælectiones diſtinctus. In uſum Theatri Anatomici 
**. Willielmi Cheſelden Chirurgi, S. R. S. Editio ſecunda.“ This incomparable Lithotomiſt | 
and Anatomiſt, who was Surgeon to St. Thomas's and Chelſea Hoſpitals, was born at Bur- 
row on the Hill, in the county of Leiceſter, deſcended from an antient family in the county 
of Rutland, whoſe arms and pedigree are in WMrigbi's & Hiſtory of Rutland,” He re- 
ceived the rudiments of his profeſſional ſkill at Lezcefter f; and married Deborah Knight, 
a citizen's daughter, by whom he had ifſue one daughter, Williamina Deborah. (This 
lady was married to Charles Cotes||, M. D. of Woodcote in Shropſhire, member of 
partiament for Tamworth & in Staffordſhire, who died March 21, 1748, without iſſue. 
She ſurvived - her huſband, and died ſome years fince at Greenh:th, in the pariſh of 
Swanſcombe, in Kent.) Mr. Cheſelden publiſhed ©* A Treatiſe on the high Operation for

He died at Bath, April 11, 1752, of a diſorder ariſing from drinking ale after eating hot 
buns.

This remarkable inftance of an extraordinary genius for literature in the female ſex 
was the daughter of Captain David Trotter, a native of Scotland, and a ſea commander 
in the reign of King Charles II. She was born in London, Aug. 16, 1679, and baptized- 
in the Proteſtant church; according to which ſhe was bred up in her infancy a Proteſtant ;

but, being a ſprightly, ingenious, and beautiful child, ſhe was particularly careſſed by 
fome conſiderable families among the Papiſts, This favour naturally wrought a good opinion 
of ſuch friends; and entering into an intimacy with them as ſhe grew up, ſhe became an eaſy 
conqueſt to their faith, in which ſhe continued many years, In the mean time her genius 
ripened apace, and ſhot forth proofs of her talents for poetry, even before ſhe had paſſed 
her childhood, In her 17th year ſhe produced a tragedy called Agnes de Caftro, which 
was acted in 1695, This performanee, and ſome verſes addreſſed to Mr. Congreve upon 
his Mourning Bride in 1697, brought her into the acquaintance of that gentleman, 
Thus encouraged in her firſt attempt, her Muſe brought upon the ſtage three plays more, 
before the death of Mr. Dryden in 15or, to whoſe memory ſhe joined with ſeveral other 
ladies in paying a tribute of verſe. However, poetry and dramatic writing was not the 
moſt diſtinguiſhed of Miſs Trotter*s talents; ſhe had a remarkable philoſophic turn, and 
capacity equal to ſuch reſearches. -. Mr, Locke's Eſſay on Human Underſtanding came out 
during this interval: that famous philoſopher had dreſſed out logick and metaphyſicks in 
ſuch a new mode as was very agreeable to the taſte of the ſex in general, and particularly 
engaged the attention and admiration of our young authoreſs. She had begun to project 
a defence of the eſſay againſt ſome remarks of Dr. Burnet of The Charter Houſe, which 
was finiſhed ſo early as the beginning of December 1701. She had but lately paſſed the 
224 year of her age; and the maſterly way in which the piece was drawn muſt needs have 
given ſingular pleaſure to her great champion, who accordingly expreſſed his ſatis faction by 
a preſent of books to his fair defendreſs. Philoſophy ſojourns in the neighbourhood of re- 
ligion ; theſe philoſophic reveries would naturally lead a thoughtful mind to that ſubject ; 
and taking into her conſideration the tenets of her preſent faith, ſhe began to diſcover 
their indefenſible grounds; ſhe therefore reſolved to renounce it, and publiſhed a vindi- 
cation of her change in 1707; and returning to the eſtabliſhed church of Scotland, ſhe 
changed her condition likewiſe the next year 1708, and was married to Mr, Cockburne, 
a learned divine of that church. The duties of a wife and mother called Mrs, Coct- 
burne from her books and pen many years; and domeſtic cares engaging her atten- 
tion, we hear nothing of her as a writer till 1726, when her zeal for Mr. Locke's 
opinions drew her again into public light. She exerciſed her pen afterwards as occa- 
fion offered; and in 1739 ſhe entered into the controverſy concerning the foungation 
of moral duty and obligation. In that controverſy ſhe wrote two treatiſes, the firſt of 
which ſhe tranſmitted in manuſcript to Mr. afterwards Dr. Warburton, the late biſhop of 
Glouceſter, who publiſhed it, with a preface of his own, in 1747, Mrs. Cockburne ſur- 
vived this publication two years only. She died in 1749, and was interred at. Long

+ This learned philoſopher and divine, eldeſt ſon of the Rev, John Fackſon (firſt 
rector of Senſey near Thirſk, and afterwards rector of Raſſington and vicar of Don- 
cafter in York/hire), was born at Senſey, in that county, April 4, 1686; and edu- 
cated at Doncaſter ſchool under the famous Dr. Bland (afterwards head maſter of Eton 
ſchool, dean of Durham, and from 1732 to 1746 provoſt of Eton College); who, ob- 
ſerving his proficiency, often left the inſtruction of the younger ſcholars to his care. Thus 
accompliſhed, he was entered of Jeſus College, Cambridge, towards the end of 1702; and 
from his reſidence at * following proſecuted the academical ſtudies with diligence, 
and learaed Hebrew the celebrated Orientaliſt Simon Ockleyj. Heproceeded A. B. 
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7 Born at Exeter in 1698; and educated at Qween's , He took the degrees in arts 
and that of B. D. and entered into holy orders; was ſkilled in all the Oriental languages, and well 
hav Na 14 with moſt of the modern ones, particularly French, Spaniſh, and italian.

conſtancy than night doth the day. Though it would be the height of ingratitude in me not to ao-

and all toe worthy (ſhould I mention any one of them) to be omitted, Some ſuch apology as this 
will always be neceſlary for him that undertakes a work of this nature upon his own bottom without 
proper encouragement.

« writings of a celebrated hypercritic ; by Philocriticus Cantabrigienſis, 1748.” Mr. 
Warburton having made ſome remarks on this treatiſe, the controverſy cloſed by 
% A defence of a late pamphlet called, A treatiſe on the improvement made in the 
* Art of Criticiſm, being an-anſwer to ſome remarks made upon it, 1749.” Mr. Jack- 
ſon's next work was, Remarks on Dr. Middleton's free inquiry into the miraculous 
«© power ſuppoſed to have ſubſiſted in the. Chriſtian Church after the days of the 
« Apoſtles.” From this time he does not appear to have publiſhed any thing till 1752, 
when his laſt and capital, work, ** Chronological Antiquities *, &c, came out in 
three volumes, 4to. He afterwards made many collections and preparations for.print- 
ing an edition of the New Teſtament in Greek, with Scholia in the ſame language, 
and would have inſerted all the various readings, had not the infirmities of age, 
which he. felt. ſome years before his death, prevented him from finiſhing the de- 
fign+. His bodily ſtrength. declining, and the faculties of his mind gradually decreaſ- 
ing (of which he ſeemed} but too ſenſible), he became incapable of cloſe application to 
| ſtudy 4 ;- but. retained his thirſt after knowledge till his death, which happened May 1 2, 
1963. By his wife, who died before him, he had twelve children ; of whom one ſon and 
three daughters were living in 1764.—l have been furniſhed with the following hints of 
Mr. Fack/on's character by a friend, who was acquainted with him from the year 1750:

Mr. Bowyer's modeſt anſwer was this: 

„Had you, Sir, been an Author of a lower claſs, one of thoſe who are paid by the ſheet, 
% you would more eaſily have digeſted it, that no deductions ſhould be made for a blank 
„page; that titles, dedications, and the like, though of a larger letter, ſhould be 
% paid for at the ſame rate as the body of the book. And it is the more reaſonable the 
« printer ſhould be paid ſo, becauſe he pays the very ſame price to the workman. He 
“ contracts with him at ſo much a ſheet one with another; and if there are any blanks, 
© the advantage is divided between the author who gets his living by his brains, and 
* the journeyman who picks it up by his fingers ends; nay, the proprietor or bookſel- 
« ler receives an advantage likewiſe, the blank pages go to the buyer for full ones, and 
% help to make up the number of ſheets. But what a world ſhould we have, if every 
„thing was brought to mathematical nicety ; if every ſubſcriber was to cavil at a blank 
page, and complain he had paper impoſed on him inſtead of print! The copper-plate 
«6 you mention was printed off at the rolling-preſs, another branch of buſineſs ; and the 
* money I charged is what I paid for working it. Aſk Mr. hien, who prints Boyles 
«© head in moſt of his title-pages, and is the ſon of a mathematician, and himſelf a phi- 
«© lomath, The few letters I paid for cutting in wood are fuch as no printer has in 
% town, viz, the Epiſemon Yau, Koppa, and Sanpi, and two or three more, I fur. 
„ niſhed Latin, Greek, and Hebrew; and I told you (though you have forgot it) that 
6 1 ſhould be obliged to get a few letters cut in wood, which would come to a very ſmall 
* matter extraordinary, I called upon Mr, Noon with my bill the day after you went 
* out of town, and left it with him ſoon after, in whoſe hands it lay till I told him I 
« would clear his demand of three guineas, He then gave it me, and ſaid I might 
„ ſendit to you. But J find my honour is a ſnare to me, and my complianee with his 
demand only makes me ſuſpected by you. Hard fate, whichſoever way I turn myſelf ; 
but T attribute it all to your inexpericncein printing; and am, Sir, your moſt humble 
4 ſervant, W. Bowves."” 


To another Author, a moſt worthy Divine, for whom Mr. Bewyer had a very high regard, 
but who thought himſelf aggrieved where in reality there was no cauſe of complaint,

Mailliam Battie was born in Devon/hire in 1504. He received his education at 
Eton, where his mother reſided after her huſband's death in order to aſſiſt her ſon 
with thoſe little neceffary accommodations which the narrowneſs of her finances” 
would not permit her to provide in any other form. Here he was fo very diligent 
and laborious, and his mother was ſo buſy and anxious for his advancement, that ſhe- 
once expreſſed herſelf very freely to Dr. Snape, for ſtopping a remove, as ſhe thought, 
for two or three days, on the accidental illneſs of- the, ſcholar who was his immediate 
ſenior. In the year 1722 he was ſent to King's College, Cambridge, to which place alſo 
his mother accompanied him. On a vacancy of the Craven ſcholarſhip by the reſigna- 
tion of Mr, Titley of Trinity College, he offered himſelf as a candidate, and was ſuc. 
ceſsful. The circumſtance of his getting the ſcholarſhip, as I have it from one of his 
competitors on that occaſion, are as follows: The candidates on the day of election 
being reduced to ſix, the provoſt Dr. Snape examined them altogether, that they might, 
as he ſaid, be witneſſes to the ſucceſsful candidate. The three candidates from 
King's College were examined in Greek authors without Latin verſions, and the pro- 
voſt diſmiſſed them all with this pleaſing compliment, that, being not yet determined in 
his choice, he muſt trouble them-to come again. Dr. Bentley (whoſe ſon was one of the 
candidates) and the other electors examined them ſeparately, but one of them (Mr. P:/- 

grim , the Greek Profeſſor) being abſent, the other fix were ſo divided, as after a year 
and a day, to let the ſcholarſhip lapſe to the Donor's family, when Lord Craven gave it 
to Battie. Probably the remembrance continued with him; and induced him to make 
a fimilar foundation in the ſame college, with a ſtipend of 20/. per annum, and the ſame 
conditions, for the benefit of others, which is called Dr. Battie's foundation. He no- 
minated to it himſelf while living, and it is now nominated to by the ſame perſons who 
fill up the Craven ſcholarſhips. His fituation at College may be judged from the 
following extract of a letter written by him to a friend, and dated March 28, 1725: 
„When TI received yours, I little thought of being able to anſwer a queſtion in

Dr. Stexvart, who in his © Eſſay on the Riches of Nations, hazards more paradoxes than

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« matters of law, my ſtudy for ſome time.” His own inclination prompted him 
to the profeſſion of the law ; but feeling how unequal he was, independent of other 
aſſiſtance, to the expence attending that courſe of ſtudy, he made known his in- 
tention, and his inability to accompliſh it, to two old batchelors his couſins, both 
wealthy citizens, whoſe names were Coleman. Of them he ſolicited the loan of a 
ſmall allowance, that might qualify him to refide at one of the Inns of Court, 
where he was aſſured he could purſue his profeſſion on a more contracted plan of ex- 
pence than any other young man called to the bar; with a poſitive engagement to indem- 
nify them for their kindneſs if ever his future ſucceſs ſhould furniſh him with the means: 
but they declined interfering in any reſpect with his concerns. This diſappointment di- 
verted his attention to phyſic, and he firſt entered upon the practice at Cambridge, where 
in 1729 was printed, . 7/ecratis Orationes Septem & Epiſtolz. Codicibus MSS. nonnullis, 
«© & impreſſis melioris notæ Exemplaribus collatis; Varias Lectiones ſubjecit, Verſio- 
«© nem novam, Notaſque, ex Hieronymo Molſio potifimam deſumptas, adjecit Gul. 
„ Battie, Coll. Regal. Cantab. Socius.” Theſe orations were contained in a ſingle oc- 
tavo volume, in the preface to which he promiſes, 44 fi modo hoc primum non diſplicuerit 
„ conamen, ut reliqua Oratoris noſtri opera nitidiore-ſaltem veſtitu donentur *.” In this 
undertaking he regularly taſked himſelf to get through a ſtated portion every day. It 
was about this period the Colemans retiring from buſineſs ſettled in ſome part of the coun - 
try near enough to admit of the Doctor's accepting a general invitation to their houſe, 
which he was encouraged to make uſe of whenever the nature of his buſineſs allowed him 
the leiſure ; this he did with no ſmall inconvenience to himſelf, without the leaſt proſpect 
of advantage, not to mention the wide diſproportion between their political principles, 
the old gentlemen being genuine city Tories, and the Doctor a ſtaunch Whig, though 
both parties afterwards reverſed their opinions; and the Doctor was one whom vo 
confideration of advantage in the greateſt emergencies of life could ever prevail on to 
ſwerve from what he conſcientiouſly believed to be truth. A fair opening for a phyſician 
happening at Uzbridge, induced Dr. Battie to ſettle in that quarter. At his firſt com- 
ing there, the provoſt of Eton, Dr. Godolphin, ſent his coach and four for him, 
as his patient; but the Doctor ſitting down to write a preſcription, the Provoſt 
raiſing up himſelf, ſaid, “ You need not trouble yourſelf to write: J only ſent” for 
« you to give you credit in the neighbourhood.” His ſkill being attended with 
ſome fortunate events, he was quickly enabled to realize five hundred pounds, 
With his money in his pocket, he again paid a viſit to his relations in the coun- 
try, requeſting their advice how to diſpoſe of his wealth to the beſt advantage. This 
ſolid conviction of the young man's induſtry and diſcretion fired them with equal 
\ pleaſure and aſtoniſhment, and from that hour they behaved towards him with the firmeſt 
friendſhip. He then removed to London, where the eſtabliſhed emoluments of his prac- 
tice produced him a thouſand pounds per annum. In the year 1738 or 1739, he fulfilled by 
marriage a long attachment he had preſerved for a daughter of Barnham Goode 4, the un-

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der-maſter of Eton ſchool, againſt whom the Colemans at all times expreſſed the moſt 
inveterate political anfipathy ; they however behaved to the wife with the utmoſt civility, 
and when they died they left the Doctor thirty thouſand pounds ®. In 1749, he obliged 
the learned world with a correct edition of his favourite Jſocrates, from Mr. Bewyer*s 
Preſs, in two volumes 8vo. In the diſpute which the College of Phyſicians had with Dr. 
Schomberg about the year 1750, Dr. Battie, who was at that time one of the cenſors, 
took a very active part againſt that gentleman, and in conſequence of it was thus (per- 
haps too ſeverely) characterized in a poem called The Battiad F : 


« FirſtBATTUsS came, deep read in worldly art, Then at his club behold him alter'd ſoon, 
Whoſetongue neꝰ er knew the ſecrets ofhis heart: The ſolemn Doctor turns a low Buffoon : 
In miſchie mighty, though but mean of ſize, And he, who lately in a learned freak 


And like the Tempter, ever in diſguiſe. Poach'd every Lexicon, and publiſh'd Greet, 
See him, with aſpect grave, and gentle tread, Still madly emulous of vulgar praiſe, 
By flow degrees, approach the ſickly bed: From Punch's forehead wrings the dirty bays.” 


Buy ſucceſsfully mimicking this character, however, Dr. Battie is faid to have once ſaved a 
young patient's life. He was ſent for to a gentleman now alive, but then only 14 or 15, who 
was in extreme miſery from a ſwelling in his throat; when the Doctor underſtood what the 
complaint was, he opened the curtains, turned his wig, and ated Punch with ſo much. 
humour and ſucceſs, that the lad (thrown into convulſions almoſt from laughing) was ſo- 
agitated as to occaſion the tumour to break, and a compleat cure was the inſtantaneous- 
conſequence, Had ſuch a ſtory been told of Hippocrates, it would probably have been 
conſidered as a great inſtance of his ſagacity, good ſenſe, and good nature. For if the re 

ſtoration to health be the phyſician's aim, how could this defirable effect be obtained 
ſooner or more eſſectually? In 1751 he publiſhed “ De Principiis Animalibus Ex- 
& ercitationes in Coll. Reg. Medicorum, Lond.” in three parts, which was followed 
next year by a fourth. About the year 1756, on application from an intimate 
friend to ſolve the appearance of certain conſequences ſuggeſted by a paſſage in 
the beginning of Mr. Locke's ** Reaſonableneſs of Chriſtianity,” which implies 
the eternity of that death all the race of Adam were expoſed to by his tranſgreſſion 
until redeemed by Chrift ; which redemption depends upon the terms delivered 
by him to mankind in the diſpenſation of the Goſpel ; the Doctor applied himſelf 
cloſely to the illuſtration of this point. It was 14 years before he communicated 
the reſult of his reflections, which he then read over to his. friend in MS, This 
tract, with certain others, was printed ſome time before his death; but, not having 
been publiſhed, will at preſent admit of no further diſcuſſion.

This 
reply contained a defence of the author's father, who had been lightly ſpoken of in the 


fore - mentioned Treatiſe, In 1462 he publiſhed ** Aphoriſmi de cognoſcendis & curandis 
„ morbis nonnullis ad principia animalia accommodati ;? on which ſee ſome ſtrictures in 
Gent, Mag. 1763, p. 20. In February 1563 he was examined before a Committee of the 


Houſe of Commons, on the State of the Private Madhouſes in this Kingdom; and received 


in their printed Report a teſtimony very honourable to his abilities 1. In April 1764, he 
reſigned the office of phyſician to St. Luke's Hoſpital, In 1767, when the difputes ran 


high between the College of Phyſicians and the Licentiates, Dr..Battie wrote ſeveral 


letters in the public papers in vindication of the College. In 1776, he was ſeized with - 
a paralytic ſtroke, which carried him off June 13, that year, in his 25th year. The 
night he expired, converſing with his ſervant, a lad who attended on him as a nurſe, he - 
faid to him, © Young man, you have heard, no doubt, how great are the terrors of death.

He was appointed engraver to the Society of Antiquaries on their revival in 
1718, and continued to execute their prints till his death. He engraved the Oxford Al- 
manacks from 1723 to his death, and embelliſhed them by views of public buildings and 
hiſtoric events, The viſits he paid to moſt of the galleries of the nobility, and to the 
univerſities, in ſearch of Exgliſb portraits, ſuggeſted a defign of engraving a great variety 
of them, as well as of hiſtoric prints. The death of his laſt patron the late Prince of 
Wales, and a declining ſtate of health, put a period in 1756 to a life of unremitted 
induſtry and zeal for tracing out and preſerving Britiſh antiquities.

This character ſeems ſcarcely, or but 
little, overcharged, eſpecially when it is confidered that Yertue applied ſo much to por- 
trait engraving ; and as we have upwards of 500 portraits by him, it might therefore 
have been expected he ſhould have made a greater progreſs in his art. His ſketches and 
notes were purchaſed by the Hon, Horace Walpole, whom they furniſhed with the out- 
lines of his Anecdotes of Painting and Engravings in England, and Memoirs of the 
Artiſt himſelf, A liſt of his works, much too long to be inſerted here, may be ſeen in 
thoſe Memoirs, which were abſtracted in the Supplement to the“ Biographia Britan- 
4% nica.”

Burgh wrote © Propoſals (humbly offered to the public) for an Aſſociation againſt the 
Iniquitous Practices of Engroſſers, Foreſtallers, Jobbers, &c. and for reducing the 
Price of Provifions, eſpecially Butchers Meat, 1766,” 8vo. His literary labours were 
cloſed in 1774 by a compilation, intituled . Political Diſquifitions ; or, An Enquiry 
into publick Errors, Defects, and Abuſes, illuſtrated by, and eſtabliſhed upon, Facts 
and Remarks extracted from a variety of Authors ancient and modern, 1774,” 3 
vols. 8vo. This work was executed, as far as it went, while the author was in ſo bad 
a ſtate of health, that it was with difficulty he finiſhed as much as is already publiſhed, 
His deſign, for which he had collected materials, was to have extended to many more 
books of equal fize ; but finding himſelf declining, he ſtopped when three volumes were 
finiſhed. He died Auguſt 26, 1775. |

This ingenious architect was born at Aberdeen in 1683, and ſtudled his art in 
Jtaly. Mr. Gwynne + ſays of him, that * no architect firice Sir Chriffopher Mren ever 
had a better opportunity of diſplayiug his genius in the great ſtyle of architecture. He 
vas employed in building and repairing ſeveral of the principal churches in Landon, 
and he has acquitted himſelf npon the whole tolerably well. Sr, Martin's in the Firlds 
is eſteemed one of the beſt in the city, though far from beitig ſo fine as it is uſually 
*© repreſented. The New Church in The Strand is an expenſive rich deſign, without the 
*< leaſt appearance of grandeur. He alſo defigned St. Bartholomew's Hoſpital, and a 
„ great number of houſes for perſohs of diſtinftion ; but there appears nothing uncom- 
mon or new in them, and he was rather a manneriſt in things of that kind. He made 
% defigns for three fides of the quadrangle of King's College, Cambridge, in a modern 
„ ſtyle, without any regard to the part already built, though he confeſſes the chapel is 
«© the fineſt Gothic pile he ever ſaw. This cuſtom of mixing Gothic and modern architecture 
« in the ſame pile of building has alſo been practiſed in the Univerſity of Oxford with great 
„ ſucceſs, and ſerves to ſhew that very little attention is paid to taſte and elegance in a 
& place where one would expect to find hardly any thing elſe 1. Another inſtance of this 
1 erroneous practice he has given at Derby, where he has added to a fine rich Gothic ſteeple 
tower] a church of the Tuſcan order, which, in his account of the work, he expreſsly 
« ſays is ſuitable to the old ſteeple [tower]. About the year 1720 (I now uſe the words 
* of Mr. Walpole] he became the architect moſt in vogue, and the next year gave the 
% defign of St. Martin's church, which was finiſhed in five years, and coft thirty-two 
« thouſand pounds. His likewiſe was St. Mary's in the Strand, a monument of the 
« piety more than of the taſte of the nation. The new church at Derby was another of 
„his works; ſo was the new building at King's College, Cambridge, and the ſenate- 
„ houſe there, the latter of which was not ſo bad as to juſtify erecting the middle building 
in a ſtyle very diſſonant. The Ratcliffe Library 5 is more exceptionable, and ſeems to 
have ſunk into the ground; or, as Sarah ducheſs of Marlborough ſaid by another 
building, it looks as if it was making > curtſy. Gibbs, though he knew little of 
Gothic architecture, was more fortunate in the quadrangle of All Souls, which has 
s blundered into a piftureſque ſcenery, not void of grandeur, eſpecially if ſeen through 
the gate that leads from the-ſchools, The aſſemblage of buildings in that quarter, 
though no ſingle one is b-autiful, always ftruck me with ſingular pleaſure, as it

admitted a gentleman commoner of Chrift Church College, Oxon, under the tuition of 
the famous geographer Edward Wells, D. D.“ When he left Oxford, he lived for 
three years with the famous Dr. Wotton i (of whom ſee before, p. 5 .). In 1502 he proved 
a conſiderable benefactor to Fenny Stratford, by reviving the market of that town. In 1705 
he was choſen member of parliament for the town of Buckingham, in the room of Sir 
Richard Temple, bart. who had made his election for the county of Bucks ; and during the 
ſhort time he was in parliament, he was a conſtant attendant, and generally upon commit. 
tees. In 1707 he married Catharine, daughter of Daniel Elliot, eſq. of a very ancient fa- 
mily in Cornwall, with whom he had a fortune of 8oool. and by whom he had a nume- 
rous iſſue f. She died October 2, 1724. Between the years 1704 and 1707 he contri- 
. buted very largely towards the repairing and beautifying Bletchley church, of which 
he was patron, and to which he gave a ſet of communion plate. In 1717-18 the Society 
of Antiquaries being revived, Mr. Willis became a member of it. Aug. 23, 1520, the 
degree of M. A. and 1749 that of LL.

Willis, beſides collecting money among his friends for the benefit of the unhappy ſufferers, 
repaired, at his own experice, the tower of the church, and afterwards gave a lottery 
ticket towards the rebuilding of that church, which came up a prize, In 1441 he pre- 
ſented the univerſity of Oxford with his fine cabinet of Exgliſh coins, at that tune looked 
upon as the moſt complete collection in England, and which he had been upwards of 
forty years in collecting; but the Univerſity thinkiog it too much for him; who had then 
a large family, to give the gold ones, purchaſed them for 1 50 guineas, which were 
paid to Mr. Willis for 167 Engli/h gold coins, at the rate of four guineas per ounce 
weight; and even in this way, the gold coins were d c>nſiderable benefaction. This 
cabinet Mr. Millis annually viſited upon the 19th of - October, being St. Frideſwide's 
day, and never failed making ſame addition to it. He alſo gave ſome- MSS. to the Bod- 
leian Library, together with a picture of his grand-father, Dr, Thomas Willis. In 1752 
he laid out 2091, towards the repairs of the fine tower at Buthingham church *, and was, 
upon every occaſion, a great friend to that town. In 1756, Bow Brickhill church, 
which had been diſuſed near 150 years, was reſtored and repaired by his generoſity. 
In 1757 he erected, in Chriſt Church, Oxford, a handſome monument for Dr. Iles, Canon 
of that Cathedral, to whom his grandfather was an exhibitioner + ; and in 1759 he pre« 
vailed upon Univer/ity College to do the ſame in Bechampton church for their great 
benefactor Sir Simon Benet, bart. above 100 years after his death: he alſo, at 
his own expence, placed a ſquare marble ſtone over him, on account of his benefaQtions 
at Bechampton, Buckingham, Stoney-Stratford, &c. Mr. Willis died at Hhaddon-hall, 
Feb. 5, 1960, and was buried in Fenny-Stratford chapel, Feb. 11, The following inſcrip- 
tion (drawn up by himſelf) on a white marble tablet ſet in a black frame is put over him:

He gave to his eldeſt grandſon and heir (whom he appointed his fole executor) all 
his books, pictures, &c. except Rymer's.

Francis Wiſe, and ordered his manuſeripts to be ſent within a quarter of a year to the 
univerſity of Oxford.

by Dr. Ducarel, who thus ſums up the character of his friend: This learned Society, 
4% of which he was one of the firſt revivers, and one of the moſt induſtrious members, 
„can bear me witneſs, that he was indefatigable in his reſearches ; for his works were 
4+ of the moſt laborious kind, But what enabled him, befides his unwearied diligence, to 
4 bring them to perfection, was, his being blefſed with a moſt excellent memory. He 
4 had laid fo good a foundation of learning, that though he had chiefly converſed with 
4 records, and other matters of antiquity, which are not apt to form a polite ſtyle, yet 
< he expreſſed himſelf, in all his compoſitions, in an eaſy and genteel manner. He was, 
« indeed, one of the firſt who placed our eccleſiaſtical hiſtory and antiquities upon a firm

* baſis, by grounding them upon records and regiſters ; which, in the main, are unex- 
„ ceptionable authorities. During the courſe of his long life he had viſited every cathe- 
% dral in England and Wales, except Carliſie; which journies he uſed to call his pilgri- 
*© mages. In his friendſhips, none mote ſincere and hearty ; always communicative, 
and ever ready to aſſiſt every ſtudi6us and inquiſitive perſon, This occaſioned an ac- 
% quaintance and connexion between him and all his learned contemporaries. For his 
mother, the univerſity of Oxford, he always expreſſed the moſt awful reſpe& and the 
„% warmeſt eſteem. As to his piety and moral qualifications,” he was ſtrictly religious, 
without any mixture of ſuperſtition or enthufiaſm, and quite enemplary in this reſpect : 
and of this, his many public works, ih building, repairing, and bedutif ing of churches, 
are ſo many ſtanding evidences. He was chatitable to the poor and needy ; juſt aud 
„ upright towards all men. With regard to himſelf, he was remarkably ſober and tem- 
+ perate; and often ſaid, that he denied himſelf many things, that he might employ 
* them better. Aud, indeed, he appeated to have had no greater value for money, 
« than as it furniſhed him with opportunities of doing good, In a word, no one ever 
'8 deſerved better of the Society of Antiquaries ; if induſtry and an inceſſant applica- 
« tion, throughout a long life, to the inveſtigating the antiquities of this national 
„ church and ſtate, is deſerving of their countenance.” To this judicious portrait I 
ſhall take the liberty to annex a ſportive ſalley of a female pen, the late Miſs Talbot, 
who, in an unprinted letter to a lady of firſt-rate quality (dated from the rectory-houſe 
of St. James's pariſh, Jan. 2, 1738-9) very humourouſly characterizes Mr. Willis and

+ « Among the innumerable ſtories that are told of him, and the difficulries and rebuffs he met with 
in his favourite purſuits, the following may ſuffice as a ſpecimen. One day he defired his neighbour, Mr. 
Lowndes, to go with him to one of his tenants, whoſe old habitation he wanted to view. A coach driving 
into the farm-yard, ſufficiently alarmed the. family, who betook themſelves to cloſe quarters; when 
Browne Willis, ſpying a woman at a window, thruſt his head out of the coach, and cried out, © Woman, 
* I aſk you if you have got no arms in your houſe.” As the tranſaction happened to be in the rebellion 
of 1745, when ſearches for arms were talked of, the woman was ſtill leſs pleaſed with her viſitor, and 
5 to talk accordingly. When Mr. Lowndes had enjoyed enough of this abſurdity, he ſaid, © Neigh- 
% bour, it is rather cold fitting here; if you will let me put my hend out, I dare ſay we ſhall do our

near Cambridge, and ſeeing an old manſion, called out to an old woman, “ Woman, is this a religzous 
4 houſe?” J don't know what you mean by a religious houſe,” retorted the woman, “ but I be- 

« eve the houſe is as honeſt an houſe as any of yours at many” ugh Dr. Taylor's Friend. 

1“ You know Browne Willis, or at Icaſt it is not my fault that you do not; for when at any 
% time ſome of his oddities have peculiarly ſtruck my fancy, I have writ you whole volumes about 
« him. However, that you may not be forced to recolle& how I have formerly tired you, I will repeat, 
% that with one of the honeſteſt hearts in the world, he has one of the oddeſt heads that ever dropt out 
« of the moon. Extremely well verſed in coins, he knows hardly any thing of mankind ; and you may 
* judge what kind of education ſuch an one is likely ro give to four girls, who have had ho female 

« directreſs to poliſh their behaviour, or any other habitation than a great rambling manſion-houſe in 
« a country village. As by his little knowledge of the world he has ruined a fine eſtate, that. was, 
« when he firſt had it, 20001. annum; his preſent circumſtances oblige him to an odd-headed kind 
« of frugality, that ſhews itſelf in the flovenlineſs of his dreſs, and makes him think London much

wiſe in; and in ſpite of his frugality, his fortune, I believe, grows worſe and worſe every day. 
I have told you before, that he is the dirtieſt creature in the world; ſo much fo, that it 1s 
quite diſagreeable to fit by him at table; yet he makes one ſuit of cloaths ſerve him at leaſt twb 
years; and then his great-coat has been tranſmitted down, I believe, from generation to generation, 
ever ſince Noah. On Sunday he was quite a beau. The Biſhop of Gloucefter is his idol; and if 
Mr. Willis were Pope, St. Martin, as he calls him, would not wait a minute for canonization. To 
honour laſt Swurday as it deſerved, after having run about all the morning to all the St. George's 
churches whoſe difference of hours permitted him, he came to dime with us in a tie-wig, that exceeds in- 
deed all deſcription. 'Tis a tie-wig (the very colour of it is inexpreſſible) that he has had, he ſays, 
theſe nine years; and of late it has lain by at bis barber's, never to be put on but once a year in honour 
of the Biſhop of 1 [Benſon] birth-day.— But, you will fay, what is all this to my engage- 
ment this morning ? Why, you muſt know, roms diſtinguiſhes bbs four daughters into the Lions 
and the Lambs. The Lambs are very good and very inboid, they were in town about ten days, that 
ended the beginning of laſt week; and now the Lions have ſucceeded them, who have a little ſpirit 
of rebellion, that makes them infinitely more agreeable than their ſober ſiſters. The Lambs went 
to every. church Browne pleaſed every day; the Lions came to St. James's Church on St. George's 
day. The Lambs thought of no higher entertainment than going to ſee ſome collections of ſhells ; 
the Lions would ſee every thing, and go every where. The Lambs dined here one day, were 
thought good awkward girls, and then were laid out of our thoughts for ever. The Lions dined 
with us on Sunday, and were ſo extremely diverting, that we ſpent all yeſterday morning, and are 
engaged to ſpend all this, in enteri2iving them, and going to a Comedy, that, I think, has no ill- 
nature in it; for the ſimplicity of theſe girls has nothing blameable in it, and the contemplation of 
ſuch unaſſiſted nature is infinitely amuſing, They follow Miſs Jenny's rule, of never being range 
in a flrange place; yet in them this is not boldneſs. I could ſend you a thouſand traits of them, if 
1 were ſure. they would not loſe by being writ down; but there is no imitating that inimitable 
naivyete which is the grace of their character. They were placed in your ſeat on Sunday. (Alas! 
I was uſed to ſeeing it filled with people that were quite indifferent to me, till ſeeing you in it on 
has thrown a freſh melancholy upon it!)

Indeed, in his birth-day tie-wig he laoked ſo like the Father 
in the Farce Mrs. Secker was ſo difterted with, that I wiſhed a thouſand times for the invention of 
Scapin, and I would have made no ſcruple of aſſuming the character, and inſpiring my friends with 
the laudable ſpirit of rebellion. I have picked out ſome of the dulleſt of their traits to tell you. 
They preſſed us extremely to come and breakfaſt with them at their lodgings four inches.iquare in 
Chapel Street, at eight o'clock in the morning, and bring a Stay-maker and the Biſhop of Gloucefler 
with us.

« fore in the arts of ſeduction. I amuſed him with ſuch anſwers as I thought beſt ſuited to his hobby- 

« horſe, till I found he was going to leave us; and then, by a ſtroke or two of ſpirited raillery, loſt 

« his warm heart and his advice for ever, My egging him on, ſerved us, however, for a week's ex- 

.<« cellent entertainment, amid the dullneſs and ſameneſs of a country ſituation. He repreſented me, at 

« parting, to Mr. Cartwright, as one incorrigible, and loſt beyond all hopes of recovery to every

On his return, about A0 dſummer 1696, he ſettled in the very houſe where he was born, and 
practiſed in his profeſſion there for ſeven years with great ſucceſs. In 1702 he publiſhed his 
« Mechanical Account of Poiſons.” Theſe Eſſays, however juſtly eſteemed on their 
firſt appearance, did their author ſtill more honour in the edition he publiſhed of them 
more than forty years afterwards. He became Fellow of the Royal Society in 1704, in 
t706 was choſen one of their Council, and in 1717 a Vice-prefident.

Crutebed Fryars ; where having refided ſeven years, he removed into Auſtin Fryars ; 
and about the ſame time was appointed by the Company of Surgeons to read the anato+» 
mical lectures in their hall. In the mean time, Dec. 4, 1707, he was honoured by the 
univerſity of Oxford with the degree of Doctor of Phyfic by diploma *. On the laſt illneſs 
of Queen Anne, he was called into a conſultation, and ventured to declare that ſhe 
could not hold out long.“ He opened his mind freely on this ſubject to bis friend and 
protector Dr. Radcliffe, who made uſe of that friendſhip to excuſe his own attendance, 
Radcliffe ſurviving the Queen but three months, Mead removed into his houſe, and 
reſigned his office in St. Thomas's Hoſpital. Uninfluenced by prejudices of party, he was 
equally the intimate of Garth, Arbuthnot, and Freind. He was admitted Fellow of the Col- 
lege of Phyficians April q, 1716; and executed the office of Cenſor in 1716, 1719; and 
1724. In 1719, on an alarm occafioned by the fatal plague at Marſeilles, the Lords of the 
Regency directed Mr. Craggs, then Secretary of State, to apply to Dr. Mead, to give the 
beſt directions for preventing the importation of the plague, or ſtopping its progreſs. His 
opinion was approved; and quarantine directed to be performed. Of his Diſcourſe'con- 
* cerning Peſtilential Contagion 4,” no leſs. than ſeven editions were printed by Mr.

Dr. Mead was appointed phyfician in ordinary to his Majeſty, and had-afterwards the 
ſatisfaction of ſeeing his two ſons-in-law (Dr. Edward Wilmot and Dr, Frank Nicholls) his 
aſſociates in the ſame ſtation, Being defirous of retirement, he declined the preſidentſhip 
of the College of Phyficians, which was offered him O4. 1, 1734; but was elected hono- 
rary member of that at Edinburgh, Oct. 6, 1745. Mr. Bowyer printed the improved 
edition of his Account of Poiſons” in 1744; his treatiſe De Imperio Solis ac Lunæ,“ 
&c. in 17463 De Morbis Biblicis“ in 1749; and © Monita Medica“ in 1780. This 
was the laſt, and perhaps the moſt uſeful of all his works * : with a candour and ſimplici- 
ty ſo characteriſtical of a great man, he freely communicates im it all the diſcoveries that his 
long practice and experience had opened to him with regard to different diſeaſes and their 
ſeveral cures. The world was deprived of this eminent phyſician Feb. 16, 1754; and 
on the 243d he was huried in the Temple church, near his brother Samuel, a counſellor 
at law, to whoſe memory the Door had' cauſed an elegant monument to be placed, with 
his buſt, and the following inſcription ::

The Doctor was twice married. By his firſt lady he had ten children (of whom three 
ſurvived him, two daughters married to Dr, #:tnet and Dr. Nicholls, and his ſon Richard 
heir to his father's and uncle's fortunes) ; by the ſecond lady, he had no ifſue. During 
almoſt half a century he was at the head of his profeſſion, which brought him in one year 
upwards of ſeven thouſand pounds, and between five and fix for: ſeveral years. The 
clergy, and in general all men of learning, were welcome to his advice ; and his doors 
were open every morning to the moſt indigent, whom he frequently aſbited with money; 
ſo that, notwithſtanding his great gains, he did not die very rich. He was a moſt 
generous patron of learning and learned men, in all ſciences, and in every country ; 
by the peculiar magnificence of, his diſpofition, making the private gains of his pro- 
feſſion anſwer the end of a princely fortune, and valuing them only as they enabled him 
to become more'extenſively uſeful, and thereby to ſatisfy that greatneſs of mind which 
will tranſmit his name to poſterity with a luſtre not inferior to that which attends the 
moſt E d character of antiquity. To him the ſeveral counties of England, and

our colonies abroad, applicd for the choice of their phyſicians. No foreigner of any learn- 
ing, taſte, or even curiolity, ever came to England without being introduced to Dr. 
Mead; and he was continually conſulted by the phyſicians of the continent, His large 
and ſpacious . houſe in Great Ormond Street became a repoſitory of all that was 
curious in nature or in art, to which his extenſive correſpondence with the Learn- 
ed in all parts of Europe not a little contributed. The king of Naples ſent to 
requeſt a collection of all his works; preſented him with the two firſt volumes of Sig. 
Bajardi, and invited him to his own palace: and, through the hands of M. de Boze, 
he frequently had the honour of exchanging preſents with the king of France. 
He built a gallery for his favourite furniture, his pictures and his antiquities. His 
library, as appears by the printed catalogue * of it, conſiſted of 6592 numbers, con- 
taining upwards of 10000 volumes, in which he ſpared no expence for ſcarce and an- 
cient editions. It is remarkable that many of his books fold for much more than they 
had coſt him ; the advanced prices of ſome in particular I haye already mentioned in 
p- 181. His pictures alſo were choſen with ſo much judgement, that they produced 
3417. 118.; about fix or ſeven hundred pounds more than he gave for them. Nor did he 
make this great collection for his own uſe only, but freely opened it to public inſpection.

drawings from all the antient paintings at Rome bought out of Cardinal Maſfimi's ſale; and a few other 
articles. He had parted with in his life-time to the late Frederick Prince of Wales ſeveral miniature 
ictures of great value t by Iſaac Oliver and Holbein, which are now in his Majeſty's collection; all 
| 1 Greek MSS. to Dr. Aſtew for 5col. ; and the entire ſeries of Greek Kings (eighteen coins excepted) 
part to Mr, Angel Carmey, a dealer, and part to Dr. Kennedy ; which 4 do not appear in the 
catalogue. Prints of ſeveral of his antiquities, and alſo a view of his gallery, were engraved in his life-time 
by Baron, Baſire, T. R. and A. L. The bas-relicf of Demoſthenes dying (purchaſed by Mr. White for 
141. 145.) is engraved for Barton's edition of Plutarch's Lives of that Orator and Cicero; the Roman Re- 
tiarius (found at Cheſter 1738, and now in the poſſeſſion of M. C. Tutet, eſq:) by the Society of Anti- 
quaries. The Mummy and ſome other Egyptian antiquities were engraved and illuſtrated by Alex- 
ander Gordon, in a folio diſſertation, 1737; (ſee before, p. 107).

Ingenious men were ſure of finding at Dr. Meads the beſt helps in all their undertak- 
ings *; and ſcarcely any thing curious appeared in England but under his patronage ; the 
encouragement he gave to the edition of Thuanus has been noticed in p. 81. By his 
ſingular humanity and goodneſs, © he conquered even Envy itſelf ;*” a compliment which 
was juſtly paid him in a dedication, by the editor of Lord Bacon's Works, in 1730. He con- 
ſtantly kept in pay a great number of ſcholars and artiſts of all kinds, who were at work 
for him, or for the publick, He was the, friend of Pope, of Halley, and of Newton ; 
and placed their portraits in his houſe, with thoſe of Shakſpeare+ and Milton, near 
the buſts of their great maſters the ancient Greets and Romans. A marble buſto of Dr. 
Harvey, done by an excellent hand, from an original picture in his poſſeſſion, was given 
by him to the College of Phyſicians, with this inſcription : 2

Dr. Thamas Burnct of The Charterhouſe had written a treatiſe De Statu Mortuorum 
& Reſurgentium, of which he had a few copies printed for the uſe of himſelf and his 
friends, One of theſe, after the author's death, happened to fall into Dr. Mead's 
hands ; who, not knowing the author, but liking the book, had 25 copies handſomely 
printed in 4to; Maittaire reviſing the preſs, who made many blunders by inſerting 
manuſcript notes and additions from the author's interleaved copy into improper places of 
the text. Mr. Miltinſon of Lincoln's Inn, who was executor to Dr. Burnet, lent Dr. Mead 
afterwards a corrected copy, of which Dr. Mead was at the expence of printing go copies,

+ Dr. John Fortin was born in the pariſh of St. Giles in the Fields, London, October 
23, 1698. His father Renatus 5 was a native of Bretagne, in France; his mother, 
Martha, was daughter of Daniel Rogers 8, of Haver/ham, in Bucks, He was brought 
up as a day ſcholar at the Charter Erouſe ſchool in London; and boarded with his mo- 
ther, who, having no other child, lived for that purpoſe in the neighbourhood. He 
learned French at home, and ſpoke it well. Having compleated his ſchool education 
when he was about 15, he remained at home about a year, and perfected himſelf in 
writing and arithmetic. By this means he always wrote a. very fair hand, and was ſo 
far advanced in arithmetic, that ſoon after he went to the univerſity he entered on ma- 
thematicks under Dr. Saunderſon, the blind profeſſor. . He was admitted a penſioner in 

Feſus College, Cambridge, May 16, 1715, being then about 17; and his mother re-

* When I was a ſoph at Cambridge, Pope was about his tranſlation of  Hemer's Ilias, and had 
« publiſhed part of it. "He employed ſome perſon (I know not who he was) to make extracts for 
« him from Erftathius, which he inſerted in his Notes. At that time there was no Latis tranſlation 
* of that commentator. Alexander Politi (if I remember right) began that work fome years after- 
wards, but never proceeded far in it. 'The perſon employed by Mr. Pope was not at leifure to 
« on with the work; and Mr. Pope (by his bookſeller I ſuppoſe) ſent to Jefferies, a bookſeller at 
« Cambridge, to find out a ſtudent who would undertake the taſk. Jefferies applied to Dr. Thirlby, 
« who was my tutor, and who pitched upon me. I would have declined the work, having (as I 
% told my tutor) other ſtudies to purſue, to fit me for taking my degree. But he, qui quicquid 
« wolebat walde volebat, would not hear of any excuſe; fol 44 oe I cannot recolle& what 
« Mr. Pope allowed for each book of Homer; I have a notion that it was three or four guineas. I 
* took as much care as I could to perform the taſk to his ſatisfaction; but I was aſhamed to deſire 
my tutor to give himſelf the trouble of overlooking my operations ; and he, who always uſed to 
% think and ſpeak too favourably of me, ſaid that I did not want his help. He never peruſed one 
« line of it before it was printed, nor perhaps afterwards. When I had gone through ſome books 
(I forget how many), Mr. Jefferies let us know that Mr. Pope had a friend to do the reſt, and 
« that we 3 * give over. When I ſent my papers to Jeferies, to be conveyed to Mr. Pope, I in 
% ſ:rted, as I remember, ſome remarks on a hes. where Mr. Pope, in my opinion, had made a 
% miſtake; but as I was not directly employed by him, but by a bookſeller, I did not inform him 
« who I was, or ſet my name to my papers. hen that part of Pope's Homer came out, in which 
% I had been concerned, I was eager, as it may be ſuppoſed, to ſee how things ſtood, and much 
« pleaſed to find that he had not only uſed almoſt all my notes, but had hardly made any alteration 
« in the expreſſions. I obſerved alſo, that in a ſubſequent edition, he corrected the place to which 
I had made objections. I was in hopes in thoſe Gays (for I was young) that Mr. Pope would 
% make inquiry about his — * and take ſome civil notice of him; but he did not, and I had 
no notion of obtruding myſelf upon him; I never ſaw his face.” Dr. JoRTIN, MS.—*< So all 
« Pope's coadjutors complain of him; probably they had ſome reaſon for thinking that he was 
* too well paid, and they too poorly. As Fortin was confeſſedly a ſcholar, q ** incurioſity or 
incivility is reprehenfible. I once ſaw an original letter of Pope's, in which he fairly owned, that 
« he did not underſtand Greek, which was robabl very true. The perſon at firſt employed, per- 
* haps, was Broome; the ſecond friend, Fenton. This hiſtory of raking à boa is worth detailing, 
and one man's running away with all the credit.” T. F,—** The hiſtory of the notes has 
« never been traced. Broome, in his preface to his poems, declares himſelf the commentator 
« in part 2 the Iliad; and it appears from Fenton's letter, preſerved in The Muſeum, that Broome 
was at firſt engaged in conſulting Eufathins ; but that after a time, whatever was the reaſon, 
he deſiſted: another man of Cambridge was then employed, who ſoon weary of the work ; and 
« a third was recommended by Thirliby, who is now diſcovered to have been Fortin, a man ſince well 
« known to the learned world, who complained that Pope, having accepted and approved his perform - 
«« ance, never teſtified any curiofity to ſee him. The terms which Fenton uſes are very mercantile : 
*« < I think at firſt fight that his performance is very commendable, and have ſent word for him to finiſh 
« the x7th book, and to ſend it with his demands for his trouble. I have here encloſed the ſpeci- 
men; if the reſt come before the return, I will keep them till I receive your order.” Broome then 
offered his ſervice a ſecond time, which was probably accepted, as they had afterwards a cloſer

„ Republick of Letters.” In 1737 the earl of Minchelſea gave him the rectory of Ea/t- 
well in Kent ; but he Toon after quitted it, the air of that place not agreeing with his 
health. On the 2oth of March, 1746-7, Dr. Pearce, then rector of St. Martin's in the 
Fields; appointed him afternoon preacher at one of the chapels of eafe belonging to that 
pariſh, in Oxendon Street, in the room of the Rev. Mr. Johnſon, then deceaſed, where 
he continued preacher till 1760. In 1746 he publiſhed “ Six Difcourſes on the Truth 
of the Chriſtian Religion,” of which a ſecond edition came out in 1747, a third in 
1752, and a fourth in 1968. In 1747 he preached occaſionally at Lincoln's Inn for 
Mr. Warburton, then preacher there, and afterwards Biſhop of Glouceſter; and con- 
tinued to be his affiſtant about three years. On Dr. Pearce's promotion to the biſhopric 
of Bangor, the conſecration ſermon was preached by Mr. Fortin, at Kenfington, Feb. a1, 
1747 ; and publiſhed (in 8vo) by order of Archbiſhop Herring. The late earl of 
Burlington, at the requeſt of Archbiſhop Herring and Biſhop Sherlock, appointed him 
preacher of Boylc's Lecture, Dec. 26, 1749 ; which he held for three years, but did not 
publiſh any of the Sermons preached on that occaſion. In May 1751 Archbiſhop Herring 
gave him, unſolicited, the rectory of St. Dunſtan in the Eaſt, London *; and in Auguſt that 
year he paid a ſhort vifit to his friends at Cambridge, where he had not been before 
from the time of his quitting the univerſity. He publiſhed in 1751 the firſt volume of his 
Remarks on Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory 4,” which is inſcribed to the then earl of Burlington; 
and the ſecond volume, in 1752, inſcribed to Archbiſhop Herring. He alſo wrote in 
1752 a few miſcellaneous Remarks on the Sermons of Archbiſhop T:/lotſon, which he 
gave to his friend Dr. Birch, who printed them in his Appendix to the Life of that 
Prelate, No III. p. 442. In 1753 he.wrote an ingenious and learned letter to Mr. 
Aviſon, the author of an ** Eflay on Muſical Expreſſion,“ concerning the Muſic of the 
Antients, and ſome paſſages in claſſic writers relating to that ſubject. This letter is add- 
ed, without his name, to a ſecond edition of that Eſſay which was printed in 2753; but

Of this preferment the following anecdote is related: That in the ſpring of the year 1751 Mr. 
Fortin dined at a feaſt of the Sons of the Clergy, where Archbiſhop Herring was preſent ; and, on being 
told the Archbiſhop was deſirous of renewing his .acquaintance with him, he prepared for going 
to the upper end of the room, by looking at the lower end amongſt a great number of hats that 
were laid on a table in a confuſed manner, for his own ; his friends told him that the hat was by no 
means neceſſary, he therefore waited on the prelate without it. The Archbiſhop complimented him 
en his talents and writings, and ended the converſation by giving him, in the preſence of the clergy, 
a Pre ſentation to the rectory of St. Dunſtan, which he had purpoſely brought in his pocket. 
Jortin then returned to his ſeat, telling his friends, * I have loſt my hat, but I have got a living.”

„ biſhop aſſured me ef his aſſiſtance towards procuring either the preacherſhip or the 
© maſterſhip of The Charter Houſe, where I had gone to ſchool. This project alſo fail- 
„% ed; not by his fault. He likewiſe, in conjunction with Biſhop Sherlock, procured for 
« me the preaching of Bayle's lecture. He alſo offered me a living in the country; and 
% (which I eſteemed a ſingular favour) he gave me leave to decline it, without taking it 
« amiſs in the leaſt, and ſaid he would endeavour to ſerve me in a way that ſhould be more 
« acceptable. He did ſo, and gave me a living in the city. Afterwards he gave me a 
« Doctor's degree. I thought it too late in life, as I told him, to go and take it at

ſerved it unblemiſhed to his death. He was religious without ſhew, and learned without pedantry ; 
an exact critic, yet without ill-nature; a judge both of himſelf and others, without partiality. 
He had complaiſance without flattery, and humanity without weakneſs; was condeſcending, 
but not abject; generous, but mot profuſe; wiſe without ſeverity, communicative without va- 
nity, and chearful without levity ; benevolent as became a good man, and charitable as became a 
good chriſtian, Theſe good qualities were accompanied with a fingular modeſty, that caſt a beauty 
and becomingneſs over them, and made his; as far as it might be, a perfect character. He was juſt 
to all the world, and the world was juſt to him; for he had not an enemy in it. He died Sept. 10, 
1743.” The above character, inſerted in the public papers, is ſuppoſed to have been drawn up by 
Archbiſhop Herring, who was firſt acquainted with Frank Say in Biſhop Fleetwood's family.

On the gth of January, 1762, died Dr. Hayter, then Biſhop of London, for whom

London *. His kind patron died May 13, 1964. In 1766 he ſent Dr. Neve, in a letter, fome 
few remarks on Philipps's Hiſtory of the Life of Cardinal Pole, which were added to Dr, 
Neve's animadverſions on that hiſtory, in an appendix, Ne I. In 1767 a ſecond edition 
of his three volumes of Remarks on Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory” was publiſhed, but printed 
cloſer, ſo as to be brought into two volumes, 8yo; a circumſtance which was not very 
pleaſing to the author.

« a philoſopher, and a man, he ſerved the cauſe of 2 learning and morality. There are, 
« indeed, many writers whoſe reputation is more diffuſed among the vulgar and illiterate, but few 
« will be found whoſe names ſtand higher than Dr. Jortin's in the eſteem of the judicious. His 
« Latin poetry is claſſically elegant. His diſcourſes and diſſertations, ſenſible, ingenious, and ar- 
« gumentative. His remarks on Eccleſiaſtical hiſtory, intereſting, and impartial. His Sermons,

the degree of A. B. July 5, 17 16; A. M. Jan. 16, 1719; went into holy orders, and 
was appointed chaplain to the Eugliſh factory at Agiers. In this ſtation he continued 
ſeveral years, and from thence took opportunities of travelling into ſeveral parts. During 
his abſence, he was choſen fellow of his college, March 16, 1727 and at his return in 
1733 took the degree of doctor in divinity, July 5, 1734, and in the ſame year was elect- 
ed F. R. 8. He publiſhed the firſt edition of his travels at Oxford in 1738; be- 
ſtowed on the univerſity ſome natural curioſities, and ſome ancient coins and buſts *, 
which he had collected in his travels. On the death of Dr. Felton, 1740, he was no- 
minated by his college principal of St. Edmund Hall, which he raiſed from a ruinous 
condition by his munificence ; and was preſented, at the ſame time to the vicarage. of 
Bramley in Hants. He was alſo regius profeſſor of Greck at Oxford till bis death, which 
happened on the 15th of Augu/?, 1751. For a more particular account of his character,

The contents of the ſupplement are interwoven in this edition; and the im- 
provements were made, and the edition prepared for the preis, by the author himſelf, 
who expreſsly preſented the work, with theſe additions, alterations, and improvements, 
to the/public, as an eſſay towards reſtoring the ancient geography, and placing in a 
proper light the natural and ſometimes civil hiſtory, of thoſe countries where he travelled. 
* Of this volume 250 copies only were printed, 50 of which were appropriated to 
a charitable uſe. The firſt part of it contains twenty-eight Diſcourſes preached on va- 
rious occaſions between the years 1720 and 17541 inſcribed to the pariſhioners of 
Acton, and of the united pariſhes of St. Auſtin and St. Faith, for whoſe ſervice they

On the eſtabliſhment of The Briti/h Muſeum in 1753, he was 
appointed to the office of Keeper of the Reading-room, which he reſigned on being 
choſen, in 1760, Secretary to the then riewly inſtituted Society of Arts, Manufactures, 
and Commerce, In the year 1762 he was elected a correſponding member of the 
Royal Academy of Sciences of Paris, and alſo of the Oeconomical Society at Ferne. 
Very early in life Dr. Templeman was afflicted with fevere paroxyſms of an aſthma 1, 
which eluded the force of all that either his own ſkill, or that of the moſt emi- 
nent phyficians then living, could ſuggeſt to him; and it coritinued to harraſs him till 
His death, which happened Sept. 23, 1769. He was eſteemed a perſon of great learning, 
particularly with reſpect to languages, ſpoke French with great fluency, and left the 
character of a humane, generous, andpolite member of ſociety f. Of his two brothers, 
Giles is now rector of Vinborn St. Giles and of Cheſſilborn, in the county of Dorſet, to 
which he was preſented'by the Earl of Shafteſbury and Lord Rivers. Nathaniel, ſolici- 
tor of Lincoln's Inn, one of the fixty clerks in Chancery, and one of the commiffioners- 
of hackney coaches, died Dec. 21, 1774. Dr. Templeman's uncle William was alſo an 
attorney, and was clerk of the peace for the county of Dor ſet fromthe acceſſion of George

* a taſk that he had long avoided ; and to which he would hardly have ſubmitted him- 
“ ſelfat laſt, but for the ſake of preventing their being, ſome time hereafter, expoſed 
« in a ragged mangled condition, and loaded with more faults than they originally had : 
< while [when] it might be impoſſible for him, by the change perhaps of one letter, to 
e recoyer a whole period from the moſt contemptible nonſenſe. Along with ſuch pieces as 
he had formerly offered to the public, he takes this opportunity of preſenifing it: with 
« ſeveral others; ſome of which had lain by him many years. What he has loſt, and 
«eſpecially what he has deſtroyed, would, probably enough, have been hetter received 
% by the great majority of readers, than any thing he has publiſhed. But he never

This excellent actor, whoſe name vill be ever held in reſpect by the admirers of 
theatrical repreſentations, was the ſon of Peter Garrick, a captain in the army, who 
generally refided at Litchfield. He was born at Hereford, where. his father was on a 
recruiting party, and baptized February 20, 1716, as appears by the church regiſter of 
the pariſh of All Souls in that city. His mother's maiden name was Clough, daughter 
to one of the vicars in Litchfield cathedral.. At the age of ten years he was put under 
the care of Mr. Hunter, maſter of the grammar-ſchool at Litchfield ; and very early 
-ſhewed his attachment to dramatic entertainments, having in the year 1727 repreſented 
the character of Serjeant Kite in The Recruiting Officer with great applauſe. From ſchool 
he went to+ Liſbon to viſit his uncle, but ſtayed only a ſhort time there before he returned 
to England, on which he went again to Mr. Hunter, and in 1735 became the pupil of 
Mr. Samuel Johnſon, who about that time undertook to teach the. claflics to a certain 
number of young gentlemen. But even under this moſt able tutor,. the vivacity. of his 
character unfitted him for ſerious purſuits, and his attention to the drama prevailed over 
every other object. After a time, Mr. Jobnſon grew tired of teaching; and Mr. Gar- 
rick being deſirous of a more active life, the tutor and pupil took the. reſolution to 
quit Litchfield, and try their fortunes in the metropolis. They accordingly ſet 
out together on the zd of March; 1736; and on the gth of the. ſame month, 
Mr. Garrick was entered of Lincoli' In, it being then intended that the law 
ſhould be his profeſſion, Having had a recommendation from Mr. Walmſley to Mr. 
Colſon, maſter of the ſchool' at Rocheſter, he, on the death of his uncle, about 1737, 
went directly thither, with a view to finiſh his education. In the company of ſo rational 
a philoſopher as Mr. Colſon, he was imperceptibly and gradually improved in the talent 
of thinking and reaſoning; nor were the example and precepts of ſo wiſe a man vainly 
beſtowed on a mind ſo acute as that of Garrict. His father died ſoon after, and was not 
long ſurvived by his mother, He then engaged in the wine trade, in partnerſhip with 
hia brother Peter Garrick ; but this connection laſting but a ſhort time, he reſolved to

formed was that of Aboan in the tragedy of Uroonoko. After a ſummer ſpent in the 
country, he determined to ventate on thę London ſtage. He had/now effiyed hispowert, 
and conſideted himſelf. as worthy to appear in an high form on any theatre; but it js 
generally ſaid, that the then directors of Drury Lane and Covent Garden could not be 
induced to entertain the ſame, ſentiments. . He was therefore obliged to accept the offer 
of Mr, Giffard, maſter of Goodman's Fields play-houſe, who engaged him; arid He made 
his firſt appearance there on the. iqth of Ocfeber, 1741, with great ſucceſs, in the 
character of Richard the Third“. The ſeeing a young man, in no more than his 
_-twenty-fourth year, reaching at one ſingle ſtep to that height of perfection which 
maturity of years and long practical experience had not been able to beſtqw on the 
then capital performers of the Engliſb ſtage, was a phznomencn which could not 
but become the object of univerſal fpeculition, | and as univerfal admirationh! | The 
theatres towards the court- end of the town were on this occaſion deſerted, perſons 
of all ranks flocking to Goodman's Fields, where Mr. Garrick continued to act 
till the cloſe of the ſeafon, when, having wery.. advantageous. terms offered him for 
performing in Dublin during ſome part of the ſummer, he went over thither, where 
he found the ſame juſt homage paid to his merit, which he had received from his 
| own countrymen. In the enſuing winter, however, he engaged himſelf to Mr. Flett- 
| wood, manager of Drury Lane playhouſe, in which theatre be continued till the 
| year 1745, in the winter of which he again went over to. Ireland, and continued 
there through the whole of that ſeaſon, being joint manager with Mr. Sheridan in the 
direction and profits of the theatre royal in Smock Alley. From thence he returned 
to England, and was engaged for the ſeaſon of 1746 with the late Mr. Rich, paten- 
tee of Covent Garden. This was his laſt performance as an hired actor; for in the 
cloſe of that ſeaſon, Mr: Fleetwood's patent for the management of Drury Lane being 
expired, and that gentleman having no inclination farther to purſue a defign by which, 
from his want of acquaintance with the proper conduct of it, or ſome other reaſons, he 
had already conſiderably impaired his fortune, Mr. Garrict, in conjunction with Mr. 
Lacy, purchaſed the property of that theatre, together with the renewal of the patent, 
and in the winter of 1747, opened it with the beſt part of Mr. Fleetwoca's former com- 
pany, and the great additional ſtrength of Mr. Barry, Mrs. Pritchard, and Mrs. Cibber, 
from Covent Garden. In this ſtation Mr, Garrick continued until the year 1776, with. 
an intetval of two years, from 1763 to 1765, which he devoted to travelling abroad; and, 
both by his conduct as a manager, and his unequalled merit as an actor, from year to 
year, added to the entertainment of the public, which with an indefatigable affiduity he 
conſulted, Nor were the publick by any means ungrateful in returns for that affiduity.

By the warm and deſerved encouragement which they gave him, he was raiſed to that 
Nate of eaſe and affluence to which it muſt be the wiſh of every honeſt heart to ſee 
ſuperior excellence exalted. After his return from his travels, Mr. Garrick declined 
the performance of any new character; but contizued to appear every ſeaſon in 
ſome of his favourite parts until the year 1776, when, ſatisfied with the wealth he 
had- acquired and the fame which he had eſtabliſhed, in familiarity with many of 
the moſt reſpectable perſons of the kingdom, he retired to the enjoyment of repoſe 
from the fatigues of his profeſſion, and quitted the ſtage on the 1oth day of June, 
76, after performing the character - of Don Felix, in Mrs. Centlivre's 0 of The 
Wonder At this period the ſtone, a diſorder to which he had been long ſubjeR, began 
to make ſuch inroads on his conſtitution, that the happineſs which he expected from re- 
tirement was often interrupted, and ſometimes deſtroyed, by the violence of the pain he 
endured. He had been uſed to try the effects of quack.medicines, to relieve him from 
the torments which he ſuffered, and it has been thought that his health received much 
injury from this injudicious mode of tampering with his malady, At Chriſimas 1778 he 
viſited earl Spencer at Altbhor pe, where he was taken ill, but recovered ſufficiently to re- 
turn to London, and died at his houſe in The Adelphi, after a few days illneſs, on the 
20th of January 1779. His body was interred with great funeral pomp. in W: eftminſler 
Abbey, on the 1ſt of February following. Mr. Garrick in his perfon was low, yet well-- 
ſhaped, and neatly proportioned ; and, having added the qualifications of dancing * and 
fencing to that natural gentility of manner which no art can beſtow, but with which 
our great mother Nature endows many even from infancy, his deportment was con- 
ſtantly eaſy, natural, and engaging. His complection was dark, and the features of his 
face, which were pleafingly regular,. were animated by a full black eye, brilliant and 
penetrating, His voice was clear, melodious, and commanding ; and, although it might 
not poſſeſs the ſtrong overbearing powers of. Mr. Moſſop's, or the: muſical ſweetneſs of 
Mr. Barry's, yet it appeared to have a much greater compaſs of variety than either; 
and, from Mr. Garricł's judicious manner of conducting it, enjoyed. that. articulation : 
and piercing diſtinctneſs, which rendered it equally intelligible, even to the moſt. diſtant . 
parts of an audience, in the gentle whiſpers of murmuring love, the half-ſmothered. ac-- 
cents of infelt paſſion, or the profeſſed and ſometimes awkward concealments of an afide - 
ſpeech in comedy, as in the rants of rage, the darings of deſpair, or all the.open vio · 
lence of tragical enthuſiaſm. | 
Were it our office to record the. failings of Mr. Garrict, we could only Wai er- 
ſelves to obſerve that they were chiefly ſuch as are lee in characters of leſs diſtin- 
guiſhed opulence and celebrity, We forbear therefore to yiolate his fame by a ſafe but 
ungenero is recapitulation of petty errors; adding only xeuſe for his well-known 
vanity, that perhaps no man who had been fed with ſuch. exceſs of praiſe, would have 
exhibited fewer marks of ſelf- approbation. We.hope, indeed, we may be forgiven, if 
we dwell longer on a fingular inconſiſtence in his character, which has been often men- 
_ tioned, but never fairly ſtated. He has: been. loudly. praiſed for liberality, and as loudly 
cenſured on the ſcore: of avarice. Perhaps the alternate predominance of qualities, 10. 
oppoſite in their natures, may be thus accounted for. In any. exigence.that preſented : 
itſelf on a ſudden, he was readily generous, becauſe he knew 'ber.evolence was the moſt.

mediate reflection. During the interval that ſometimes neceſſarily paſſed between the 
promiſe and the act of diſburſement, the tedious proceſs. by which he had acquired a ſum 
equal to that he was expected to part with, ãmpreſſed itſelf forcibly on his imagination. 
It was not till then that his diſpoſition inclined to parſimony &. This ungraceful narrow- 
neſs, this inglorious repentance, is often detected among thoſe in whoſe thoughts their 
own gradual advance towards wealth is almoſt uppermoſt ; and the. frequent occurrence 
of an idea, like this, to Mr. Garrick, will aſſiſt us in reconciling the contradictory tales 
of his deficiency and exceſs of bounty; for to deny that he was ſometimes magnificent 
in bis donations, would be to refuſe his memory a tribute that can only be withheld at 
the expence of notoriety and truth. . Such, however, was the fate of his pecuniary fa- 
vours, that he often forfeited the gratitude due to them, through his backwardneſs in 
yielding what he had pledged himſelf to» beſtow, and did beſtow at laſt. By ſome, in- 
deed, he has been charged with raiſing hopes of relief, and finally diſappointing them. 
This charge however, if true, can be imputed only to a ſtronger and leſs reſiſtible ope- 
| ration of the cauſe already mentioned. In the mean time, his example ſerves to ſhew 
. us how reſolutely we ought to ſeize the moment that diſpoſes our wavering natures 
| to benevolence, as ſecond thoughts are not always propitious to the intereſts of huma- 
nity. We may conclude by adding, that deliberation, ſo uſeful on many occaſions, in 
reſpect to poetry and charity, exerted a fatal influence over Aken/ide and Garrick, It 
unſtrung the lyre of the one, and contracted the heart of the other. | 
To Mr. Garrick's reputation as an actor, the concern of the public at having loſt 
him, bears a ſtronger teſtimony than panegyrick, in any other form, could ſupply. As 
> to his particular forte or ſuperior caſt in acting, it would be perhaps as difficult to deter- 
mine it, as it would be to deſcribe minutely his. ſeveral excellences in the very different 
parts .in which he at different times thought proper to appear, Particular ſuperiority 
was.ſwallowed up in his univerſality; and ſhould it even be contended, that there have 
been performers equal to him in their own reſpective fortes of playing, yet even their 
partizaus myſt acknowledge, that there never exiſted any one performer that came near 
his excellence in ſo great a variety of parts. Every paſſion of the human breaſt ſeemed 
ſubjected to his powers of expreſſion ; even Time itſelf appeared to ſtand ſtill, or advance, 
as he would have it. Of this no one can be ignorant who ever ſaw bim in the ſeveral 
characters of Lear or Hamlet, Richard, Dorilas, Romeo, or Luſignan; in his Ranger, 
Bays, Drugger, MKitely, Brute, or Benedict. During the courſe of his management, 
the publick were much obliged to him for his indefatigable labour in the conduct of

But there is one part of theatrical | 
which ought unqueſtionably, to. be recorded to Mr. Garrict's honour, ſince the cauſe of 
virtue and moralite, and the formation of public manners, are very conſiderably depen- 
dent on it, and that is, the zeal with which he ever aimed to baniſh from the ſtage all

- He had juſt before this purchaſed a pretty retirement at Down in Kent, and withdrawing 
* thither, gave himſelf up wholly, to his beloved ſtudies. He had now leiſure to look over 
his papers, and reviſe them; and to-confider what materials he had already provided for 
his grand defign : and, ag appears by the date on the manuſcript,” which he did not live

+ © When he preſented me with the printed ſpecimen,” fays the anonymous Letter-writer, © I 

« was thereby furniſhed with a 2 * opportunity of preſſing him to begin the publication of the 
« large work, telling him it could never come out with equal ad vantage from any other hands, but 
« thoſe who co ſed and wrote it. It is no wonder if the weighty labour of attending the preſs 
« did, at his time of life, deter him from undertaking it: But he was fo far from neglecting this va-

In this work the judicious author's learning and genius (to uſe an expreſſion of Dr. 
Fohnſon) have laboured Science into Poetry, and have ſhewn, by explaining Aſtronomy, 
that Verſe did not refuſe the ideas of Philoſophy. This poem was written at various 
periods ; a part of it having been publicly recited at Rome in 1735. 
+ This diſtinguiſhed Antiquary, born in 1700, was regularly bred to the profeſſion 
of an attorney, which profeſſion he followed for many years in Budge Row, London, 
and afterwards removed to Great Queen Street, Lincoln's Inn Fields.

* Son of Benjamin, Godfrey, eſq. of Narton Court, near Feverſbam.in: Kent, whom he ſucceeded: in» 
that eſtate. He was very corpulent, through indolence or inactivity, and a great epicure, Which 
ſhortened his life. Mr. Godfrey (who was related to Sir Eumondbury) was a perſon of learn- 
ing, and had a good collection of antiquities; and alſo of coins and medals, Which, after his, 
death, were fold by auction. His library (containing abcut 1200 valuable volumes) was bought 
tor 100/. by T. Osborne, who ſold the whole again to Mr. Mebb before it was unpacked. 
Mr. Godfrey contributed the plate of Roman antiquities in p. 248 of Dr. Harris's Hiſtory of 
Kent, and was a good friend and benefactor to Dr. arrts, who uſed to ſpunge upon him; 
and, though a prebendary of Kocbefter, with other good preferments, died inſol vent, at: Norton 
Court, and was buried in the pariſh church at Mrs. Codfrey's;expence.- After Mr. Gadfrey's deatł 
(about 1741) his widow retired to her native county (Stafford/bire, it is ſuppoſed) and carried with 
her the valuable MSS. which Dr. Harris had collected for the ſecond volume of his Hiſtory of:

| Of this Jittle volume the ingenious Mr. Benfamin Stilling fleet was the editor, if 
not the tranſlator. He was grandfon to the Biſhopof Yorcefter, and equally. diſtinguiſh- 
ed as a naturaliſt and a poet, the rare union ſo much. defired by the ingenious Mr. 
Aickin. Both the Biſhop and our author's father were feltows of St. Jobn' College 
in Cambridge. The latter was alſo F. R. 8. M. D. and Gre/ham profeſſor of phy- 
fic ; but, marrying in 2692, loſt his lucrative offices, and the Biſhop's favour ;. a 
misfortune that affected both him and his poſterity, He took orders & however, 
and obtained, by his father*s patronage, the rectory of Newington Butts, which he 
immediately exchanged for thoſe of Mood. Norton and Swanton in Norfolk. He died 

in 1708. Benjamin, his only fon, was educated at Nerwich ſchool,, which he 
left in 1720, with the character of an excellent ſcholar. He then went to Tri- 
nity, Cllege, Cambridge, at the requeſt of Dr. Bentley, the maſter, who had 
been private tutor to bis father, domeſtic chaplain to his grandfather, and was much 
indebted to the family. Here he was admitted April 14, 1720; took the degree of

When, where, or how, 
he came by this degree, is extremely unaccountable ; nor would this have been inſerted, 
had I not been aſſured by a very intimate friend of his, that Mr. Mores received the bo- 
norary title of D. D. in conſequence of a literary favour which he had conferred on ſome- 
foreign Roman Catholic Ecclefiaſtics *, who wiſlied to repay him by a pecuniary aoknow> 
ledgement, which he politely declined accepting. Mr. Mores was as ambitious of 
ſingularity in religion as in other purſuits; and if he could be ſaid to be a member of 
any particular church, it was that of Eraſmus, whom he endeavoured to imitate. He 
thought the Latin language peculiarly adapted to devotion, and wiſhed, ' for the 
fake of unity, that it was univerſally in uſe. He compoſed a creed in it, with a kind 
of maſs on the death of his wife, of which he printed a few copies, in his own houſe, 
under the diſguiſed title of Ordinale Quotidianum,. 1685. Ordo Trigintalis.” Of 
his daughter's education he was particularly careful. From her earlieſt infancy 
he talked to her principally in Latin, The gentleman from whom I received this 
information dined with Mr. ores when his daughter was not more than two years 
old. Among other articles they had ſoup, with which the child had ſoiled her lip.

* From what Univerſity in particular this degree was received, though I have inquired wherever I 
thought it likely to gain intelligence, I cannot at preſent aſcertain.

duke of Montroſe applied to the college of Edinburgh for a tutor to educate his ſons, 
Mallacb was recommended; and with his pupils made afterwards the tour of Europe ; 
nor ig he known to have diſhonoured his credentials, any cleared his tongue from 
his natiye pronunciation ſo as to be no longer diſtinguiſhed as 4 Scot, he ſeemed inclined 
to-difincumber himſelf from all adherences to his original, and took upon him to change

| his native country, I know not; but it was remarked of him, that he was the only Scot 
whom Scotchmen did not commend.”

„Mount Caburn,” dedicated to, the Dutcheſs of Newce/ile, ia which be deſcribes the 
beauties of his native country, and celebrates the virtues of his friends and relations. On 
Lord Hardwicke's being called up to the Houſe. of Lords, his feat in parliament for the 
Borough of Seaford was vacated, and Mr. Hay was choſen to fill it in the month of January

I was informed that there was an elege on Mr. Cheſelden in the Memoirs of ohe of 
the French Academies, which I ſought after with fruitleſs inquiries, but have ſince 
found in the ** Memoires de Academie Royale de Chirurgerie, 1757,“ tome VII. r2mo. 
p., 768 ; and am happy to find that my account of Him (collected from various ſources 


of information) ! is no way materially erroneous. The Memoirs however (for which the 


materials were furniſhed by his family) will ſupply ſome additional facts. Mr. Cheſelden, 
it there appears, was born in 1688, at Somerby $ in Leiceſterſhire. After receiving a 
claſſical education, he was placed, about the year 1703, under the immediate tuition of 
Corper, 'the celebrated anatomiſt, in whoſe h ter he reſided, and ſtudied furgery under 
Mr. Hint, head furgeon of Sr. Thomas s Hoſp:aal, whom he afterwards ſueceeded for 
19 years.

The deſign 
of reprinting Dr. Wallis Latin Grammar of the Engli/h tongue undoubtedly origi- 
nated with Mr. Hollis ; z. without any other view than to promote the knowledge of 
the Engliſb language among foreigners, who could not btherwiſe he made acquainted

In 1769 Mr. Bowyer printed “ Antiquities, . Hiſtorical, 
« and Monumental, of the County of Cornwall; conſiſting 
«© of ſeveral Eſſays on the firſt Inhabitants, Druid-Super- 
<« ſtition, Cuſtoms, and Remains of the moſt remote Anti- 


„ otherwiſe. It is indeed to be lamented, that he fell into dn ror $, by which he 
„ became loſt to his country long before he died. As his Ufe incited all to the practice 
« of virtue and piety ; fo his death more admoniſhes us veteran fellow-ſoldiers, now re- 
« duced to a ſmall number, to embrace one another the more cloſely; for the more 
« contracted the rays are, ſo much the more they ought to warm.“ 

This worthy man was the younger ſon of a banker, who is ſomewhere mentioned by 
Addiſon or Steele as having always worn black leather garters buckled under the knee, a 
cuſtom moſt religiouſly obſerved by our author, who in no other inſtance affected ſingu-- 
larity. He was bred to the law, and had chambers in'Lincoln's-Inn ; but, being poſ- 
ſeſſed of a genteel fortune, reſided chiefly at a good old houſe, with an extenſive garden 
belonging to it, on M %,, Green in Eſſex. That he was a botaniſt of no common 
ſkill and experience, appears by his little tract, intituled, * Plantz Hoodfordienſes, 
« 1771,” gvo; and his taſte for polite literature appears in the above-mentioned ** Let- 
* ter to David Garrick, Eſq; concerning a Gloſſary to the Plays of Shakeſpeare, &c.“ 
Indeed he had been long making collections for a new edition of that author; but on 
Mr. Steevenss advertiſement of his deſign to engage in the ſame taſk on a different plan, 
he deſiſted from the purſuit of his own; and was afterwards the tranſlator of all ſuch 
comedies of Plautus as the late Mr. Thornton did not live to finiſh, In his youth he 
had been remarkably fond of dancing; nor till his rage for that diverſion ſubſided, did 
he convert the largeſt room in his houſe into a library. To the laſt hour of his life, 
however, he was employed on the Gloſſary already mentioned, which, fince the appear- - 
ance of our great dramatic writer's plays in ten volumes, 8vo. 1778, with an accompa- 
nying Supplement of two more volumes, may be regarded as a work. of ſuperero- 
gation, At his death, which happened on the 11th of April, 1775, he bequeathed all 
his valuable books to Vadbam College, Oxford, where he received his education; and 


if we are not miſ-informed, he left to the ſame ſociety a ſmall annual ſtipend to maintain 
a botanical lecture. © fen ;

Dr. William Borlaſe was born at Pendeen, in the pariſh of St. Fuſt;Cornwall, on the 
ad of February, 1695-6, He was entered of Exeter College, Oxford, March 1712-133 
where, 1719, he took the degree of M. A. and the ſame year was admitted to Deacon's 
orders, and ordained Prieſt in 1720, In 1122, he was inſtituted, by Dr. Meſten, Biſhop 
of Exeter, to the rectory of Ludgvan in Cornwall, to which he had been preſented by 
Charles Duke of Bolton. In 1724 he married Anne, eldeſt ſurviving daughter and co- 
heir of Milliam Smith, M. A, rector of the pariſhes of Cambern and Illuggan. In 1732, 
the Lord Chancellor Xing, by the recommendation of Sir William Morice, bart. pre- 
ſented Mr. Borlaſe to the vicarage of St. Juſt, his native pariſh, and where his father 
had a conſiderable property. This vicarage and the rectory of Ludgvan were the, only 
ecclefiaſtical preferments he ever received. But he held afterwards the reſpectable office. 
of vice-warden of the Stannaries. When Mr. Barlaſe was fixed at Ludgvan, which was a 
retired, but delightful ſituation, he was eſteemed and reſpected by the principal gentry 
of Cornwall. * In the purſuit of general knowledge he was active and vigorous ; and his 
mind heing of an inquiſitive turn, he could not ſurvey with inattention or indifference the 
peculiar objects which his ſituation pointed to his view. There were in the pariſh of 
 £udgvan rich copper works belonging to the late Earl of Godelphin. Theſe abounded 
with mineral and metallic foffils, which Mr. Borlaſe collected from time to time; and 
his collection increaſing by degrees, he was encouraged to ſtudy at large the natural 
biſtory of his native county. While he was engaged in this deſign, he could not avoid 
being ſtruck with the numerous monuments of remote antiquity that are to be met with 
in ſeveral parts of Carnwall ; and which had hitherto been paſſed over with far leſs exa- 
mination than they deſerved. Enlarging, therefore, his plan, he determined to gain as 
accurate an acquaintance as poſſible with the Druid learning, and with the religion and 
cuſtoms of the ancient Brztons before their converſion to Chriſtianity. To this under- 
taking he was encouraged by ſeveral gentlemen of his neighbourhood, who were men of 
literature and lovers of Brit; antiquities ; and particularly by Sir John &. Aubyn, 
_ grandfather of the preſent baronet of that family, and the late Rev. Edward Collins, 
vicar of St. Erth, Dr. Charles Lyitelton, late Biſhop of Carliſie, and Dr. Milles, the pre- 
ſent Dean of Exeter. In 1750, being at London, he was admitted a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, after having ſhewnh how. well he deſerved that honour, by communicating an in- 
© genious and curious, eſſay on the Carniſb cryſtals. Mr. Borlaſe having completed, in 
1753, his manuſcript of the antiquities of Cornwall, carried it to Oxford, where he. 
finiſhed the whole impreſſion, in folio, in the February following, A ſecond edition of 
it, in the ſame form, was publiſhed at London, in 1769. His next publication was, 
«© Obſervations on the ancient and preſent State of the Hands of Sxilih, and their Im- 
„ portance to the Trade of Great Britain, in a letter to the Rey. Charles Lyttelton, 
« LL. D. Dean of Exeter, and F. R. 8.“ This work, which was printed likewiſe at 
Oxford, and appeared in 1756, in quarto, was an extenſion of a paper that had been.

Lyttelton this account was enlarged into a diſtinct treatiſe, intituled, % An Account of 
„the great alterations which the Iflands of Scilly have undergone, ſince the time. of 
© the ancients, who mention them, as to their number, extent, and poſition.” In 


1757, Mr. Borlaſe. again employed the Oxford preſs, in printing his Natural. 


Hiſtory of Cornwall, for which he had been many years. making collections, and which 
was publiſhed in 1758. He ſeat a variety of foſſils, and remains of antiquity, which he 
had defcribed in his works, to the A/hmslean Muſeum, to which repoſitory he continued 
to ſend every thing curious of the like kind which fell into his hands. For his bene- 
factions in this reſpect that learned body conferred on him the degree of Doctor of 
Laws. Though Dr. Borlaſe, by the time he had completed his three principal works, 
had exceeded his fixtieth year, he continued to exert his uſual diligence and yigour. 
The chief objects of his attention were his paſtoral duty, and the ſtudy of the ſcriptures. 
In the courſe of this ſtudy, he drew up paraphraſes on the book of Fob and the books 
of Solomon, and wrote ſome other pieces of a religious kind ; all which, however, he 
ſeems to have compoſed rather for his private improvement, than with a view to publi- 
cation. The correction and enlargement of his Antiquities of Cornwall for a ſecond 
edition engaged ſome part of his time; and when this buſineſs was completed, he ap- 
plied. his attention to a minute reviſion of his Natural Hiſtory, and to interſperſe 
the additional diſcoveries which had occurred to him. As this work is already be- 
come ſcarce, a new edition of it, with the author's improvements, would probably 
be very acceptable to the publick.. After he had reviſed his Natural Hiſtory, he 
alſo prepared for the preſs a Treatiſe he had compoſed ſome years'before, concerning the 
Creation and Deluge. This curious work was actually put into my hands, and two 
pages of it printed in octavo as a ſpecimen ; when a violent illneſs, in Fanuary 1771, 
and the apprehenſions of entangling himſelf in ſo long and cloſe an attention as the cor- 
recting of the ſheets ſolely, and at ſuch a diſtance from Landon, would require, induced 
him to drop his deſign, and to recall the manuſcript from Mr. B. White, his bookſeller. 
From the time of his illneſs, he began ſenſibly to decline; the infirmities of old age came 
faſt upon him; and it was viſible to all his friends that his diſſolution was approaching. 
This expected event happened on the z iſt of Auguſt, 1772, in the 5th year of his age. 
He was lamented in the ſeveral relations of a kind father, an affectionate brother, 
a ſincere friend, an inſtructive paſtor, a man of crudition, and à good citizen: Hyg was

The Doctor had by his lady fix fons4, two of whom alone ſurvived him, the Rev. Mr. 
John Borlaſe (now living in Cornwall), and the Rev. Mr. George Borlaſe (late Fellow of 
Al Souls College in Oxford), ſince deceaſed. Beſides Dr. Borlaſe's literary connections 
with Dr. Lyttelton and Dr. Milles, before mentioned, he correſponded with moſt of the 
ingenious men of his time . He had a particular intercourſe of this kind with Mr. Pope; 
and there is ſtill exiſting a large collection of letters written by that celebrated poet to 
our author. He furniſhed Mr. Pope with the greateſt part of the materials for forming 
his grotto at Twickenham, conſiſting of ſuch curious foſſils as the county of Cornwall 
abounds with: and there may ſtill be ſeen Dr. Borlaſ#s name in capitals, compoſed of 
cryſtals. On this occafion a very handſome letter was written to the Doctor by Mr. 
Pope, in which he ſays, * I am much obliged to you for your valuable collection of 
«. Corniſh diamonds, I have placed them where they may beſt reprefent yourſelf, in a 
hade, but ſhming ;”* alluding to the obſcurity of Dr. Borlaſe*s ſituation, and the 
brilliancy of nis talents, A liſt of his valuable communications to the Royal Society, 
Nineteen in number, is printed in the Biographia Britannica, 1780, vol. I. p. 425.

practice. He was brought up, under an eminent bookfeller who preceded the elder Dod- 
ey, to the buſineſs of a Bookſeller, in which, however, he appears not to have engaged 
at all after his apprenticeſhip ; or, if he did, it was ſoon relinquiſhed by him: for though 
it was in his power to have drawn away all his maſter's beſt cuſtomers, he would not ſet 


up againſt him. Mr. Baker being of a philoſophical turn of mind, and having diligently 


attended to the methods which might be practicable and uſeful in the cure of ſtammering, 
and eſpecially in teaching deaf and dumb perſons to ſpeak, he made this the employment 
of his life. This idea was ſuggeſted to him by a viſit to the late Mr. Setjeant For/ler, at 

Enfield, who had two ſiſters both deaf and dumb. In the proſecution of ſo valuable and 
difficult an undertaking, he was very ſucceſsful}; and ſeveral of his pupils, who are ſtill 
living, bear teſtimony to the ability and good effect of his inſtructions. He married 
Sophia, youngeſt daughter of the famous Daniel Defoe, who brought him two ſons, both 
of whom he ſurvived. On the 2gth of January, 1740, Mr. Baker was elected a fellow of 
the Society of Antiquaries; and, on the 12th of March following, the ſame honour was 
conferred upon him by the Royal Society. In 1744, Sir Godfrey Copley's gold medal was 
beſtowed upon him, for having, by his microſcopical experiments on the cryſtallizations and 
configurations of ſaline particles, produced the moſt extraordinary diſcovery during that 


. year. This medal was preſented to him by Sir Hans Sloane, late Prefident of the Royal 


Society, and only ſurviving truſtee of Sir Godfrey Copley's donation, at the recommendation 
of Sir Hans's worthy ſucceſſor, Martin Folkes, Eſq; and of the Council of the ſaid Society. 
Having led a very uſeful and honourable life, he died, at his apartments in The Strand, on 
the 25th of Nevember, 1774, being then above ſeventy years'of 2ge. His wife had been 
dead ſome time before; and he only left one grandſon, William Baker, who was born 
Feb. 17, 1763, and to whom, on his living to the age of twenty-one, he bequeathed the 
bulk of his ſortune, which he had acquired by his profeſſion of teaching deaf and dumb 
perſons to ſpeak. It is much to be regretted, that Mr. Baker ſhould fuffer his art to die 
with him, which we are affured was the caſe, and all his patients were enjoined to ſecrecy *, 

He gave alſo, by his will, a hundred pounds to the Royal Society,” the intereſt of which 
was to be applied in paying for an annual Oration on Natural Hiſtory or Experimental 
Philoſophy. He gave to each of his two executors one hundred pounds + ; and his wife's 

gold watch and trinkets in truſt to his daughter in-law Mary Baker for her life, and to 
de afterwards given to the future wife of his grandſon. TO Mrs. Baker he gave alſo an 
annuity of fifty pounds. His furniture, printed books (but not Mi.), curioſities, and col - 
lections of every ſort, he directed ſhould be ſold, which was accorilingly done. His fine 
collection of native and foreign foſſils, petrefactions, ſhells, corals, vegetables, ores, &c. 
with ſome antiquities and other curiofities, were fold by auction, March 13, 177 8.

This friendly office, however, remains as yet to 
be performed. Mr. Bater was a conſtant and uſeful attendant at the meetings of tlie 
Royal and Aatiquatian Societies, and in both was frequently choſen one of the Council, 
Mr. Baker was peculiarly attentive to all the new improvements which were made in 
Natural Science, and very ſolicitous for the proſecution of them. Though he was fo re- 
ſpectable a member of the Royal Society, he did not eſcape the ſtrictures of Dr. 1//, 
in the Doctor's review of the works of that illuſtrious body. Several of his communica- 
tions are printed in the Philoſophical Tranſactions &; and, beſides the papers written by: 
himſelf, he was the means, by his extenſive correſpondence, of conveying to the Society, 
the intelligence and obſervations of other inquiſitive and philoſophical men. His cor- 
reſpondence was not confined to his own. country, To him we are obliged for a true 
hiſtory of the Coccus Polonicus, tranſmitted by Dr. Wolfe. It is to Mr. Baker scommuni- 
cations that we owe the larger Alpine Strawbert y, of late ſo much cultivated, and approved. 
. of, in England. The ſeeds of it were ſent in a letter from Profeſſor Bruns of Turin, to. 
our Philoſopher, who gave them to ſeveral of his friends, by whoſe care they furniſhed 
an abundant increaſe. The ſeeds, likewiſe, of the true Rhubarb, or Rheum Palmatum, 
now to be met with in almoſt every garden in this country, were firſt tranſmitted to Mr. 
Baker by Dr. Mounſey, Phyſician to the Empreſs of Ruſia. Theſe, like the former, 
were diſtributed to bis various acquaintance, and ſome of the ſeeds yegetated very kind- 
ly. It is apprehended that all the plants af the Rhubarb now in Great Britain were 
propagated from this ſource. Two or three of Mr, Baker's papers, which relate to An- 
tiquities, may be found in the Philoſophical Tranſactibns +, The Society for the Encou- 
ragement of. Arts, Manufactures, and Commerce, is under ſingular obligations to our 
worthy Naturaliſt. As he was one of the earlieſt members of it, ſo he contributed in no 
{mall degree to its riſe and eſtabliſhment. At its firſt inſtitution, he officiated. for ſome. 
time, gratis, as ſecretary. He was many years chairman of the Committee of Accounts: 
and he took an active part in the general deliberations of the Society. In his attendance. 
he was almoſt unfailing, and there were few queſtions of any moment upon which he did. 
not deliver his opinion. Though, from the lowneſs of his voice, his manner of ſpeaking. 
was not powerful, it was clear, ſenſible, and convincing ; what he ſaid, being uſually: 
much to. the purpoſe, and always proceeding from the beſt intentions, had often the good: 
effect of contributing to bring the ſociety to rational determinations, when many of the. 
members ſeemed to have loſt themſelves in the intricacies of debate. He drew up a 
ſhort, account of the original of this ſociety, and of the concern he himſelf had in. 
forming it; which was read before the Society .of Antiquaries, and would be a. 
 pleafing preſent to the publick. Mr. Baker was a poetical writer in. the early part 
of his life. His © Invocation. of Health” got abroad. without his knowledge; bus 
was reprinted. by himſelf in his Original Poems, ſerious and humourous,” Part the 
firſt, 8vo.

% a Poem, intended to reſtrain the Pride of Man,” which has been ſeveral Hides reprinted, 
His account of the Water Polype, which was originally publiſhed in the Philoſophical 
Tranſactions, was afterwards enlarged into a ſeparate treatiſe, and hath gone through 
ſeveral editions. But his principal publications are, “ The Microſcope made Eaſy,” 
and Employment for the Microſcope.” The firſt of "theſe, which was originally pub- 
liſhed ta 1742, or 1543, hath gone through ſix editions. The ſecond edition of the other, 
which, to fay the leaſt of it, is equally pleafing and inftriiive, appeared in 1764. 
Theſe Treatiſes, and eſpecially the latter, contain the moſt curious and important of 
the Obſervations and Experiments which Mr. Baker either laid before the Royal Society, 
or publiſhed ſeparately. It has been faid of Mr. Baker, that * he was a philoſopher in 
„little things. * If it was intended by this language to leſſen his reputation, there is no 
propriety in the ſtricture. He was an intelligent, uprigh t, and benevolent man, much 
geſpetted by thoſe who knew him beſt, His friends were the friends of ſcience and vir- 
tue: and it will always be remembered by his contemporaries, that no one was more 
ready than himſelf t6 affift thoſe with whom he was converſant in their various reſearches 
and endeavours for the advancement of knowledge and the benefit of ſociety. This 
tranquil good man was unhappy in his children. His -efdeft ſon, David Erſkine 
Baker, was a young man of genius and learning, Having been adopted by an uncle, 
who was a filk-throwſter in Spital- fields, he ſucceeded him in the bufineſs ; but wanted 
the prudence and attention which are neceſſary to ſecure proſperity in trade. He mar- 
ried the daughter of Mr. Clendon, a reverend empiric. Like his father, he was both a 
philoſopher and a poet; and wrote ſeveral occaſional poems in the periodical- collections, 
ſome of which were much admired at the time, but ſo violent was his turn for dramatic 
performance that he repeatedly engaged with the loweſt ſtrolling companies, in ſpite of 
every effort of his father to reclaim him. The publick was indebted to him for The 
„Companion to the Play-houſe,“ f in two volumes, 1764, tzmo; a work which, though 
imperfect, had conſiderable merit, and ſhewed that he poſſeſſed a very extenſive know- 
ledge of our dramatie authors; and which has fince been conſiderably improved by the 
attention of a gentleman in every reſpe& well qualified for the undertaking. Mr. Baker's 
other ſon Henry followed the profeſſion of a lawyer, but in no creditable line; and _ 3 
one ſon, William, who has been already mentioned as the grandfather's heir.

From Eton he went 
to Chriſtchurch, where he retained the ſame reputation of ſuperiority, and diſplayed his 
abilities to the publick in a poem on B/enheim,' He was a very early writer, both in 
verſe and proſe.

of our great dramatic poet, In 1727, his ſecond work, intituled, “ A Critical and Phi- 

4 loſophical Enquiry into the Cauſes of Prodigies and Miracles, as related by Hiſto- 
% rians,” &c. was publiſhcd in 12mo. and was alſo dedicated to Sir Rabert Sutton, He - 
was at this time in orders, and on the 25th of April, 1728, had the honour to be in the 
King's Liſt of Maſters of Arts, created at Cambridge, on his Majeſty's viſit to that uni- 
verſity . In 3 the ſame year, he was preſented by Sir Robert Sutton to the rec- 
tory of Burnt Broughton, in the county of Lincoln f; a living which he retained: till 
his death, at which he ſpent a conſiderable part of his middle life in a ſtudious 
retirement, devoted entirely to letters, and there planned, and in part executed, ſome of 
his moſt important works, Several years elapſed, after obtaining this preferment, before 
Mr. Warburton appeared again in the world & as a writer. In 1736 he exhibited a plan 
of a new edition of Velleius Paterculus, which he printed in the.“ Bibliotheque Britan-

Middleton, in a letter to him, dated April , 1737 ||, returns him thanks for his letters,

At leaſt, there was nothing publiſhed which can be with certainty aſcribed to him. In the 
vear 1732, his patron, Sir Robert Sutton, having been a member of the Charitable Corporation, fell 
under the cenſure of the Houſe of Commons, on account of that iniquitous buſineſs.

« ciples of the Law of Nature and Nations,” In three parts: the firſt, treating of a- 
civil and religious ſociety ; the ſecond, of an eſtabliſhed church; and the third, of a 
teſt law, 8vo, At the end was announced the ſcheme: of The Divine Legation of 
« Hoſes.“ in which he had at this time made a confiderable progreſs. The firſt volume 
of this work was publiſhed in January 1937-8, under the title of The Divine Legation 
„of Moſes demonſtrated on the Principles of a religious Deiſt, from the omiſſion of the 
„ doctrine of a future ſtate of rewards and puniſhments in the Jeroiſh diſpenſation. In 
« fix Books. By William Warburton, M. A. Author of The Alliance between Church 
% and State ;” and met with a reception which neither the ſubject, nor the manner in 
which it was treated, ſeemed to authoriſe. It was, as the author afterwards obſerved, 
fallen upon in ſo outrageous and brutal a manner, as had been ſcarce pardonable, had it 
been The Divine Legation of Mahomet.”—It produced ſeveral anſwers, and ſo much 
abuſe from the authors of The Weekly Miſcellany,” that in leſs than two months he was 
conſtrained to defend himſelf, in A Vindication of the Author of the Divine Legation 
% of Moſes, from the Aſperfions of the Country Clergyman's Letter in the Weekly Miſ- 
« cellany of February 24, 1737-8,“ 8&yvo. Mr. Warburton's extraordinary merit had now 
attracted the notice of the Heir-apparent to the Crown, in whoſe immediate ſervice we 
find him, in June 1738, when he publiſhed “ Faith working by Charity to Chriſtian 
« Fdification z a ſermon preached at the laſt epiſcopal viſitation for confirmation in the 
© dioceſe of Lincoln; with a preface, ſhewing the reaſons of its publication, and a poſt- 
« ſcript, occaſioned by ſome letters lately publiſhed in the Weekly Miſcellany. By 
« William Warburton, M. A. Chaplain to his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales.” 
A ſecond edition of The Divine Legation” alſo appeared in November, 1738. In 
March, 1739, the world was in danger of being deprived of this extraordinary Genius 
by an intermitting fever, which with ſome difficulty was relieved by a plentiful uſe of the 
bark. The Efſay on Man” had been now publiſhed ſome years; and it is univerſally ſup- 
poſed that the author had, in the compoſition of it, adopted the philoſophy of Lord 
Bolingbroke, whom on this occaſion he had followed as his guide, without underſtanding 
the tendency of his principles. In 1738, M. de Crouſaz wrote ſome remarks on it, 
accufing the author of Spinoſiſm and Naturaliſm ; which falling into Mr, Warburton's . 
hands, he publiſhed a defence of the firſt epiſtle, and ſoon after of the remaining three, 


This volume, which was publiſhed anonymouſly, was pronounced, in“ The Preſent State of the 
Republic of Letters,“ Vol. XVII. p. 471: to be © the . of a gentleman, whoſe capacity, judge - 
« ment, and learning, deſerve ſome eminent dignity in the JE of which he is now an inferior 
« miniſter.” Four editions of this work were printed in the author's life-time, and each with con- 
fiderable variations. Mr. Eqwards, in his © Canons of Criticiſm,” p. 261. Ed. 1758, ſarcaſtically ſays,

in ſeven letters, of which fix were printed in 1739, and the ſeventh*ia June 1540, under 
the title of A Vindication of Mr. Pope's Eſſay on Man, by the Author of the Divine 
« Legation.” The opinion which Mr. Pope conceived of theſe defences, as well as of their 
author, will be beſt ſeen in his letters. In conſequence, a firm friendſhip was eſtabliſhed 
between them, which continued with undiminiſhed fervour until the death of Mr. Pope, 
who, during the remainder of his life, paid a deference and reſpect to his friend's judgement 
and abilities, which will be confidered by many as almoſt bordering on ſervility *. In 
1741, the ſecond volume of The Divine Legation,” in two parts , containing books 
TV. V. VI. was publiſhed ; ns was alſo a ſecond edition of the“ Alliance between 
Church and State.“ In the ſummer of that year, Mr. Pope and Mr. Warburton, in 
-a country ramble, took Oxford in their way, where they parted ; Mr. Pope, after one 
day's ſtay, going weſtward ; and Mr. Warburton, who ſtayed a day after him to viſit Dr. 
Coneybeare, then Dean of Chriſt Church, returning to London. On that day the Vice 
Chancellor, Dr. Leigh, ſent a meſſage to his lodgings, with the uſual comp'iment, to 
know if a Doctor's degree in divinity would be acceptable to him; to which ſuch an 
anſwer was returned as ſo civil a meſſage deſerved. About the ſame time, Mr. Pope had 
the like offer made him of a Doctor's degree in law, which he ſeemed diſpoſed to accept, 
until he learnt that ſome impediment had been thrown in the way of his friend's re- 
ceiving the compliment intended for him by the Vice-Chancellor. He then abſolutely 
refuſed that propoſed to himſelf, Both the degrees were therefore laid afide; and the 
univerſity of Oxford loſt ſome reputation by the conduct of this buſineſs, being thus 
deprived of the honour of two names, which certainly would have reflected credit on 
the ſociety in which they were to have been enrolled, Mr. Pope's affection for Mr, 
Warburton was of ſervice to him in more reſpects than merely increaſing his fame, 
He introduced and warmly recommended him to moſt of his friends t, and amongſt the 
reſt to Ralph Allen, Eſq. of Prior-Park, whoſe niece he ſome years afterwards married, 
and whoſe great fortune at length came to his only ſon. In conſequence of this intro- 
duction, we find Mr. Narburton at Bath in 1742. There he printed a Sermon which 
had been preached at the Abbey- Church, on the 24th of October, for the benefit of Mr, 
Allen's favourite charity, the General Hoſpital, or Infirmary, To this Sermon, which 
was publiſhed ar the requeſt of the governors, was added, A Short Account of the 
„Nature, Riſe, and Progreſs, of the General Infirmary at Bath.” In this year alſo he 
printed a Difſertation || on the Origin of Books of Chivalry, at the end of Jarvis's Preface to 
a Tranſlation of Don Quixote, which, Mr. Pope tells him, he had not got over two para- 
graphs of, before he cried out, Aut Eraſmus, aut Diabolus.

The publi- 
cation of The Dunciad” was the laſt ſervice which our author rendered Mr. Pope in 
his life-time. After a lingering and tedious illneſs, the event of which had been long 
foreſeen, this great poet died on the zoth of May, 1744; and by his will, dated the 
12th of the preceding December, bequeathed to Mr. Warburton one half of his library, 
and the property of all ſuch of his works already printed as he had. not otherwiſe diſ- 
poſed of or alienated, aud all the profits which ſhould ariſe from any edition to be 
printed after his death ; but at the ſame time directed, that they ſhould be publiſhed 
without any future alterations. la 1744, bis aſſiſtance to Dr. Z. Grey was handſomely 
acknowledged in the Preface to Hudibras l.

On account of the laſt of theſe Sermons, he 
was again involved in a contzoyerſy with bis former antagoniſt, .Dr. Sichbhing: which 
occaſianed; An Apologetical Dedication to the Rev. Dr, Henry, Stebbing, in Anſwer to 
his Cenſure and Miſrepreſentations of the Sermon preached on the General Faſt- Day

his acknowledged abilities, and his eſtabliſned reputation; a reputation founded on the 
durable baſis af learning, and upheld by the decent and attentive performance of every 
aN inc ident to his ſtation; yet we do not find that he received: any addition to the 
preferment given him, in 2728 by Sir Robert Sutton, (except the chaplainſhip to the 
Prince of Wales), until April, 1746, (when he was unapimouſly called by the Society of 
Lincolu's, Iun to be thein preacher.

publiſhed a book which he had formerly lent Mr. Pope i in MS, The Preface to this work, 
written by Mr. Mallet, contained an accuſation of Mr. Pope's having elandeſtinely printed 
an edition of his Lordſbip's performance without his leave or knowledge. A defence 
of the poet ſoon after made its appearance, which was univerfally aſcribed to Mr, War- 
Burton, and was afterwards owned by him. It was called, A Letter to the Editor of 
„ the Letters on the Spirit of Patriotiſm, the Idea of a Patriot King, and the State 
of Parties, &c. occaſioned by the Editor's Advertiſement,” &c, which foon after- 
wards produced an abuſive pamphlet, under the title of A Familiar Epiſtle to the 
<«< moſt impudent Man living,” 8vo. a petforrtisnce, as hath been truly obſerved; couched 
in language bad enough to diſgrace even gaols and garrets. About this time the publi- 
cation of Dr. Middleton's Enquiry concerning the Miraculous Powers gave riſe to a 
controverſy, which was managed with great warmth and aſperity on both fides, and not 
much to the credit of either party. On this occafion Mr. F/arburton publiſhed an ex- 
cellent performance, written with a degree of candour and temper, which, it is to be 
lamented, he did not always exereiſe. The title of it was, “ Julian; or, A Diſcourſe 
„concerning the Earthquake and Fiery Eruption which defeated that Emperor's at · 
s tenipt to rebuild the Temple at Fernjalem,” ” 8vo. 1750. A ſecond edition of this Diſ- 
- courſe, ** with additions,“ appeared in 1751; in which year he gave the publick his 
edition of Mr. Pope's Works, with notes, in nine volumes, 8vo. and in the ſame year 
printed An Anſwer to a Letter to Dr. Mida. cton, inſerted in a pamphlet intituled, 
+ The Argument of the Divine Legation fairly ſtated,” &c. 8yo. and An Account of 
the Prophecies of Ar iſe Evans, the Welch Prophet, in the laſt century t,“ the latter of 
which pieces afterwards ſubjected him to much ridicule. In 1753, Mr. Warburton publiſhed 
the firſt volume of a Courſe of Sermons preached at Lincoln's-Inn, intituled, * The 
*+ Principles of Natural and Revealed Religion occaſionally opened and explained ; * and 
this, in the ſubſequent year, was followed by a ſecond. After the publick had been ſome 
time promiſed, it may, from the alarm which was taken, be almoſt ſaid threatened with, 
the appearance of Lord Bolingbrołe's Works, they were about this time printed. The 
known abilities and infidelity of this nobleman had created apprehenfions, in the minds 
of many people, of the pernicious effects of his doctrines: and nothing but the appear-' 
ance of his whole force could have convinced his friends, how little there was to be 
dreaded from arguments againſt religion ſo weakly ſupported. - The perſonal enmity 
which had been excited many years before between the peer and our author, had occa- 
ſioned the former to direct much of his reaſoning againſt two works f of the latter. 
Many anſwers were ſoon publiſhed, but none with more acuteneſs, ſolidity, and ſpright- 
lineſs, than A View of Lord Belingbroke's Philoſophy, i in two Letters to a Friend, 1784; 
the Third and Fourth Letters were publiſhed in 1753, with another edition of the two 
former; and in the ſame year a ſmaller edition of the whole; which, though it came into 
the world without a name, was en aſcribed to Mr. Warburton and afterwards

offence to the author animadverted upon, that he thought it of importance enough to. 
deſerve particular mention in the ſhort account of his life. On the 11th of Oclober, 
in this year, our author was advanced to the deanry of Briſtol; and in 1758 repub- 
liſhed the Second Part of The, Divine Legation,” divided into Two Parts, with a dedi- 
cation to the preſent Earl of Mansfield, which deſerves to be read by every perſon who 
eſteems the well-being of ſociety as a concern of any importance. In one of theſe vo- 
lumes Dr. Taylor is treated with much ſeverity, in conſequence, of a private pique. At 
the latter 2nd of the next year, Dr. Warburton received the honour, ſo juſtly due to his 
merit, of being (on the 22d of December) dignified with. the Mitre, and promoted to 
the vacant See of Glouce/ler.

To this found- 
ation we owe the admirable Introductory Lectures of Biſhop Hurd; and the well- 
adapted continuation of Biſhop Halifax and Dean Bagot, It is a melancholy reflection, 
that a life ſpent i in the conſtant purſuit of knowledge frequently terminates in the loſs of 
thoſe powers, the cultivation and improvement, of which' are attended to with too ſtrict 
and unabated z degree of ardour. This was in ſome degree the misfortune of Dr. War - 
burton. Like Swift and the great Duke of Mat f borough, he gradually ſunk into a fitu- 
ation in which it was a fatigue to him to enter into general converſation. * There were, 
however, a few old and valuable friends in whoſe company, even to the laſt? his mental 
faculties were exerted in their wonted force; and at ſuch times he 'would appear chear- 
ful for ſeveral hours, and on the departure of his. friends retreat 48 it were Within himſelf. 
This melancholy hobit was aggravated by the loſs of his only fon, à very promiſing 
young gentleman, 'who died of a conſumption but a ſhort time before the Biſhop himſelf 
reſigned to fate, in the 81ſt year of his age.

Theſe he carefully examined, and reduced into proper order; and, from their help, 
obtained ſuch. a knowledge of the conſtitution of the univerſity, and of the differen: 
ſources from whence. it derived. its power and immunities, that, in the ſubſequent parts 
of . he was appealed to as a kind of oracle, in daubts and difficulties that occaſi- 
onally aroſe in regard to its juriſdiction and government. At the age of twenty-ſix

tions given to him from Heaven, and evident proofs of his divine miſſions Then aroſe 
Mr. Wolfton, who, under pretence of acting the part of a moderator in this controverly,. 
endeavoured to-Wlegoriſe away the tniracles, 'as Mr, Collins hack done the Prophecies, 
And here again Biſhop Sherlock took up the cauſe, Mr. HWoolfton having bent his ef. 
forts with particular virulence againſt our Saviour's Refurredtion, this ſubject was fully 
and diſtinctly conſidered in a let written by his Lordſhip,” intitaled, < The Trial 
of the Witneſſes"of the Refurredtion of Foſs, 1729.” This pamphlet, in-which the 
evidences of the refurrection are examined in the form of a judicial proceeding, went 
through fourteen editions; and has been univerſally admired for the polite and uncom- 
mon turn, as well as the judicious way of treating the fubject. On the {4th' of February; 
1727, he was appointed Biſhop of Bangor, in the room of Dr, Milliam Baker, who was 
tranſlated to Norwich; and, upon the promotion of Dr. Hoadly to the See of Min- 
chefler, Dr. Sherlock” him in the Biſhoprick of Saliſbury, November 8, 1734. 
He now entered upon. a new ſcene of life, in which his great abilities, the deep know- 
ledge he had acquired of the laws and conſtitution of his country, his eloquence, his 
learning, gave him great-weight and dignity, both as a governor of the church; and'as 
a lord of parliament. When he affiſted at the deliberations of that great aſſembly, he 
was not content to bear a filent teſtimony, but often took upon himſelf an active part 3 
and though his profeffion and manner of liſe had hitherto: afforded him no opportun 
of exerciſing his talent for extemporaneous ſpeaking, he delivered himſelf in his firſt at- 
tempts, before the moſt” auguſt aſſembly in the world, with the ſame eaſe, elegance, 
and force, as if oratory had been the ſtudy and prafiice of his life, or as if it had been 
a gift of Nature, and not an art to be attained by time and trial. But he was ſenſible. 
- of the reſerve that became his order and profeſſion in that place, and ſeldom roſe up to 
declare his opinion, except on points in which the Ecdlefiaftical or Civil Conſtitution 
were eſſentially concerned, or by which the authority of the crown, on the liberties of 
the ſubject, were matetially affected. In caſes of 'Ecclefiaftical Law, which were brought 
before the Lords as a Court of Judicature, he had ſometimes the honour of leading their 
judgements, in oppofition ts ſome of the greateſt lights of the law, who had firſt de- 
clared themſelves of a different opinion ; ' particularly in an appeal to the houſe upon an 
ecclefiaftical caſe in Ireland.” Several of his ſpeeches ate preſerved in the printed col- 
lection of parliamentary debates; which do-honour-to his genius, his difinteceſtedneſs, 
his independence, and his virtue. The ſplendor” of his character now became ſo great, 
that, upon the death of Archbiſhop: Poier, in 1747, he was offered to be placed at the 
bead of the church, in the Archbiſtoprick of Canterbury; which, however, he thought 
proper to decline, on account of the ill "ſtate of his health at that jun&ure. But ſoon 
after, recovering his uſual ſtrength, he accepted a tranſlation to the ſee of London, in 
1740, void by the death of Doctor Edmund Gibſon.

copies were fold within one month. "With all his dignities, he continued to hold the 
maſterſhip of The Temple till the year 1753; when, his growing inflrmities rendering: 


- 


him unable to perform the duties of it, he wrote the letter of acknowledgement which 
is printed below 1. From this time his infirmities conſtantly increaſed upon him, but 
the powers of his underſtanding all along remained in their full vigour; and he con- 
tinued to diſpatch the variety of buſineſs that came before him, with eaſe to himſelf, and 
ſatisfaction to thoſe who had occaſion to apply to him. It was under this weak ſtate of 
body he reviſed and corrected his Sermons, which he publiſhed in 1755 and 2556, in four 
volumes $vo, [to which a fifth was added in 1776.] When ke firſt appeared in the cha- 
rater of a public preacher, he ſurpaſſed the moſt emifſent preachers of thoſe times, in 
ſolidity of matter, in ſtrength of reaſoning, and true pulpit - eloquence. There are few 
now living who are able to remember thoſe times; but, if general report did not con- 
firm this obſervation, we might appeal to the teſtimony of his own printed Sermons z 
which, with very few exceptions, were all the product of his youriger years. The re-

the acceſſion of his preſent Majeſty to the throne, he is ſaid to have written a letter of 
condolence and congratulation to the King +. He died without iſſue, July 18, in the 
year 1761, and in the $4th year of his age; during the laſt eight years of which he had 
been almoſt entirely deprived of the uſe of his limbs and of his ſpeech, inſomuch that 
he could be underſtood only by thoſe who were conſtantly about him, Under this un- 
common ſlate of weakneſs and decline, nothing was more worthy admiration than the 
extraordinary compoſure of his mind. Though Biſhop Sherlock had naturally a quick- 
neſs and fenfibility of temper, age and ſickneſs were ſo far from ſtimulating, that they | 
ſerved rather to ſmooth and ſoften it; as infirmities increaſed upon him, be became 
more quiet and compoſed ; and, though in the common courſe of bufineſs, and his ge- 
neral intercourſe with the world, as well 2s the interior ceconomy of his own family, 
incidents muſt haye ariſen frequently that were diſpleafing to him, yet nothing could 
ever ruffle that conſtancy of mind, and that uniform tranquillity and compoſure, that 
happily poſſeſſed him.
